Raker Act scandal, I had the same 
response I think a lot of people 
have. I said, How is that possible? 

How is it possible that San Francis- 
co could be so blatantly in violation of 
a federal law, so directly in violation of 
a federal court injunction (upheld by 
the U.S. Supreme Court), and contin- 
ue to get away with it? There must be 
something screwy about the story. 

But I’ve been following this story 
now for 18 years. I went to Washing- 
ton, D.C., and spent weeks in the na- 
tional archives, reading thousands of 
pages of documents covering more 
than 70 years of history. I’ve gone 
through huge stacks of files in the San 
Francisco City Attorney's Office. ’'ve 
argued with everyone who has been 
willing to stand in the same room 
with me and take the other side. 

And I can tell you right now, this is 
pretty simple stuff. 

Joe Neilands, who wrote the first 
Bay Guardian article on Pacific Gas 
and Electric and the Raker Act back 
in 1969, explained it fairly well (we 
reprint parts of his original story on 
page 23), and I’ve tried over the years 
to update and expand on his analysis. 
And I always come back to the same 


T= first time I heard about the 


basic point. 

About 90 years ago, when San Fran- 
cisco wanted to build a dam for water 
on the Tuolumne River in Yosemite 
National Park, some key progressive 
members of Congress saw an oppor- 
tunity. They wanted to make sure that 
private companies never got control of 
the nation’s electric power system, and 
they figured this would be their beach- 
head. 

So they said the city could build a 
dam for water in a national park, on 
the condition that it also generate 
cheap public electricity that would be 
used to knock PG&E out of town. 

What PG&E has done, with amaz- 
ing success over the years, is convince 
San Franciscans that (a) this story is 
ridiculous (read the history yourself; 
it’s on the Web at www.sfbg.com 
/News/pgande/index.html) and (b) the 
city could never run an electric utility, 

But the city built the dam and an 
amazing water system, and cities all 
over run.electric utilities quite well, 
and make good money doing it. As 
Rachel Brahinsky reports on page 18, 
San Francisco may finally have a 
chance too.

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The profit race 

Your article “High Tech’s Toxic Toll” 
(4/26/00) was frightening but excellent. 
Many significant values were left by the 
wayside when Capitalism perceived it 
won the cold war.

mately do with Supervisor Tom Am- 
miano’s misguided proposal, there is 
not and will not be an “Internet mo- 
nopoly” in San Francisco. Pacific Bell’s 
digital subscriber line (DSL) service 
presently accounts for about 90 percent 
of the market, two other cable compa- 
nies are planning to lay fiber, and 
AT&T’s service won't be fully deployed 
for nearly four years. By then, AT&T’s 
exclusive agreement with Excite@Home 
will have expired and multiple content 
providers will have access to the cable 
network. 

DSL is being offered today at com- 
petitive prices largely because of the 
cable industry’s investment in broad- 
band. PacBell and GTE DSL service cost 
nearly $90 per month until 
Excite@Home began offering cable 
broadband for half that price, and 
there’s a good chance consumers will 
see a substantial drop in the cost of local 
phone service once competitive local 
service is widely available over cable. 
What Ms. Buffa and other proponents 
of regulated Internet access fail to rec- 
ognize is that the Internet as we know it 
today wouldn’t even exist if it weren’t for 
the competitive market. When the In- 
ternet was under government control, 
there was nothing democratic about it; 
access was limited to the military and 
academia. 

The media-arts organizations and 
consumer groups that Ms. Buffa speaks 
of are unwittingly helping companies 
like Pacific Bell and GTE retain their 
monopolies. These companies held off 
on high-speed Internet service until 
cable had opened the market. Now that 
cable broadband opened the market, 
they'd like to slow down their cable 
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competitors while they build their own 
market share. That’s why they are run- 
ning around the country trying to con- 
vince cable franchise authorities to reg- 
ulate an emerging technology that ac- 
counts for less than five percent of all In- 
ternet access. Fortunately, the vast ma- 
jority of local officials have recognized 
this and rejected regulation of cable In- 
ternet access. We hope the majority of 
San Francisco’s Board of Supervisors 
do the same. 

So much of Ms. Buffa’s commentary 
is misinformed that NetAction is 
preparing a full rebuttal. We urge your 
readers to look for it on our Web site 
(http://www.netaction.org).

Stop the utility 


shakedown 


or decades San Franciscans have been robbed 
F: the bosses of our so-called public utilities. 

Now the San Francisco Public Utilities Com- 
mission, on behalf of supercorporations Pacific 
Gas and Electric and Bechtel, wants to rob us 
again. And again. 

The S.E. PUC has stood by — not through neg- 
ligence but with deliberate intent — while PG&E 
has made billions of dollars in corporate welfare 
off electricity sold to San Franciscans when the 
money could have come back to the city for the 
public good. 

Now the PUC wants to award a $45 million con- 
tract to repair the city’s water system, which has fall- 
en into disrepair because for 85 years San Francis- 
co has been losing a fortune by failing to operate a 
public power agency. And it wants to award it to 
Bechtel, a company whose fiscal incompetence is as 
infamous as its worldwide human rights record. 

The privatization crisis that Bechtel provoked in 
Bolivia alone proves that it would be morally irre- 
sponsible of this city to award that company the con- 
tract. But it would also be financially irresponsible. 

Financially irresponsible, for instance, to award 
the contract to a company whose highway- 
construction project in Boston has gone more than 
$7.8 billion over contract. The “Big Dig,” designed 
and managed by Bechtel in a joint public venture, 
is the largest and most expensive public works 
project in the nation. Its projected costs have rock- 
eted from $2.5 billion in 1985 to $13.1 billion this 
year, with a federal audit warning of hundreds of 
million of dollars in further overruns. 

The Big Dig has showcased Bechtel’s arrogance 
and incompetence — and then showcased the 
company’s secrets and lies. 

In Senate hearings last month, Sen. John Mc- 
Cain said that there had been a “complete and 
utter failure” among Bechtel project officials to 
maintain oversight and contain costs. A Boston 

Globe investigation that led to the sacking of the 
project’s top state official found that many of the 
additional costs and delays could be traced di- 
rectly to Bechtel’s incompetent design and man- 
agement. Overall construction costs are 17 percent 


over the original bid; design costs are-82 percent 
over. The timetable has slipped back by up to a 
year. Every day of delay adds $800,000 to the total 
cost. Taxpayers are paying more than $1.6 billion 
a mile; Boston now has the world’s most expensive 
stretch of highway. 

But Bechtel covered up this growing catastro- 
phe for years. It shifted hundreds of millions of 
dollars of expenses onto the books of other state 
agencies. It used insurance credits for accounting 
decades before the money would become avail- 
able. It issued falsely optimistic management re- 
ports. It changed the accounting system. It 
changed the basis for calculating the project base- 
line. Unsurprisingly, employees and contractors 
were obliged to sign a secrecy agreement. When 
Jeremy Crockford, the Big Dig’s chief of staff, 
was asked this year why some of the costs were 
hidden, he said, “Because we were attempting to 
meet a budget.” 

Bechtel didn’t tell the people of Boston the 
truth. Why should we imagine it will treat the 
people of San Francisco any better? It has shown 
itself to be incompetent, untrustworthy, and ut- 
terly irresponsible. We are already paying for the 
meltdown of the Big Dig through our federal 
taxes; we shouldn’t have to pay for another pub- 
lic works fiasco here. 

The Board of Supervisors should overturn this 
contract. In short, it is the only fiscally responsible 
action to take. But you know and we know that the 
board won't. For decades our local government has 
aided and abetted PG&E in its effort to maintain 
a monopoly over our electricity. It’s time for us to 
take back our city, and save some money at the 
same time. Call the board and let it know that 
you will vote for public utilities this fall even if it 
won't. Get involved with the effort to create a mu- 
nicipal utility district. Join the struggle against 
Bechtel. Stop the shakedown. +

take led to a massive blackout that caused 

350,000 people in the Bay Area to lose power. 
Since then, the reliability of PG&E’s system has 
only decreased — there were five blackouts in San 
Francisco in the month of March alone. 

Item: PG&E has made deep cuts in its mainte- 
nance and repair staffs to fatten the bottom line for 
shareholders in a deregulated marketplace. That 
has led to serious problems, like a deadly fire in the 
Sierra foothills caused by PG&E's failure to pay for 
adequate tree trimming over power lines. 

Item: In one of the most environmentally con- 
scious areas of the country, PG&E generates 99 per- 
cent of its electricity from nonrenewable resources. 

Item: Under a deregulation law promoted by 
PG&E, San Francisco customers are paying soar- 
ing rates to cover the costs of PG&E’s bad invest- 
ments in nuclear power. 

Item: Cities in northern California that have 
public power (instead of PG&E) have lower rates, 
more reliable systems, and in some cases world- 
class programs promoting renewable energy. 

Item: San Francisco is the only city in the nation 
with a specific federal mandate to operate a pub- 
lic power system — and the residents and busi- 
nesses in town are still forced to buy PG&E’s ever 
more expensive, dirty, and unreliable power. 

There’s something very wrong with this picture 
—and finally, after more than 75 years of scandal, 
San Franciscans now have a chance to change it. 

As Rachel Brahinsky reports on page 18, a grass- 
roots coalition is circulating petitions in San Fran- 
cisco and Brisbane that would place on the No- 
vember ballot a plan to create a municipal utility 
district, or MUD. A San Francisco—Brisbane MUD 
would have the ability to compete in the deregu- 
lated energy market, replace PG&E's nuclear elec- 
tricity with power obtained from renewable 
sources, and give residents of the two cities a voice 
in the future of local energy policies. 

‘It’s hardly a radical idea: 17 areas in northern 
California have public power, including the cities 
of Alameda and Santa Clara and Sacramento 
County, which has operated a very successful 
MUD (called SMUD) for years. Almost every 
public power city has lower rates than PG&E. 
Most public power agencies generate a sizable 
revenue surplus every year, which they can turn 
over to their cities’ general fund to pay for social 
programs. 

And many, like SMUD, have extensive programs 
to use and promote renewable energy. 


[i Two years ago a Pacific Gas and Electric mis- 


San Francisco residents shouldn't have to circulate 
petitions to get rid of PG&E and get a shot at 
bringing public power into town. The city should 
have had a public power system long ago — and 
the fact that it doesn’t represents a violation of 
federal law. 

The history is outlined in a story on page 23. In 
the early 1900s San Francisco badly needed a 
source of water to supply a growing city. So the city 
asked the federal government for permission to 
build a dam on the Tuolumne River, inside 
Yosemite National Park. 

Conservationists were outraged, and the bill 
would have gone down save for a compromise 
proposed by John Edward Raker, whose district in- 
cluded Yosemite. Raker was one of a sizable num- 
ber of Western politicians and political activists 
who believed that the growing power of private 
utility companies was a serious threat and that 
essential services like water and electricity should 
never be controlled by private interests. 

So Raker suggested that the city be allowed to 
build the dam — on one condition: along with 


providing water, the dam had to be used to gen- 
erate electric power, and that power had to be 
used to create a public power system in San Fran- 
cisco. Congressional testimony made very clear 
that the intent of the bill was to prevent any private 
company — particularly PG&E — from getting a 
monopoly on power sales in northern California. 

The grant of the dam (which the supervisors 
voted to accept and the mayor signed) had very 
clear language: either the city established a public 
power system to compete with PG&E or the grant 
would be revoked and the dam would revert to fed- 
eral ownership. 

In fact, in 1940 the Supreme Court confirmed in 
a clear and unequivocal decision that San Francisco 
had a legal responsibility to run a public power sys- 
tem. 
But PG&E bribed politicians, spent huge sums 
of money on newspaper ads, and ran expensive 
campaigns to defeat a series of bond measures 
that would have financed the construction of a 
city power infrastructure. Eventually the utili- 
ty’s influence became so pervasive at city hall 
that the issue disappeared from the progressive 
political agenda.

Since the 1970s modern San Francisco activists 
have tried repeatedly to enforce the Raker Act, 
but they’ve been blocked at every turn. The courts 
have ruled that only the U.S. secretary of the inte- 
rior and the San Francisco city attorney can sue to 
enforce the law — and neither one has been in- 
terested and independent enough to do so since the 
1940s. When the issue has come before the su- 
pervisors, PG&E’s lobbyists (armed with big cam- 
paign contributions) have beat it back. 

So the only choice is a ballot measure taking ad- 
vantage of a Progressive-era law that would allow 
San Francisco (along with Brisbane) to form a 
MUD. The process makes both political and pol- 
icy sense: A MUD would have an independent 
elected board and would thus be accountable to the 
public. It would have the authority to pursue pub- 
lic power — but at whatever pace, and cost, makes 
sense. It might, for example, decide that the best 
way to avoid heavy costs is to build out a munic- 
ipal power infrastructure one neighborhood at a 
time, using the revenue from the early customers 
to finance more construction. 

In the meantime, the MUD could begin oper- 
ating as an independent power sales outlet, buy- 
ing wholesale and selling retail (over PG&E's lines, 
as the law allows). It could undertake extensive 
studies of the city’s future energy needs, and of 
conservation and environmental strategies, and 
develop an affordable long-term energy devel- 
opment plan. 

And none of this would be done in secret, since 
the MUD would be subject to the city’s sunshine 
laws. 

The clearest sign of how beneficial to the pub- 
lic a MUD would be: PG&E is already gearing up 
for an all-out assault to prevent it. The lies and pro- 
paganda will be flooding the mail, the newspaper 
pages, and the airwaves before long. But don’t buy 
the hype — Ralph Nader has endorsed the MUD, 
as has Sup. Tom Ammiano. And every activist 
group should make it clear that any candidate for 
supervisor who doesn’t support the measure will 
be marked for political extinction. 

Petitions are in the streets today. Sign up and 
vote for the measure, and San Francisco’s energy 
future will be in the hands of San Franciscans, 
for a change.

City budget could kill 
program that keeps 
homeless out of jail 


By A. Clay Thompson 


Life for many in the shopping-cart- 
and-cardboard-box set is a constant, 
Dickensian cycle: get arrested for a 
petty crime of poverty or addiction, 
spend some time in the county jail, 
get tossed back to the streets. Repeat 
steps 1, 2, and 3 — endlessly. Call it a 
life sentence on the installment plan. 

For the past four years the nonprof- 
it, three-employee Homeless Release 
Project has worked to 


shatter the pattern. With the help 
of the program, 
David now has 
an office job 
and a stable 
place to live. 


“We try to make hope 
a reality,” staffer Yusuf 
Shakuur said. 

Potential clients — 
the program takes peo- 
ple awaiting trial for 
misdemeanors — are 
screened by a jailhouse 
liaison. If the person is 
accepted into the pro- 
gram and the authori- 
ties sign off, he or she 
can walk free while the case — most 
are petty thefts — wends through the 
court system. 

“Previously, people who couldn't 
provide an address wouldn't be let out 
on citation,” said Eileen Hirst, 
spokesperson for Sheriff Michael Hen- 
nessey. “This program ensures that 
homeless people will not sit in jail sim- 
ply because they’re homeless. They also 
ensure that people will fulfill their legal 
obligations and show up in court.” 


Shakuur, who works street-side, 
arranges for a hotel room or shelter 
bed and escorts the person to court 
dates. “I act like an interpreter,’ he told 
us. “The system, to most of our people, 
is demon.” 

He also acts as a conduit to drug 
treatment and mental health care, 
helping clients navigate the social ser- 
vice maze. One day Shakuur will take 
someone to get an I.D. 
and a tuberculosis 
test, prerequisites for a 
rehab bed. The next 
day he’ll take a home- 
less vet to the Veter- 
ans’ Administration to 
see about a jobs pro- 
gram. 

But Shakuur him- 
self may soon be look- 
ing for a job. 

The program was 
funded with start-up 
grants from the United Way and other 
philanthropic foundations, but they 
expire this year. The San Francisco 
Sheriff’s Department asked the city to 
underwrite the project for the next fis- 
cal year — but that request has been 
penciled out of Mayor Willie Brown’s 
proposed budget. 

Brown’s press office didn’t return 
phone calls by press time. 

The Sheriff’s Department is pushing 
the Board of Supervisors to restore the 


money in the final 
budget. Hennessey, 
who requested 
$228,000 — enough 
to add a full-time 
mental health coun- 
selor and other em- 
ployees to the pro- 
gram — is also seek- 
ing city funding for 
Roads to Recovery, a 
jailhouse drug rehab 
program. 

“T don’t think we'll 
be able to keep the 
project going. With- 
out city support I 
think we'll fold,” said 
Alissa Riker, who does 
the jailhouse screen- 
ing. 

Eight months ago 
Riker came to the jail 
cell of David, a 
homeless twenty- 
something locked up for trespassing. “I 
was scared to death,” David recalled. “I 
was shaking in my shoes.” 

David — who asked that his last 
name not be used — had recently test- 
ed positive for HIV and was suffering 
from self-described “psych and sub- 
stance abuse problems.” With the help 
of the program, David now has an of- 
fice job in the Financial District anda 
stable place to live. “They pretty much 
saved me,” he said. “They pretty much 
saved my life.” 

The demise of the Homeless Release 
Project will make things tougher on 
the 75 or so inmates the project serves 
annually. It will also almost certainly 
increase jail overcrowding. According 
to a study commissioned by the proj- 
ect and conducted by a U.C. Davis 
doctoral candidate, program gradu-

ates were nearly 50 percent less likely to 
be rearrested than comparable inmates 
who didn’t enter the program. 

And that saves the city money: it 
costs San Francisco $90 a day to keep 
an inmate in the county jail. 

Shakuur puts a human face on the 
numbers: a homeless Vietnam vet liv- 
ing for years beneath a freeway over- 
pass. “He was a confirmed alcoholic 
and crack addict,” Shakuur said. With 
persistence he got the man into a 
south bay rehab program run by the 
V.A. “In eight months he was able to 
come into court with proof of his 
graduation. The judge stopped court 
and presented his diploma for every- 
one in the room to see. She said, “This 
is proof that anyone cam turn their 
life around. I don’t cry often, but I 
did that day.” * 


Anticorruption measure 
heads for S.F. ballot

A group of volunteer activists submit- 
ted 15,000 signatures at City Hall June 
1 seeking to place an “anti—political 
kickback” initiative on the November 
ballot. 

The signature drive was organized 
by the Oaks Project, a nonprofit group 
working with Ralph Nader that is ded- 
icated to increasing citizen participation 
in California politics 
through the initiative 
process. 

Officially known as 
the Taxpayer Protec- 
tion Amendment of 
2000, the measure 
would bar any city of- 
ficial from “accepting 
or receiving a gift, 
payment, offer of em- 
ployment or cam- 
paign contribution 
from a person or en- 
tity” if the official had 
“approved awarding 
a contract, lease, fran- 
chise, land use vari- 
ance, special tax ben- 
efit, or monetary payment’ to that per- 
son or entity. 

These stringent limits on. favors 


would apply to all elected officials in 
San Francisco and result in a criminal 
misdemeanor charge if the violation 
was “knowing and willful.” 

Further, the ban on back-scratching 
would “apply from the date of the offi- 
cial’s action approving the benefit until 
two years after the official’s term of of- 
fice ended ... or six years after the offi- 
cial’s action.” 

Simultaneous signature drives took 
place in five other California cities: 
Santa Monica, Pasadena, Irvine, Clare- 
mont, and Vista. All told, Oaks Project 
participants signed up more than 
50,000 registered voters around the 
state. 

The drives represented a departure 
from the way signatures are typically 
collected for ballot measures these days. 
Unlike many other groups pushing ini- 
tiatives, the Oaks Project does not use 
paid signature gatherers. 

“It’s unique in modern California 
political history — our issues aren't 
for sale,” said Ben Gertner, an Oaks 
Project member. 

The group easily exceeded the 
threshold of 10,510 valid signatures re- 
quired to place the measure on the San 
Francisco ballot, and it beat the dead- 
line by two weeks. + 
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Trent Hayward, 1966-2000

On June 3 San Francisco police found 
Trent Hayward, a homeless journalist, 
dead on the sidewalk at McAllister and 
Larkin of an apparent heroin overdose. 
He was 34. 

Trent had a huge, raw talent for writ- 
ing. He penned sharp, sardonic essays 
for Street Sheet, Street Spirit, and Poor 
magazine. He took journalism classes at 
night. He had authored a piece for the 
Bay Guardian (see “Gall Street Jour- 
nal,” 4/26/00) and was about to start 
writing a column for the Bay Guardian 
Web site, sfbg.com, about living life 
out of a cardboard box. 

Trent — who often went by the nom 
de plume Harpo Corleone — was 
bright and talented and sarcastic. He 
was well schooled in that anarcho-punk 
DIY attitude of cooperative collabora- 
tion. When he was fully engaged in an 
issue, he could compose some of the 
most original copy we at the Street Sheet 
had ever published. 

He didn't need my encouragement to 
be one-of our best writers; he only 
needed to find refuge from the dehu- 
manizing and alienating milieu of 
grinding poverty and homelessness on 
these quality-of-life streets of San Fran- 
cisco. He just needed to be part of 
something bigger than himself, some- 
thing that accepted him as he was. 

His best work was usually laid down 


during one-shot marathon sessions at ° 


one of the computers, where he sat 
transfixed in the separate reality of fo- 


cused creation. And that’s the only place 
where Trent Hayward ever found 
respite from a life of shit. The only re- 
ward Trent had found on the bottom of 
society, was a passion for justice, and 
Harpo was justice’s champion. And like 
many other creative, passionate peo- 
ple — homeless or not — his sensitiv- 
ity would nourish the roots of his 
demise. 

In an impartial analysis, Trent’s death 
wasn’t very surprising. ~ 

His appetite for alcohol and drugs 
was formidable, and he often carried a 
clear plastic sport bottle brimming with 
Royal Gate vodka as an accessory to 
his urban camping kit. Trent’s face fre- 
quently bore cuts and bruises — sou- 
venirs of the previous evening’s im- 
promptu end-over to the pavement or 
tumble down a hillside at the beach. 
His smart-ass wit would eventually de- 
volve into loud, confused, drunken hos- 
tility. Bitterness always lay just below 
the surface, awaiting chemical release. 

Darkness courted Trent. He had a 
“past.” Everyone who's ever been home- 
less has such a story. The dynamic is 
best expressed as an amalgam of bad 
luck compounded by bad choices, or 
Vice versa. Call it a busted relationship, 
family violence, drugs, disability, prison, 
death of a loved one. Call it loss and 
grief and despair.

Independent, with a $66 million three- 
year subsidy — for political reasons. 

He said that the DOJ “met with Mr. 
Fang five times — you wonder who’s 
working for whom.” ; 

Or, Alioto said, the department was 
duped by assurances from both Hearst 
and the Fangs that the deal would en- 
able continued competition in San 
Francisco. Multiple witnesses were 
forced to modify those claims during 
the 10-day trial — they admitted that 
a Fang-run Ex would be more limited 
in scope and circulation than the cur- 
rent Examiner. 

And when Alioto clearly and dra- 
matically reiterated the case against 
the Chronicle sale May 31, he made a 
point of that inconsistency. Walker de- 
scribed the contradictions as “serious” 
and said, “There’s been a lot said that 
hasn’t been very forthright.” 

Hearst spokesperson Paul 
Luthringer refused to answer specific 
questions about the order, except to 
say, “We are responding to the judge’s 
order, and the document will be made 
public.” 


Something’s going on 

Hearst attorney Gary Halling admitted 
under questioning from Walker that 
the Fang deal was only signed to gain 
the acceptance of the Justice Depart- 
ment. “It was a price we were willing to 
pay,” he said. 

But, Halling said, “I don’t believe 
we have ever said that the Examiner 
would be a fully competitive metro- 
politan daily newspaper.” 

Walker did not seem convinced, and 
at one point he asked if the inconsis- 
tency in the Hearst testimony didn't 
“support Mr. Alioto’s theory that some- 
thing is going on under the surface.” 

Walker asked whether enjoining the 
Fang transaction wouldn't make for 
the most “pro-competitive outcome.” 
He asked Alioto to specify how that 
deal violated antitrust law; Alioto said 
it was problematic because it was di- 
rectly tied to the effort to effect a mo- 
nopoly. 

Toward the end of the day Fang at- 
torney David Balabanian pled with the 
judge to spare the deal with his client. 
Balabanian said that deal would in- 
crease competition even if the paper 
didn’t “compete in all areas of the bay.” 

He argued that the subsidy was a 
stand-in for the joint operating agree- 
ment, which now allows the Chronicle 
and the Examiner to split costs and 
pool profits. 

“Had Hearst been willing to part 
with its rights under the JOA, this 
would be a completely garden-vari- 
ety divestiture,” he said. He also em- 
phasized that “there’s not a single party 
before the court that’s asking that the 
Examiner transaction only be 
blocked.” 

The defense’s attorneys focused, as 
they have throughout the trial, on their 
arguments that the Ex is failing. Alioto 
said that if the DOJ was threatening a 
lawsuit, it wasn’t satisfied by the failing 


company defense. 

Halling, Connell, and Chronicle at- 
torney Tom Rosch repeated their claim 
that the Bay Area’s thriving, competi- 
tive media market cannot be limited to 
San Francisco. And again, they chal- 
lenged Reilly’s standing to sue. 

Alioto told the judge that the deal 
“threatens on its face chances for com- 
petition” and said that the sale would 
lead to increased advertising and sub- 
scription costs that would impact Reilly. 

Ata press conference June 1, Reilly 
defended his motives in filing the suit, 
stating once again that he did it for 
the public interest, not because he 
wanted to make money or settle any 
political scores. 

“TJ don't need to make money off 
lawsuits,” he said. 

Reilly divulged that he has, at this 
point, run up close to $1 million in 
legal fees. And he also said he had re- 
fused to settle the case “for millions 
more,” but he wouldn't give details 
about settlement terms proposed by 
the defense. He underscored the anti- 
trust concerns, pointing out that 
Hearst has admitted that it plans to 
keep advertising rates the same with 
one paper. 

Reilly. said that when lost Examiner 
circulation is factored in, that amounts 
to an increase in subscription costs. 
He also emphasized that the trial could 
have far-reaching effects. 

Reilly said that he hopes the judge 
will enjoin the Chronicle sale, allowing 
both papers to prepare for head-to- 
head competition in 2005, when the 
JOA expires. And he referenced the 
ethical issues that surfaced during the 
trial, saying, “If this trial has proved 
anything, it’s that we can’t trust one 
newspaper.” *% 


PS. The merger has prompted at least 
one more lawsuit — filed by Joel Pim- 
sleur, a veteran Chronicle reporter who 
was fired soon after he criticized the 
paper’s planned sale on local newscasts. 

Pimsleur alleges that he was wrong- 
fully terminated and that the company 
violated numerous labor laws in the 
process. Pimsleur, who worked at the 
Chron for 41 years and was nominated 
for a Pulitzer Prize in the 1960s, was 
just two years shy of retirement age (see 
Examiner Deathwatch, 11/27/99). 

P.P.S. Gradethenews.org posted an ar- 
ticle a few weeks ago about the Exam- 
iner’s editorial treatment of Mayor 
Willie Brown before and after his now- 
famous “horse-trading” lunch with pub- 
lisher Tim White. Projects editor James 
McManus concluded that “there was a 
troubling shift in the editorial position of 
the Examiner.” 

In a detailed May 23 rebuttal to Mc- 
Manus, Examiner editorial pages editor 
James Finefrock dissected McManus’s 
evaluations and asked for a full retrac- 
tion. Finefrock wrote, “Your methodol- 
ogy is an exercise in innuendo that 
would not be allowed in any publication 
that‘adheres to accepted research meth- 
ods or journalistic principles.” 

McManus has posted the full letter as 
well as his response at gradethenews.org.

SURGEON GENERAL'S WARNING: Quitting Smoking 
Now Greatly Reduces Serious Risks to Your Health.

Jim Ferguson and those who want to 
reduce the influence of money in elec- 
tions know it will be an uphill battle to 
get the Oakland City Council to restore 
limits on soft money contributions. But 
Ferguson, a member of East Bay Com- 
mon Cause, says he can’t stress enough 
the importance of putting back language 
in the Oakland Campaign Reform Act 
that would restrict contributions — typ- 
ically $250 or less — to groups that 
spend money independently of formal 
campaigns to sway local races. 

He should know. Ferguson wrote the 
preliminary report issued by Common 
Cause recently about the activities of the 
Jerry Brown and Don Perata—backed 
Three Rs Committee, a group that raised 
and spent more than $350,000 to influ- 
ence Oakland’s March elections. As the 
Bay Guardian first reported (“Campaign 
Finance Deform,” 4/5/00), the council 
last July quietly deleted provisions that 
limited such donations — throwing 
open the doors for megabucks to the 
Three Rs. The committee undoubtedly 
spent more, but final figures won’t be re- 
leased until July 31, the next filing date 
for campaign statements. 

Common Cause’s analysis, titled “Soft 
Money Comes to Oakland Politics,” 
points out that only 20 contributors gave 
about $240,000, with half of that money 
coming from groups outside Oakland. A 
number of significant contributors have 
business relationships with the city. 
Zhone Technologies, a high-tech com- 
pany, gave $50,000; it is planning to 
build a campus near the Oakland Coli- 
seum. Telecommunications Inc., the 
cable giant now owned by AT&T, gave 
$25,000; it is in the process of renewing 
its cable franchise for the city; Gallagher 
and Burk gave $15,000; the company 
does most of Oakland’s street paving. 

Other contributors apparently gave 
to support common ideological interests. 
John Walton, heir to the Wal-Mart for- 
tune, is a big advocate for privatizing 
public schools; he gave $40,000 to the 
Three Rs. Not coincidentally, Brown is 
currently pushing for a military and an 
arts charter school, a move many con- 
sider to be the first step toward privati- 
zation of other Oakland schools. 

“These are people who have reason to 
want sympathy from the city, or at least 
from the mayor,” Ferguson said. “The 
removal of contribution limits has 
opened the door to unprecedentedly 
large contributions from parties that 
have a vested interest in how Oakland 
does its business. It changes the face of 
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Oakland politics and the playing field 
dramatically.” 

At a May 18 meeting of the Oakland 
City Council’s Rules Committee, coun- 
cilmember Dick Spees proposed restor- 
ing the limits on soft money contribu- 
tions. The proposal was forwarded to 
the full council without recommenda- 
tion and was expected to be discussed 
June 6. 

“T think there'll be a lot of argument,” 
Spees told us ina phone interview. “It’s 
still legally problematic, and San Fran- 
cisco’s case isn’t decided yet, and we 
could get sued.” 

Opponents of similar limits in San 


Curb on East Bay soft money sought 


Francisco filed suit against the city last 
year and won a preliminary injunction in 
September against the restrictions, open- 
ing up the gates for the huge sums of soft 
money that flooded into groups sup- 
porting Willie Brown in his reelection 
bid last November and December. The 
case is being appealed. 

Spees said Oakland should take the 
risk. “I say, fine, sue us,” he said. “This is 
a democratic issue in the sense of the 
right of people to have elections that are 
not overly influenced by large sums of 
money. It makes a mockery of our cam- 
paign ordinance. It’s real clear this loop- 
hole needs to be plugged.” #% 


Davis transit plan criticized

Last Wednesday the Transportation 
Choices Forum, a group of Bay Area 
transportation advocacy organizations, 
issued a scathing report on Gov. Gray 
Davis’s $5.3 billion state transportation 
plan. They say that it ignores the needs of 
those who rely on transit for their daily 
survival and that it may actually worsen 
an already strained situation for low- 
income communities. 

Titled Traffic Congestion Relief, the 
plan was released April 5 and is now 
being considered by legislators. It allo- 
cates $1.56 billion to the Bay Area and 
features new highways and a BART link 
from Fremont to San Jose (see “Gover- 
nor’s Road to Nowhere,” 4/12/00). 

“The plan gives priority to rail projects 
that serve suburban, white-collar com- 
munities, instead of working-class com- 
munities that really rely on public trans- 
portation,” said Kathryn Alcantar, a rep- 
resentative of the San Francisco—based 
Latin Issues Forum. “These are com- 
munities that deserve and depend on 
public transportation to get to work, to 
get to health care providers, to get to 
child care providers.” 

The TCF report specifically questions 
the $760 million BART extension, by 
far the plan’s single most expensive proj- 
ect. According to the Metropolitan 
Transportation Commission, BART to 
San Jose is the least cost-effective way to 
move people to jobs in the Silicon Valley. 
MTC’s 10 most cost-effective bus pro- 
jects would cost a mere $63.35 million 
and would carry 56,000 new riders a 
day; the BART connector would cost 64 
times as much and carry only about one- 
fifth as many passengers. 

Conspicuously absent in Davis’s plan 


eA Uta 
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is money to operate bus and train sys- 
tems. Such services are especially im- 
portant for welfare-to-work participants, 
because many of the better-paid entry- 
level jobs are night or weekend jobs. Joe 
Wallace, an employment specialist at 
the Neighborhood House of North Rich- 
mond, said, “A lot of these people now 
have to walk from north Richmond toa 
BART station because there aren't buses 
in the budget.” 

What TCF advocates fear most is a 
cut in existing services. The California 
Transportation Commission has identi- 
fied an annual funding gap of $400 mil- 
lion for transit services that are already 
running. The governor’s plan only calls 
for new projects, so that services such as 
AC Transit, Golden Gate Transit, and 
SamTrans will have no new money to 
operate the 100 new express buses pro- 
posed for the Bay Area. Without oper- 
ating money, they will face the choice of 
keeping the new buses idle or cutting 
service on existing lines. 

The TCF report suggests four key 
changes to the governor’s plan: close the 
$400 million statewide annual funding 
gap for transit operations, fund the 
MTC’s 10 most cost-effective local bus 
projects, allow funds for the BART ex- 
tension to be used for other less- 
expensive alternatives, and finally, im- 
plement a transportation-planning 
process that would include representa- 
tives from low-income communities. 

Getting ready to take a long ride from 
Oakland back home to north Richmond, 
Wallace said, “| Davis's plan] doesn’t make 
a lot of sense. We have a lot of people who 
have probably never been on a bus in 
their lives who are making the decisions

members when the Sacramento 

Municipal Utility District took 
the highly unusual step of shutting 
down its nuclear power plant. 

It was 1989, 10 years after the acci- 
dent at Three Mile Island and three 
years after Chernobyl. Activists around 
the state had been trying to shut down 
privately run nukes at Diablo Canyon 
and San Onofre for years. But in 
Sacramento they had an advantage: 
the electrical system is publicly owned, 
and its board had to respond to the 
voters. 

The Rancho Seco nuclear plant, 
which SMUD had built itself, had 
been plagued with problems for years. 


Smellof, who 

was then on the elected SMUD board, 
told us that initially the board and 
management, after spending $400 mil- 
lion on repairs in two years, wanted to 
keep the plant operational. “I was the 
lone voice out of five,” he said. 

In 1989 a citizens group put a mea- 
sure on the ballot to shut down the 
nuke. It was a major campaign that at- 
tracted statewide attention. “The issue 
had reached a level where the public 
was really quite well informed,” 
Smellof recalled. “It was the only thing 
on the ballot in June. People were so

to,” Smellof said. “The 
reason they could do 
that is because it’s pub- 
licly owned, You 
couldn't do it with a 
plant owned by a pri- 
vate company.” 

Ten years later, 
San Francisco faces 
a different sort of 
energy crisis. Util- 

ity deregulation 

has been a disas- 
ter for consumers. 
Pacific Gas and 
Electric, which is 
the major power 
supplier in the city, 
is publicly under 
fire for recurring 
blackouts, ever higher 
rates, poor service, and 
an increasingly spotty 
environmental record. 
Local and state officials are de- 
manding that PG&E pay large fines 
to the city, the California Public Util- 
ities Commission, and the Indepen- 
dent System Operator, which controls 
the state’s power grid. 

And a local coalition of consumer, 
environmental, neighborhood, and 
public power advocates (including the 
Bay Guardian) is promoting an ini- 
tiative to bring public power to San 
Francisco residents. 

Members of the Coalition for 
Lower Utility Bills hope that their pe- 
tition — which would create a mu- 
nicipal utility district, or MUD, with

Francisco and Brisbane — will make 
it to the ballot box in November. A Yes 
vote for a MUD, they say, would mean

That law allowed 
the city to build a dam in the Hetch 
Hetchy Valley of Yosemite National 
Park — on the condition that it be 
used to provide water and power to 
San Franciscans through a nonprofit, 
public power agency at the lowest pos- 
sible rates. The city built a public 
water system and an electric generat- 
ing station, and it uses some of the 
power for city departments.

Into the MUD 


The idea of bringing public power to 
San Francisco is nothing new. Between 
the early 1920s, when the dam at 
Hetch Hetchy was completed, and the 
beginning of World War II, the issue 
was at the forefront of local politics, 
and Harold Ickes, who was secretary 
of the Interior under President Roo- 
sevelt, repeatedly demanded that San 
Francisco stop allowing PG&E to sell 
private power in the city and build 
the public power system mandated 
by the Raker Act. 

In the 1970s and 1980s San Fran- 
cisco activists launched several! mu- 
nicipalization drives, but in every case 
PG&E spent huge sums of money and

Plenty of other northern California 
cities have created successful munici- 
pal utilities. The Palo Alto utility 
charges some of the lowest rates in 
the state and paid $11.8 million to 
the city last year to support city ser- 
vices. On Earth Day the utility initi- 
ated a new program whereby residents 
can elect to pay a few extra cents per 
kilowatt-hour to add green power to 
their energy mix and to support the 
development of new green projects 
for future generations. 

The move for a San Francisco 
MUD, however, is a relatively recent 
strategy. Previous efforts involved di- 
rect city takeovers of PG&E facilities. 
They were all buried under a mound 
of PG&E money. In 1998, after the 
defeat of the statewide 
pro-consumer ballot 
measure Proposition 9, 
which would have 
overturned deregula- 
tion, consultant and 
former PG&E engineer 
Jim Simpson recom- 
mended that the San 
Francisco coalition try 
using a populist section 
of the state code that 
allows for the forma- 
tion of municipal util- 
ity districts by petition 
(see “San Francisco 
MUD?,” 2/11/98). 

“If you want to [get 
cheaper and cleaner 
power] for the city ... 
you have got to get in 
the power business,” he 
said at the time. 

Simpson served 24 
years as a PG&E em- 
ployee, followed by 6 
years as the general 
manager of the public 
utility in Redding. For 
the past 20 years Simp- 
son has helped Califor- 
nia communities form 
public power districts 
of their own. He was 
instrumental in orga- 
nizing districts in Su- 
sanville (Lassen MUD), 
Hayfork Valley, and Trinity County. 

With his help, the San Francisco 
coalition began circulating its peti- 
tion in March. But when an informal 
opinion from the City Attorney’s Of- 
fice revealed a potential legal hurdle, 
the group decided to expand the coali- 
tion to include the neighboring city of 

Brisbane (see “Public Power Advo- 
cates Expand MUD Petition,” 
5/17/00). 


Public power democracy 
Approximately 2,000 public power 
agencies serve about 40 million, or 15 
percent, of the nation’s electric cus- 
tomers, according to the American 
Public Power Association. In Califor- 
nia the percentage is higher — be- 
tween 25 and 30 percent of Golden 
State electric customers purchase their 
power from 45 publicly run utility 
companies. i 

One of the largest in the state is 
SMUD, which serves 1.1 million peo- 
ple, all of whom have the option to 
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participate in the democraticstructure 
used to run the utility. And when 
there’s a controversial issue on the 
table, like Rancho Seco, or a proposed 
change in rates, the SMUD board 
hears a lot from its customers. 

“You have a say through your vote 
because you elect one of your board 
members,” Jim Shetler, SMUD’s as- 
sistant general manager for customer 
services, told us. “All of our meetings, 
with the exception of legal issues, are 
open meetings with time for public 
comment. Our ratepayers are our 
shareholders, so the way to show a 
‘return’ on their investment isn’t only 
through offering low rates and good 
service, but by encouraging partici- 
pation.” 

When it came time to review the 
utility’s rate structure last fall, Shetler 
said, the board solicited its member- 


ship for help. “Our rate advisory com- 
mittee consists of fourteen members 
of the public... They have met twice a 
month since September, and they 
made recommendations to our board 
in May regarding high-level policy 
ideas.” The next step, Shetler ex- 
plained, is to hold public workshops 
and then hearings in front of the full 
board, whose members will then de- 
bate the proposal publicly before cast- 
ing their votes. 

After its customers demanded that 
it prioritize renewable-energy research 
and development, SMUD responded, 
developing one of the leading solar- 
energy programs in the world. SMUD 
helps residents offset the cost of solar 
panels, thus reducing the demand for 
energy from the agency. It’s the kind of 
program that a private utility behold- 
en to shareholders is less likely to offer; 
private utilities want to sell more 
power, not less. To date, SMUD has in- 
stalled panels on more than 500 roofs 
in the region and is developing a part- 


nership with Davis to expand the pro- 
gram. 

And last year SMUD opened a bio- 
mass plant, which uses the methane 
produced by rotting garbage in one of 
the county’s landfills to make elec- 
tricity. 

“We're one-tenth the size of PG&E,” 
Don Osborne, superintendent of re- 
newable generation at SMUD, told 
us. “Yet we have people coming liter- 
ally from all over the world because 
they want to find out about our solar 
programs. Why? We’ve had the com- 
bination of a broad-based public in- 
terest with leadership at the executive 
and board level. We're really making a 
commitment to commercialize the 
technology and make it affordable to 
our customer-owners.” 

SMUD’s customers are so con- 
vinced of the value of renewables that 


more than 6,000 of them voluntarily 
pay an extra penny per kilowatt-hour 
to accelerate SMUD’s renewable- 
energy program. That, activists say, is 
a key advantage of public power: the 
users can decide whether they would 
rather have cheap rates, green power 
(at a slightly higher cost), or extra 
money left over to put into other pub- 
lic activities. 


PG&E: 1 percent renewable? 
The percentage of renewable energy, 
including solar, wind, and fuel cells, in 
SMUD’s total energy mix in 1998 was 
10.2 percent. It’s hard to come up with 
an accurate figure for the PG&E en- 
ergy mix, because PG&E is in the 
process of selling some of its genera- 
tion facilities, as mandated by the 1996 
state electricity-deregulation bill, 
A.B. 1890. a 

PG&E regularly publishes infor- 
mation about where the company’s 
power is generated (as it must under 
state law). In May PG&E reported that 


11 percent of its power came from re- 
newable sources. But. the California 
Energy Commission — the entity that 
requires utilities to publish this in- 
formation — doesn’t monitor that 
data for accuracy, so there’s no way to 
tell if it’s true. 

When we called the PG&E Energy 
Center, a PG&E affiliate that encour- 
ages energy-efficient building, a staffer 
told us that, as of earlier this year, the 
mix of power generated by PG&E in- 
cluded less than 1 percent renewable 
energy. (She then told us she wasn’t 
sure that that information should be 
publicly released, and she refused to 
confirm it when we called back.) 

PG&E buys and sells power through 
the state’s power exchange, so the mix 
of power it delivers to customers isn’t 
exactly the same as what it generates. 

MUD proponents point out that 


with a publicly controlled utility, cus- 
tomers would be able to use San Fran- 
cisco’s open-records laws to acquire 
information about the energy mix. 
It’s the potential for this kind of 
progress toward environmentally sus- 
tainable solutions that encouraged 
Ralph Nader to endorse the MUD ef- 
fort in the Bay Area. 

“Look, SMUD is not the perfect 
utility,” Nader said in a recent inter- 
view with Bay Guardian staff. “But 
look what it has done. It shut down 
the nuclear plant. It pushed a big pro- 
gram on energy conservation. It is 
moving more and more renewable 
energy. You think that would have 
happened with PG&E? No. They’re 
interested in buying electric plants in 
Indonesia and South America. This 
is where their ratepayer profits are 
going.” 


PG&E’s high rates 


Public power proponents point out 
that public utilities generally charge 
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less than private utilities. SMUD 
charges 8.49 cents per kilowatt-hour, 
about 21 percent less than PG&E. 
PG&E’s year-round average is 10.7 
cents, but it goes as high as 12 cents 
for some users at some times of the 
year. 

Of the 17 publicly owned utilities in 
northern California, 13 charged less 
for power than PG&E in 1998, ac- 
cording to the U.S. Energy Informa- 
tion Administration. Nationally, pub- 
lic agencies average about 30 percent 
less than privately held utilities, ac- 
cording to the American Public Power 
Association. 

Where does the money go? “PG&E 
has been serving San Francisco for 
almost a hundred years,” former 
PG&E engineer Simpson told us re- 
cently. “If you take their San Fran- 
cisco revenue at about three hundred 
and fifty million dol- 
lars per year, and you 
know that stockhold- 
ers, many of whom are 
miles away, are entitled 
to eleven percent, that’s 
about forty-five mil- 
lion dollars each year 
shipped out of San 
Francisco. Over time, 
that gets to be a lot of 
money.” 

And PG&E execu- 
tives get their share of 
the largesse as well. Ac- 
cording to the Utility 
Reform Network, 
PG&E CEO and presi- 
dent Robert D. Glynn 
earned more than $1.6 
million in 1998, in- 
cluding bonuses. 
Glynn’s salary is right 
in line with those of 
other private utility ex- 
ecutives in the state. 
Public power execu- 
tives make far less. Jan 
Schori, the general 
manager of SMUD, 
makes $240,000 a year, 
about one-seventh as 
much as PG&E’s chief. 
To continue paying 
such high salaries, and 
to keep stockholders 
happy, PG&E will 
charge as much for power as it can 
get away with. 

And it’s not likely that consumers 
will get relief anytime soon. In 1996 
California approved A.B. 1890, the 
state law that released electric gener- 
ation — but not transmission or dis- 
tribution — to the free market. The 
law made it difficult for residents to 
aggregate to get cheaper power or 
form municipal districts to do so. 
That’s because the law, thanks to in- 
tense lobbying by the state’s three big 
incumbent utilities — PG&E, San 
Diego Gas and Electric Co., and 
Southern California Edison (now 
“Sempra’) — says that the “default 
provider” in the case of current cus- 
tomers of private utilities is the private 
utility. 

That means that the private utilities 
automatically get all of the business 
within their service territory, unless a 
customer actively chooses another 
provider. So far, only 3 percent of Cal-

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ifornia electric customers have chosen 
an alternate provider. 

(In Massachusetts the deregulation 
legislation called for the default 
provider to be the local government 
agency. That way, customers had to 
choose specifically to opt out, giving 
public power an advantage. See “You 
Lose,” 8/13/97.) 

In the fall of 1997 California legis- 
lators began to require all customers 
of private utilities, regardless of 
whether they choose another provider, 
to pay the cost of the three utilities’ 
failed investments in nuclear power, 
amounting to some $30 billion. This 
competitive transition cost makes it 
extremely difficult for new providers 
to beat the cost of electricity offered by 
PG&E. 

So, though lawmakers promised 
Californians cheaper rates and more 
choice from deregulation, the opposite 
has become true. Rates are frozen at 
an artificially high level so that the 
private utilities can get to the point 
where they can compete. 

But this hasn’t stopped PG&E from 
asking the California Public Utilities 
Commission to allow the company to 
raise its rates. 

In its 1999 rate case PG&E asked 
the CPUC for permission to collect 
an additional $1 billion from cus- 
tomers. But even after concentrated 
lobbying of city and state officials by 
PG&E, the San Francisco City Attor- 
ney’s Office opposed the steep hike. 
And, after loud protest from the Util- 
ity Reform Network, the CPUC cut 
the rate request in half, conceding to 
a $452 million rate hike Jan 13. 

And now one city hall source tells 
us PG&E wants to raise rates again, 
this time to pay for a partial cleanup of 
the toxic mess the company created at 
the Hunters Point power plant. 

Some utility experts say PG&E is 
using the money it gets from high 
rates not to upgrade its local infra- 
structure or to provide better service 
but to help sustain efforts to expand 
business outside of California, in- 
cluding extensive investments in the 
Third World. 

Since deregulation began, PG&E 
has been buying power plants in the 
northeastern United States under the 
name of an affiliate, the Energy 
Group. 

PG&E’s 1999 report to stockholders 
reveals that by December 1999 the 
Energy Group had “ownership inter- 
ests in 30 operating plants in 10 
states.” These include large hydro, coal 
oil, and natural gas plants. 

Protesters who showed up in 
Boston April 19 for a PG&E share- 
holders meeting said that PG&E’s fa- 
cilities were among the filthiest plants 
in New England. 

Erin Brockovich has made PG&E’s 
environmental problems internation- 
ally famous; in the Bay Area commu- 
nities have charged that PG&E is poi- 
soning them as well. Residents of Daly 
City’s Midway Village suffer from can- 


cer and other illnesses from contam- 
inated soil. PG&E has been fighting 
the charge in court and recently con- 
vinced the California Court of Ap- 
peals to throw the case out. 

Environmental activists in Hunters 
Point have charged that the high rates 
of cancer and asthma in the south- 
east neighborhoods of San Francisco 
are directly related to the pollution 
spewed from PG&E's two neighboring 
power plants. In a backroom deal ne- 
gotiated by Mayor Willie Brown July 
13, 1998, PG&E agreed to close the 
Hunters Point plant, but because 
PG&E lacks sufficient generating ca- 
pacity, until San Francisco finds al- 
ternative sources for power genera- 
tion, the plant will continue to pollute 
the neighborhood (see “Dirty Deal,” 
7/15/98). 

The other power plant, on Potrero 
Hill, was sold in 1998 to Southern En- 
ergy, which is currently in the process 
of building an additional plant on the 
site. 

MUD proponent Joel Ventresca, 
cochair of the Coalition for Lower 
Utility Bills and a former S.F. envi- 
ronment commissioner, told us that 
with a San Francisco—Brisbane MUD, 
citizens would have a forum to take 


‘ part in decision making about these 


plants. “The city should aggressively 
pursue shutting both of them down,” 
he Said. 

And PG&E is still dependent on 
nuclear power, which currently pro- 
vides about one-third of the energy 
the company generates in this state. 
We asked PG&E representative Ron 
Low if PG&E would consider closing 
down the Diablo Canyon nuclear 
power plant. “Pacific Gas and Elec- 
tric Company has no plans to shut 
down Diablo Canyon prior to the ex- 
piration of its NRC [Nuclear Regu- 
latory Commission]—approved license, 
which will not occur until 2025,” he 
told us. 

That means that San Franciscans 
— who have voted overwhelmingly 
against nuclear power in the past — 
are dependent on a nuke for their en- 
ergy. 

Last fall we reported that the Diablo 
Canyon plant has repeatedly violat- 
ed government safety standards. The 
Nader-founded group Public Citizen 
in Washington, D.C., reported that 
the plant operated outside of its safe- 
ty parameters 14 times between 1996 
and 1998 (see “Diablo Debacle,” 
9/8/99). 


Too many blackouts 

There’s another major problem with 
PG&E: the company’s power-supply 
system isn’t reliable. In the month of 
March alone, the Bay City News Ser- 
vice reported five blackouts in San 
Francisco, affecting a total of more 
than 5,900 customers (see “Feeling 
Powerless?,” 4/5/00). 

Even the San Francisco Chronicle 
— not generally a major critic of 
PG&E — reported Jan. 31 that offi- 
cials fear the design and age of the 
local power system could make more 
blackouts a future danger. 


It was just 18 months ago that a 
huge blackout in San Francisco was 
caused by a PG&E crew’s neglect in re- 
moving a ground wire before in- 
stalling a new transformer. That left 
more that 375,000 customers in the 
dark for as long as eight hours. 

That disaster followed a string of 
PG&E blunders. The company’s S.F. 
peninsula system, once heralded for its 
reliability, has become increasingly 
unreliable. 

The reason? Under deregulation 
PG&E has every incentive to cut back 
on safety and repair crews to fatten the 
bottom line. As Simpson told us at 
the time of the big blackout, “You 
don’t make a mistake like that. PG&E 
has been cutting back; this is the price 
they pay” (see “Still in the Dark,” 
12/16/98). 

The city settled for just $1.1 million 
in damages from PG&E for the black- 
out, even though independent con- 
sultants hired by the consumer-ser- 
vices division of the CPUC estimated 
the damage to be between $200 to 
$400 million. 

The company paid $8.3 million in 
private claims and was fined $440,000 
by the Independent System Operator. 

Meanwhile, the Diablo Canyon 
plant had an electrical shortage and 
fire May 14, and the ISO declared a 
stage II emergency May 22, meaning 
that the state’s energy reserves slipped 
below 5 percent of customer demand, 
owing in part to the fact that Diablo 
was down and that PG&E doesn’t have 
sufficient renewable backup. 

City officials are concerned enough 
that they’ve been meeting with PG&E 
to demand that the utility build an- 
other transmission line into San Fran- 
cisco. (Of course, that would simply 
add to PG&E’s monopoly power in 
the city. A new power line built by a 
MUD would add reliability and give 
the city energy independence.) 

Blackouts are only one sign of how 
PG&E is cutting costs and risking 
public safety. In 1997 a Nevada Coun- 
ty jury found PG&E guilty of endan- 
gering the public by failing to trim 
tree limbs far enough away from high- 
voltage wires. 

The assistant district attorney, Jenny 
Ross, proved that PG&E took $80 mil- 
lion from ratepayers that the compa- 
ny said under oath was needed for 
trimming trees. But it didn’t use the 
money for that purpose. Instead, it 
was put into fattening up its bottom 
line — for shareholders and salaries of 
high-ranking officials. 

On April 2, 1999, PG&E agreed to 
pay about $29 million to settle similar 
charges filed by the CPUC in the same 
case. 


A MUD for S.F. 

At the turn of the century, public 
power was among the defining polit- 
ical battles in the West. That’s when 
California first passed laws allowing 
municipalization and when the federal 
government signed off on the Raker 
Act. Getting permission to build the 
Hetch Hetchy Dam was supposed to 
have been a major victory for public 


power at the time (although it was 
certainly seen as a loss for environ- 
mentalists). 

But through manipulation of the 
media, bribery of public officials, and 
power politics, PG&E has kept public 
power off of the progressive agenda in 
San Francisco, just as the other pri- 
vately held utilities have throughout 
the West. 

PG&E has already begun to fight 
both the local and Davis MUD cam- 
paigns (see “Nader Endorses Local 
Public Power Effort,” 5/31/00). With a 
coalition of regular people taking on 
the most powerful corporation in 
town, the campaign is shaping up to 
be a classic David and Goliath strug- 
gle — and it won't be an easy fight. 

But despite all the propaganda and 
lies PG&E will be putting out, the bot- 
tom line is simple: a new public power 
system could provide reliable, non- 
polluting energy and could further 
decentralize energy generation by en- 
couraging residents and businesses to 
use solar energy. 

And, as Nader said in his interview 
with Bay Guardian staff, time is run- 
ning out. “The existing [investor 
owned utilities] are stuck with fossil 
fuels and nuclear and are not moving 
fast enough,” he said. “And look at 
what price they exact — if you look at 
stranded costs. We can’t wait anymore. 
The global environment is too serious. 
How do we have any credibility with 
countries like China if we don’t take a 
dramatic advance? 

“The original impulse for [estab- 
lishing] publicly owned utilities was 
the price, and accessibility, [for] rural 
electricity. Accessibility is key. So is 
price accessibility. And now it has got 
to be very much renewability and ef- 
ficiency. This is what you have got to 
do.” 

As Simpson put it, “In the long run 
there is no way that public ownership 
of the power industry is not going to 
make you many dollars. And the 
strongest proof of that is the money 
that PG&E will commit to fight to 
keep that business, even though they 
will continually say that a MUD would

not be a moneymaker for the city.” %

Power play: San Francisco owns a hydroelectric dam in Yosemite National Park, which generates some two billion kilowatt-hours of 
power a year. But San Francisco residents still pay PG&E for their electricity. How is this possible? 
For starters, the Turlock and Modesto Irrigation Districts wind up taking a lot of the power, under a set of disastrous contracts signed 


by the city in 1988. 


But the deeper scandal is this: In the 1920s San Francisco built a 99-mile transmission line from the park to the South Bay — but

the city mysteriously ran out of copper wire just yards from a new PG&E substation in Newark, 35 miles from San Francisco. So the 
city’s power (what's left after the irrigation districts get their cut) goes into PG&E’s system there. 

San Francisco then pays PG&E a stiff fee every year to “wheel” the city's own power across the bay, where it is used for municipal 
functions (to power Muni buses, light streetlights, and run computers at City Hall, for example). But none of it ever gets to residential 
and business customers. 


How PG&E robs 
S.F. of cheap power 


Editor’s note: In our March 


27, 1969, issue, Joe Neilands, 


now a retired professor of biochemistry at UC Berkeley, wrote 
the first story in the Bay Guardian that outlined how San 
Francisco’s historic mandate to run a public power system has 
been subverted by Pacific Gas and Electric. We’ve reprinted the 
story here, with a new intro by Neilands explaining how he got 
onto one of the biggest stories — and biggest scandals — in 


San Francisco history. 


few months before he died last 

year, Franck Havenner sat up in 

his bed in a nursing home in 

San Francisco and told me of 

how the Pacific Gas & Electric 
Co. swindled San Francisco out of 
hundreds of millions of dollars of 
cheap hydroelectric power. 

The story was incredible: PG&E and 
its political allies had defeated eight 
successive bond issues to establish a 
municipal electric system in San Fran- 
cisco and grant city residents and busi- 


nesses the benefit of low cost power 
produced by the city’s Hetch Hetchy 
water system in the Sierras. 

The result: San Francisco has paid 
through the nose to PG&E for its 
power and the city loses about $30 
million a year in profits it would get 
from a public system. 

Havenner, longtime S.F. supervisor 
and later a U.S. representative, said: 
“In the beginning, we had the sup- 
port of some newspapers, but in the 
end PG&E was able to buy them all

out with their newspaper ads.” 

The PG&E/newspaper/political 
combination got stronger with each 
bond issue. Today, you never hear 
about the city’s sacred pledges to build 
a public power system. 

How could this happen? How could 
Sacramento, Los Angeles, Palo Alto 
and a dozen other California cities get 
their own lucrative electric distribution 
systems when S.F. couldn't even get 
one when it had its own power? More: 
How could this happen when it is a 
specific condition of federal law for 
San Francisco, unlike any other Amer- 
ican city, to build its own municipal 
electric distribution system? 

Abe Ruef’s graft in 1906 was 
peanuts, birdseed, compared to this. 

The story goes back to the turn of 
the century when San Francisco des- 
perately needed an adequate water 
supply. Fifteen alternate sites were 
crossed off before Mayor Phelan filed 
for water rights on the Tuolumne River 


with money from his own pocket. 

Unfortunately, however, the site lay 
inside Yosemite National Park and the 
proposed dam would flood exquisite 
Hetch Hetchy Valley. 

Conservationists were furious and 
John Muir raged, “Dam Hetch Hetchy! 
As well dam for water tanks the peo- 
ple’s cathedrals and churches; for no 
holier temple has ever been conse- 
crated to the heart of man.” Under- 
standably, Congress was reluctant to 
grant the brutal intrusion into 
Yosemite. 

The impasse was resolved by Rep. 
John Edward Raker, from the state’s 
second (Mountain) district: He pro- 
posed to let San Francisco take the 
water from Yosemite, but in the 
process generate and distribute low- 
cost hydroelectric power. 

It was the only federal grant of its 
kind ever made by Congress and it is 
certain, as Interior Secretary Harold 
Ickes later emphasized, that it would 


never have been made without cru- 
cial conditions; that both water and 
power go directly to consumers, and 
that no profits whatsoever from this 
unprecedented public grant go to pri- 
vate utilities. 

The act’s language was explicit, (see 
chronology, 1912) and there was no 
doubt, among supporters or oppo- 
nents, about the public power intent of 
Congress. Thus, on the floor debate: 


Mr. Sumners: Is it the purpose of this 
bill to have San Francisco supply 
electric power and water to its own 
people? 

Mr. Raker: Yes. 

Mr. Sumners: Or to supply these cor- 
porations, which will in turn supply 
the people? 

Mr. Raker: Under this bill, it is to sup- 
ply its own inhabitants first ... 


Muir and other militant conserva- 
Continued on page 24 
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tionists were bitterly disappointed by 
the Raker Act and the loss of Hetch 
Hetchy, but other conservationists, like 
Sen. George Norris of Nebraska, con- 
sidered it a reasonable compromise. 

The Raker Act was the Magna Carta 
for cheap public power. It was thought 
to be tightly drawn in the public inter- 
est and virtually impervious to subver- 
sion by private power trusts. Its basic in- 
tent was to establish a municipal power 
distribution system in San Francisco, 
but it also allowed the sale of power to 
public agencies and recognized the prior 
claims of the nearby Turlock and 
Modesto Irrigation Districts. 

However, the Act stipulated, in strict 
terms especially irritating to the private 
power lobby, that any attempt to trans- 
fer the water or power to a “person, 
corporatign or association” for resale 
could result in revocation of the fed- 
eral grant. ; 


Water, not power 

In developing water, San Francisco 
has observed reasonable compliance 
with the Raker Act on the record. It 
has had little trouble passing expensive 
water bond issues to construct the 
enormous Hetch Hetchy system of 
pipes and tunnels that delivers the 
water across the Central Valley, under 
San Francisco Bay and into the Penin- 
sula’s Crystal Springs Reservoir. 
There’s been no reluctance to “go into 
the water business” in San Francisco. 

In developing power, however, San 
Francisco has gone up against fortress 
PG&E and has failed miserably in 
complying with the Raker Act. Ickes 
was here on Oct. 24, 1934, for the cel- 
ebration of the first flow of Hetch 
Hetchy water to reach Crystal Springs. 
He mused in his diary: 

“San Francisco also develops power 
from this water.... Unfortunately, pri- 
vate utilities have such a grip on San 
Francisco that it cannot actually sell its 
own power to users in San Francisco. 
I held there was a violation of the Act 
... the newspapers and most of the 
politicians have seen to it, by propa- 
ganda and other devious methods, 
that a method of complying with the 
Act has been defeated.” 

Norris lamented in his biography 
that, as a supporter of the Raker Act, 
he had “underestimated the resource- 
fulness” of PG&E. 

“When I spoke so hopefully and so 
confidently (not only I but many oth- 
ers) it was incredible that a great util- 
ity could control the policies of city 
government in San Francisco ... to de- 
feat the original spirit and purpose 
of Hetch Hetchy. But it has done all 
this.” 

PG&E moved in early and has pre- 
vented the full public development of 
Hetch Hetchy power to this day. Hetch 
Hetchy’s first small hydroelectric gen- 
erator, Early Intake Powerhouse, went 
on the line in 1918. It was immediately 
connected to the Sierra and San Fran- 
cisco Power Co. (later merged to 
PG&E). Interior declared the accord 


illegal on June 8, 1923, but nothing 
was pressed since only a small amount 
of power was involved. 

With the completion of Moccasin 
Powerhouse on 1925, a substantial 
block of hydroelectric power became 
available; to bring the energy to San 
Francisco as required by the Raker 
Act, the city began laying a steel tower 
transmission circuit in the direction of 
San Francisco, 

It was strung all the way to Newark, 
some 99 miles, but was stopped 
abruptly at Newark on the east shore 
of San Francisco Bay. Here, conve- 
niently, PG&E had a substation and 
here, conveniently and in obvious an- 
ticipation of a new energy load, PG&E 
had just laid a trans-Bay, high voltage 
cable to span the remaining 35 miles 
to San Francisco. 

Although the city had purchased 
enough copper wire to complete the 
Hetch Hetchy line, word suddenly 
rocketed from city hall that further 
construction funds were exhausted. 
San Francisco’s two power compa- 
nies, Great Western and PG&E, re- 
fused to sell their systems to the city, 
and the board, instead of using emi- 
nent domain to acquire them, ap- 
proved a contract on July 1, 1925, to 
hand over Hetch Hetchy power to 
PG&E at Newark. The copper wire 
was stored quietly in a S.F. warehouse 
and 10 years later sold for scrap. 


The big sellout 

It was a sellout worthy of chronicling 
by Lincoln Steffens and Frank Norris. 
The city produces the power, but 
PG&E grabs it for wholesale, then 
wheels it into the city at exorbitant 
retail rates. As the San Francisco Ex- 
aminer then observed: 

“It isa wrongful and shameful pol- 
icy for a grant of water and power 
privilege in the Yosemite National Park 
Area to be developed at the expendi- 
ture of $50 million by the taxpayers of 
San Francisco, only to have its greatest 
financial and economic asset, the hy- 
droelectric power, diverted to private 
corporation hands at the instant of 
completion; to the great benefit of said 
private corporation and at an annual 
deficit to the city of San Francisco.” 

In the 1925 city election, every in- 
cumbent supervisor was defeated who 
voted for the 1925 contract and 
presided over the establishment of 
PG&E's tollgate at Newark. The people 
wanted public power and the new 
board determined that the city should 
bond itself in whatever amount nec- 
essary to buy out PG&E and get it. 

The first $2 million bond issue in 
1925 fell before a powerfal PG&E on- 
slaught, but it still got 52,216 for, 
50,727 against (two-thirds needed for 
passage). In all from 1925 to 1941, 
PG&E’s enormous political influence 
defeated eight bond propositions to 
buy all or part of PG&E distribution 
properties. 

To defeat the bonds, Havenner told 
a congressional committee in 1942, 
that PG&E had spent at least $200,000 
in the previous 10 years; Ickes broke 
the amount down further: $11,876 in 
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1935; $25,330 in 1937; $59,755 in 1939 
and much, much more in 1941. It now 
spends hundreds of thousands each 
year in political and charitable dona- 
tions. 

PG&E's strategy, Ickes testified, was 
to “spread throughout the city the 
word that the Raker Act could be eas- 
ily amended” and to confuse the issue 
by saying that the city “had been dis- 
criminated against” by the act (See 
Ickes box). 

PG&E laid it on thick in an expen- 
sive series of seven ads in the daily 
press; the press responded by repeating 
and embellishing the PG&E line. The 
Chronicle, for example, ran nasty car- 
toons and editorial comments imply- 
ing this was all a city hall power grab: 

“Tf the city hall were not so busy 
trying to aggrandize itself by clutching 
more business to muddle with ...” 

His patience exhausted, Ickes filed 
suit in federal court. The case ulti- 
mately went to the U.S. Supreme 
Court which ruled, on April 22, 1940, 
that San Francisco had been illegally 
disposing Hetch Hetchy power to 
PG&E for the past 15 years. 

The court ruled, in very clear terms, 
that the act required a “publicly owned 
and operated power system” in San 
Francisco. % 


P.S. Sirice 1969 generations of Bay 
Guardian reporters have followed this 
scandal, and the paper has fought to 
determine how the city can continue to 
operate in direct violation of federal law 
and a U.S. Supreme Court decision. The 
full text of “How PG&E Robs S.F. of 
Cheap Power,” two major investigative 
reports on the situation, and a detailed, 
up-to-date chronology of the entire 
Raker Act scandal are available at 
www.sfbg.com/News/pgande/ 
index.html. 

The short version of the chronology 
goes like this: the San Francisco City 
Attorney’s Office (which has long been 
friendly to PG&E) claims that since the 
city doesn't actually sell its Hetch Hetchy 
power to PG&E anymore (there are 
endless complex legal machinations in- 
volved, but most of the power winds up 
getting dumped off to the Turlock and 
Modesto Irrigation Districts), there’s no 
violation of law. 

But that misses the key point of the 
Raker Act and the Supreme Court rul- 
ing: San Francisco isn’t just forbidden to 
sell its power to PG&E — the city is re- 
quired to operate its own public power 
system. That was the condition of the 
grant that allowed the construction of 
the Hetch Hetchy Dam — and since 
the city continues to violate it, the Inte- 
rior Department has the right at any 
time to take back the dam. 

Why has nobody gone to court to en- 
force the law? The federal courts have 
ruled that only two people have stand- 
ing to do so: the Interior Department 
secretary (none have shown much in- 
terest in the issue since Ickes) and the 
San Francisco city attorney. 

Of course, a municipal utility dis- 
trict (see main story) could use its legal 
authority to begin a public power system 
in San Francisco.

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An Anchorage punk comes to San Francisco. By Joshua Medsker 


were everywhere. Clubs opened and 
stayed open. In the winter of 1994 I 
began publishing a zine, Noise Noise 
Noise, and for two years my cohorts 
and I set out to cover the local An- 
chorage rock and roll music scene. I 
spent my nights in dank basements 


or better or for worse, I’ve been 
married to punk rock since I was 
15.1 grew up in the urban sprawl 
of Anchorage, Alaska, which 
seems as far away from punk as 
you can get. It’s as far away from 
everything as you can get. But some- 
how the scene existed, and even 
thrived for a while. My weirdo friends 
and I went to shows and got hassled at 
our favorite 24-hour diner and eked 
out a kind of punk subculture for our- 
selves. All we had to go on was what 
we could pick up from Rolling Stone 
and the occasional zine that arrived 
every six months at the local Borders. 

But since the late 1970s, when 
those lovable, snide Sex Pistols broke 
up here, San Francisco has been a 
punk rock mecca. It’s home to world- 
famous underground zines 
MaximumRockNRoll and Factsheet 5, 
as well as one of my favorites, Murder 
Can Be Fun; Jello Biafra’s record label 
Alternative Tentacles; and punk 
chronicler V. Vale’s indie publishing 
house V/Search (formerly RE/Search). 
These institutions have helped make 
San Francisco home to a punk culture 
that is literary, artistic, and of course, 
musical. 

In Anchorage things were different. 
Especially in the late 1980s, when I 
was growing up. No one would have 
dared wear funny clothes or shaved 
heads, much less combat boots. Doc 
Martens had to be special ordered 
from Seattle. Now everyone and their 
mother are wearing ’em in Anchor- 
age, but we were behind the times up 
there, being so far away from the 
“lower 48.” There were a couple of 
punk bands playing in friends’ base- 
ments and the occasional show at 
neighborhood rec centers. 

In the early 1990s, after I had left 
high school, things picked up a little 
bit thanks to Subterranea, our alter- 
na-clothing shop downtown next to 
the Woolworth’s, and Thee Extreme, 
the “anti-media” shop right next to 
that. I became fully entrenched in 
punk rock there, sitting and bullshit- 
ting with the owner, Rex Ray, for 
hours, poring over the zines and 
books, listening to his new favorite 
band. Kids would come in and drop 
off flyers or zines, gossiping about 
which bands from out of town might 
be coming up. They rarely did, but 
when they did, everyone turned out. 
Everyone. 

Our local punk metal heroes TS 
Scream vibrated the walls of many a 
run-down warehouse, most of which 
were owned by Rex or Trey Wolf, 
members of a bizarre group called 
FSUNJIBLEABLJE. Their aural at- 
tacks and retina-damaging visuals 
scarred many impressionable Alaska 
youths, who would go to the all-night 
diner after the show, drinking cup 
after cup of coffee, talking incessantly 
about how they were going to start a 
band. And they did. 

There was a punk rock renaissance 
in Anchorage. Bands and publications 
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or clubs that were on the brink of 
shutting down, dancing, drinking, 
and snapping photos on my dispos- 
able camera, rushing to Kinko’s di- 
rectly afterward to type on the free 
typewriters. We had to get involved 
or die of boredom. Of the four or five 
viable places to play in town, most 
were on the verge of closing at any 
moment. I stopped publishing NNN 
after the bottom fell out of the local 
scene. Nearly everyone moved away 
to greener pastures, like Seattle or 
Portland. 


After our zine died, I wrote for the 
University of Alaska paper, friends’ 
local zines, and some bigger zines in 
Washington. I graduated from college 
with a journalism degree, hoping to 
make my way as a writer. Our scene 
was dead, and I wanted to move on. I 


decided to move to San Francisco, 
punk writer haven — or so I thought. 
Moving down to San Francisco, I 
was shocked by the well-scrubbed 
punky-lookir’ kids slumming on 
Haight Street. I had no idea what to 
think. Nobody gave a rat’s ass what 
you wore back in Alaska. And al- 
though I had been obsessed with 
looking “punk as fuck,” creating 
something worthwhile was always the 
ultimate goal for me. So I got to 
thinking: Does punk rock have any- 


thing left to say, or is it just a counter- 
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cultural juggernaut, propagating itself 
ad infinitum? Is it a big sham propa- 
gated by the leather jacket and hair 
dye industries? 

As dozens of critics have said, punk 
is a shadow of its former self. Bands 
play the worst kind of imitative, re- 
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hashed 1970s punk shtick, while rock 
journalists speak in hushed, reverent 
tones about the holy tradition of 
Punk Rock. Or worse, the punks 
themselves pick apart someone else’s 
art because it isn’t “punk” enough. 
Somewhere along the line, the under- 
ground began turning on itself. When 
Nirvana hit it big, there was a shit- 
storm; same with Green Day, Bad Re- 
ligion, and the Offspring. Punk seems 
to have flip-flopped and become reac- 
tionary. Is it still grassroots? Definitely.

But it’s become a true institution. A 
dinosaur, shall we say? 

Having finally made it to San Fran- 
cisco, I felt compelled, nay, driven to 
take a journey into the Heart of Punk 
Rock. 

Long before I moved here I had 
wanted to write for MaximumRockN- 
Roll. Loved and reviled around the 
world, MRR is held up by many as the 
punk rock bible. Or maybe the phone 
book of punk. The late Tim Yohan- 
non started MRR in 1981 as a small 
cut-and-paste zine. Yohannon’s strict 
views on what is and isn’t punk rock 
behavior, musically and business- 
wise, created serious resentment with- 
in the punk scene. MRR and, like a, 
lot of people, have had a tumultuous 
love (and sometimes hate) affair for 
almost a decade. 

I could think of no better place to 
start looking for the spirit of San 
Francisco punk than at MRR. I'd met 
the MRR kids a couple of months after 
getting to San Francisco, and I had an 
article published in the zine in Febru- 
ary of this year. I went back to their 
home office, curious about the inner 

workings of this legendary magazine. 

“Maximum’s about supporting in- 
dependent rock’n’ roll,” said Sean 


Sullivan, current co-coordinator for 
MRR. “When people profess to be a 
part of that, then step over the line, 

we cal] ’em on it.” 

“T would consider ‘calling people 
on their shit’ one of the functions of 
the magazine,” said Arwen Curry, the 
other co-coordinator. “Part of our 
role is to do that ... and to take the shit 
for it, and to be, sometimes, the only 
person who will say it.” 

Maximum RockNRoll has gone be- 
yond the realm of music writing and 
dissemination and into the realm of 
punk scene gatekeeping. Bands on 
major labels are not punk, and the 
MRR mantra goes, “Once on a major 
label always on a major label.” There 
are no “in and out” privileges at MRR, 
and if a band’s music strays too far 
from the punk formula, it doesn’t get 
coverage. The staff at MRR are con- 
cerned with keeping the nonpunk 
world at bay at any cost and main- 
taining a pure punk tradition that 
they can own and protect. 

“People are like, ‘Punk’s about in- 
clusion, but exactly how much inclu- 
sion [can it have] before it doesn’t 
mean anything anymore?” Sullivan 
quipped. 

Being independent is an honorable 
thing, but growing up in Alaska, we 
had no such luxury. Our punk scene 
and our town were both very unso- 
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phisticated, like gawky teenagers. 
Most of the time all the bands in 
town played together, at the same 
show. There were punk rock bands 
playing with metal bands and just 
plain noise bands and every combi- 
nation in between. Sweaty dudes with 
long hair and bare chests laid down 
chunky slabs of sub-Sabbath “rawk,” 
followed by geeky high school kids 
mauling their guitars and keyboards 
for an hour, then setting their instru- 
ments on fire. People literally did 
walk for miles in the snow, out to one 
of the many industrial patches of 
town to the newest warehouse to 
catch a show. Everyone showed up, 
because you didn’t know if there 
would be another show in the next 
six months. 

Joel Schalit is the San Francisco— 
based associate editor of Punk Planet, 
MRR’s main competitor. After meet- 
ing the folks at MRR, I talked to 
Schalit about the problems with punk 
rock gatekeeping. “To me, punk rock 
seemed to be, in the eighties, the only 
thing that was actively engaged in re- 
sisting the encroachment of conser- 
vatism,” Schalit said. “And by the early 
nineteen nineties, [punk] came to 
represent conservatism, in every as- 
pect — culturally, politically, morally. 
And it didn’t know it.” 

Punk Planet started in Chicago in 


1994 as a newsprint zine very much 
like MRR, but it has always been more 
open to experimentation. “Some peo- 
ple I talked to freaked out that I rana 
hip-hop interview in Punk Planet,” 
Schalit said, referring to the mag’s re- 
cent interview with members of the 
Coup. Punk Planet also plans to inter- 
view indie reggae distributor Ras 
Records from Washington, D.C. 
“They really inspired Dischord and 
Ian MacKaye,” Schalit said. “For us, it’s 
all about being open-minded.” 

Schalit sees a discrepancy between 
the way punk rock has been idealized 
and how it actually works. “The peo- 
ple who've been running it for so long 
started to get despotic and authoritar- 
ian ... as opposed to [encouraging] 
people to think,” Schalit said. “Punk 
does have a future, [but] those things 
that embody what its future oughta 
be are not considered part of the 
community.” 

That is especially true for the mul- 
titudes of people living away from the 
urban centers of America. If punk 
rockers are at the fringes of society, 
then we Alaskans were the fringe of 
the fringe. It’s hard enough trying to 
influence culture when you live right 
in the thick of things, much less try- 
ing to be part of a community when 
you are more than 2,000 miles away 
from the rest of the country. So don’t 
even talk to me about being marginal- 
ized; we invented the shit. 

Up in Alaska we hoarded alterna- 
tive publications like prisoners with 
cigarettes. The “zine review zine” 
Factsheet 5 was like manna from heav- 
en, and it gave me a thorough educa- 
tion in the world of zines. When I 
found out that the magazine's editor, 
Seth Friedman, works at the Bay 
Guardian with me, I jumped at the 
chance to meet him. Friedman has 
been entrenched in the punk commu- 
nity since 1991, when he took over as 
publisher of the magazine from origi- 
nal publisher Mike Gunderloy. 
Pulling together the disparate strands 
of underground culture is the zine’s 
stock-in-trade. 

Although he considers the punk 
rock lifestyle primarily a teenage 
phase, Friedman said he does have 
some good friends, like Henry 
Rollins, who are thirtysomething and 
in it for the long haul. “There are guys 
out there who are totally ‘punk as 
fuck, and I really respect them,” 
Friedman said. “I think anyone who’s 
not just straight focused on dot-coms 
... and making money ... is doing 
something important.” 

Zinester John Marr is one of 
those people who have never gone 
dot-com. Since 1986 Marr has 
touched the black hearts and minds 
of millions of kids from coast to 
coast with his zine Murder Can Be 
Fun, which is dedicated to dark 
humor and all things bizarre. The 
newest issue of MCBF was always an 
event for my friends and me; the 
zine represented the bookish, cere- 
bral side of punk rock culture with 
which I identified. The first issue I 
saw, “Zoo Deaths,” featured a story 
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about a polar bear mauling in the 
Anchorage zoo. I was hooked. 

“T certainly felt [the zine] had some 
aesthetic and philosophical parallels 
with what was going on in the punk 
scene but wasn’t being discussed or 
addressed at all; Marr said. 

And yet for Marr, “it wouldn't be a 
great loss if punk died tomorrow. There 
really isn’t much further [for it] to go. 
[It] just becomes an exercise in nostal- 
gia, even if people don’t realize [it]. A 
major ingredient of the excitement of 
punk was that it was new. We really 
thought punk was going to change the 
world — at least aesthetically.” 

In my experience, it has. 

The activity of choice for a large 
number of kids in Anchorage is 
“cruising the strip,” a three-mile-long 
stretch of road in the middle of town. 
They drive and drive, stopping only to 
hang out in the Taco Bell parking lot 
and drink. Finding anything better to 
do is nearly impossible. 

One night my friend Pete and I 
were hanging out downtown in the 
middle of the night, bored out of our 
minds, when we ran across this graffi- 
to on an abandoned building that said 
“PUNKS BY DAY, WHINOS BY 
NIGHT.’ We had a friend take a pic- 
ture of us lying down on the ground, 
passed out next to it, and we used it 
for the cover of an issue of NNN. I 
asked around to see if anyone knew 
who did the graffito, but no one knew 
anything. Some unknown punk had 
left his or her mark on our fair city. 
Thanks to that mysterious artist — 
and our own picture of it — punk 
rock did change the world, if only a 
small part of it. 

Marr sees the punk scene as a valu- 
able network for teenagers and 
twentysomethings, but he also sees it 
as a transient scene. 

“Your typical punk rock person is 
into the scene for a few years, then 
they just kind of drift off? he said. “T 
think the history is being written by 
an atypical fragment who are the 
long-termers.” 

If you're talking long-termers, 
you don’t get much more long-term 
than Jello Biafra. From the Dead 
Kennedys and his numerous pro- 
jects with people like Mojo Nixon 
and Al Jourgensen to his spoken 
word albums, Biafra has had a knack 
for pissing people off. Biafra attacks 
the mainstream and the under- 
ground with equal vigor. In songs 
like “Nostalgia for an Age That 
Never Existed” and my personal fa- 
vorite, “Chickenshit Conformist,” 
Biafra strung the punks up by their 
bootlaces. 

Jello is renowned for his juicy 
quotes, and I figured he would have 
some good things to say about the 
state of punk rock, having been down 
in the trenches for more than 20 
years. Trying to reach him was like 
pulling teeth, but I finally grilled him 
over the phone on his feelings about 
modern punk rock. 

“Tm sure if “Holiday in Cambodia’ 
came out today, MaximumRockNRoll 
would refuse to review it, because it 
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wasn't formula punk 
enough for them,” Biafra 
said. 

“So what do you do 
when the punk rockers won't allow 
punk rock to change?” I asked. 

“T make fun of them,” he said. “No 
artist should be afraid of con- 
fronting their audiences to be more 
intelligent.” 

For Biafra, political correctness and 
musical correctness have done at least 
as much harm as corporate record 
companies blinding bands like Green 
Day and Bad Religion with the flash 
of cash. “There have been corrosive 
effects from both ends of the spec- 
trum,” he said. 

As the label owner of Alternative 
Tentacles, Biafra says, “[I’m] kind of 
caught in a place where I’m frustrated 
with the sheer number of generic 
bands out there, be it punk or what- 
ever else.” But even so, Biafra has the 
right mind-set. “It’s important to en- 
courage people to participate, and 
continue. The first Dead Kennedys 
demo was pretty generic as well,” he 
confessed. 

Another important figure in mod- 
ern punk culture, especially in the lit- 
erary vein, is Vale, whose publishing 
company, V/Search, has supplied the 
masses with books on piercing, indus- 
trial music, bodily fluids, and zines 
for almost 20 years. Founded under 
the name RE/Search in the early 
1980s, the company grew out of 
Search and Destroy, Vale’s seminal S.F. 
punk zine. In late 1976, in a bit of 
cross-cultural pollination, Search and 
Destroy was given a financial start and 
moral support by punk fan Allen 
Ginsberg, who gave Vale a personal 
check for $100. 

Bands like Siouxsie and the Ban- 
shees, as well as local favorites the 
Avengers and the Screamers, found 
their way into Search and Destroy, as 
did sympathetic artists working in the 
same vein as punk, like William Bur- 
roughs and David Lynch. It was a 
venue where punk music met punk 
art and writing. 

“Punk rock really was the last great 
international naive art [and] cultural 
rebellion,” Vale said. According to 
him, the early punk years in San Fran- 
cisco were like small scenes anywhere. 
The media wasn’t involved. People got 
by with what they had and had a lot 
of fun doing it. “You were, like, paint- 
ing a slogan on your thrift-store T- 
shirt you got for a quarter,” he said. 
“You were making posters ’cause you 
liked a band, even if the band didn’t 
ask you to.” 

Coming from a yet-undiscovered 
cultural frontier, I can relate. The 
mainstream media barely knows Alas- 
ka itself exists, much less punk rock in 
Alaska. I always felt like we had the 
right idea, toeing the old DIY party 
line. The thing is, we really had no 
other choice. It was less about ideolo- 
gy and more about survival. 

“When something starts out that is 
so creative and isn’t codified and dog- 
matized, then you're still freely being 
creative,” Vale said. “Punk rock was 
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very unselfconscious in a way that will 
never, ever be possible again.” 

That may be true in San Francisco, or 
any other urban center. But out in the 
sticks it’s another story. People of like 
minds cling to one another and seek 
out any sort of alternative voice at all. 

“Unfortunately if you're living out 
in Iowa or god knows where, you just 
depend on media for your input,” Vale 
said. “You have to network a lot.” 

But we did more than network. We 
created something that was ours. We 
wrote our own zines, ran our own 
clubs, and had our own legends. We 
weren’t automatons, merely sucking 
up mainstream rock culture, or punk 
culture, be it from Seattle or San 
Francisco or wherever. 

Vale feels that today’s media- 
saturated society creates a vacuum of 
beliefs for “the newest humans on the 
planet,” where nothing is sacred and 
irony is used as a survival mechanism. 

For Vale, people today focus on the 
style trappings of punk, which he 
thinks have become too safe: “[Punk 
is] highly sanitized and castrated, de- 
balled. Defanged. Unfortunately, 
every creative scene is a parody of it- 
self now, whether it’s punk rock or 
New York East Village art.” Yet having 
said that, Vale still feels connected to 
punk rock, even in his 40s and with a 
family. “I don’t think I ever grew out 
of it,” he said. 

“Tt’s all about being creative for 
yourself and by yourself and not buy- 
ing your identity by purchasing con- 
sumer goods,” he added. “That’s the 
real eternal meaning of punk.” 

Punk rock has not yet been killed 
off by the corporate behemoth or the 
xenophobic scenesters. Somewhere, in 
the middle of nowhere, in Anchorage 
or someplace just like it, there are 
messed-up kids with pawnshop gui- 
tars, ready to vent their spleen. They 
may not have the right clothes or 
records, or name-drop the right 
bands. They may not have access to 
MaximumRockNRoll or Punk Planet, 
but they know what they feel. 

When I was leaving the MRR office, 
Sullivan made a comment that gave 
me hope. He said he’d “like to think 
that if there were only five hundred 
kids reading it, [we'd] still print Maxi- 
mum.” For the sake of people like I 
once was, I hope so. 

As I finish this article, I’m listening 
to an amazing self-titled album called 
Old and in the Way, which is not even 
close to being punk rock. It’s not even 
rock and roll. Old and in the Way 
were a stompin bluegrass outfit from 
the early 1970s, featuring the fiddlin’ 
talents of Vassar Clements and the ul- 
timate antipunk, Jerry Garcia. Yes, fid- 
dles and high lonesome wailin’ have 
usurped rock and roll as my muse. Do 
I still consider myself a punk rocker? 
Sometimes. More of a fan of punk 
music, these days. Do I still consider 
myself a freak? To the core.

Your revolution 


San Francisco punk rock history tour. By Candi Strecker 


ne of San Francisco’s biggest 

tourist clichés is the Summer 

of Love tour: elbow your way 

through the panhandlers at 

the intersection of Haight and 
Ashbury, gawk at the Jefferson Air- 
plane Mansion and the Grateful 
Dead House, and buy a tie-dyed T- 
shirt to take home. It’s understand- 
able that people who were touched 
by the rock music revolution of the 
60s come to see where it all hap- 
pened. But it wasn’t the only music 
revolution in the city’s history. San 
Francisco in the late 1970s was one 
of three crucial places where the 
sound and fury of punk rock came 
together (London and New York 
were the other two). There’s even a 
perverse relationship between the 
Summer of Love and the Summer of 
Hate: as the most hippie-ish city in 
America, San Francisco in the ’70s 
was awash in a mellow complacency 
that gave Frisco’s early punks even 
more to rebel against. 

If punk was your revolution, skip 
the trip to the Haight and take the 
San Francisco Punk Rock History 
Tour instead. Assembled here are 
most of the key locations where 
local malcontents and art-school 
weirdos introduced strange new 
conceptual mutations of musical as- 
sault and abrasive performance dur- 
ing punk rock’s formative years (up 


through 1980). Graying ex-punks 
can revisit the scenes of their way- 
ward youth, and historically minded 
postpunks can reverently stand on 
the very sidewalks where suburban 
teens with safety pins in their jack- 
ets once stood, trying to look as 
punk as possible while waiting to 
see the Avengers or Blondie. Not 
every location on this list is purely 
musical: early S.F. punk rockers 
were hugely influenced by art, per- 
formance, and theater, and punk 
music and attitude influenced those 
fields in turn. Thanks to V. Vale for 
background info on many clubs, 
dates, and bands. 


Mabuhay Gardens (443 Broadway) 
Start your tour at San Francisco's 
ground zero for punk rock. The no- 
torious Mabuhay (mah-BOO-high), 
also known as-the “Fab Mab,” evolved 
from a Filipino supper club into an 
almost-anything-goes punk night- 
club, where experimental-art per- 
formers shared the bill with gritty 
three-chord bands. Promoter Dirk 
Dirksen encouraged the newborn 
musical scene through his extraordi- 
nary willingness to book new and 
unknown groups that wanted to per- 
form their own material, at a time 
when there was almost nowhere else 
in town for such bands to play. Local 
stars like the Dils, the Avengers, the 


Mutants, the Offs, the Nuns, and 
Crime took the stage here, along with 
rising out-of-town acts like the Ra- 
mones, the Dictators, the Damned, 
and Devo. The club attracted the cu- 
rious from around the world, and TV 
networks brought their cameras here 
whenever they wanted footage of real 
live punks in action. The building is 
now painted a whorehouse red and 
houses the Velvet Lounge. 

City Lights Bookstore (261 
Columbus) This beloved indepen- 
dent bookstore is North Beach’s liv- 
ing link with the underground, from 
the beats to the hippies to the punks 
to the present. In 1977 bookstore 
clerk Vale pounded out the first is- 
sues of the influential punk zine 
Search and Destroy on City Lights’ 
IBM Selectric II typewriter — the 
nearest thing to “desktop publish- 
ing” in those pre—personal computer 
days — and used the store’s address 
as the paper’s mailing address. 

Alex's Service Station (699 
Columbus) On the afternoon of Feb. 
25, 1979, this Chevron station was 
the site of “Machine Sex,” the first 
public performance by the hugely 
influential industrial art—perfor- 
mance group Survival Research Lab- 
oratories. Pumps gone, it’s a parking 
lot now. 

Old Waldorf (444 Battery) Opened 
in 1976, this nightclub hosted shows 
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by some of the more successful na- 
tional punk acts, like Blondie, Iggy 
Pop, and the Dead Boys, once they 
grew too big for the Mab. Elvis 
Costello played his first U.S. show 
here in 1977, which was broadcast 
live by KSAN-FM. Today it’s the 
Punchline Comedy Club. 

The Boarding House (960 Bush) 
Another nightclub that booked some 
of the more popular punk-tinged 
acts, like Patti Smith and Talking 
Heads, the Boarding House also fea- 
tured mainstream rockers and come- 
dians. More notably, at one of its 
monthly Audition Nights, Oct. 18, 
1971, the Residents took the stage 
here for their first public perfor- 
mance, a half-hour extravaganza of 
music and poetry accompanied by 
guitarist Snakefinger. A gigantic 
block of condominiums was subse- 
quently erected here to commemo- 
rate the event. 

City Hall (Van Ness Avenue) Salute 
the golden dome and contemplate 
the punk administration that might 
have taken the reins of power here. 
Jello Biafra of the Dead Kennedys 
joined the 1979 mayoral race ona 
dare, and came in a rather re- 
spectable (if we dare use the word) 
fourth place among 10 candidates, 
forcing a runoff election, won by Di- 
anne Feinstein. His platform’s planks 
ranged from the prankish (making 
all Financial District businesspeople 
dress in clown suits from nine to 
five) to the surprisingly sensible, like 
banning auto traffic downtown, 
rolling back rents, and tearing down 
Pier 39. 

Goodwill (980 Howard) Sometime 
in the 1980s Goodwill became image 
conscious and corporate looking, 
but in the ’70s its thrift stores were 
like everybody else’s: big, stinky, 
badly organized warehouses of mys- 
terious and wonderful cast-off crap. 
This particular store, with its endless 
series of nooks and crannies and 
mezzanines, was a beloved treasure 
trove of great junk that supplied 
choice bits for many a punk’s 
wardrobe. Its Skid Row location was, 
perversely, part of its punk appeal. 
Damaged in the earthquake of ’89, it 
was torn down and replaced by an 
ultra-postmodern apartment block. 

Tattoo Lagoon (1200 Howard) 
This bar, once part of the lively 
1970s South of Market gay leather 


scene, was also the site of a few punk 


shows around 1978. The Victorian 
building was reincarnated and is 
now an innocent paint store. 

Club Foot (2520 Third St.) From 
around 1979 through its final show 
in November 1985, Club Foot hosted 
performances by the eccentric, artsy, 
experimental wing of the punk 
music scene, including Snakefinger, 
the Residents, and Tuxedomoon, and 
was the birthplace of the Club Foot 
Orchestra. 

Deaf Club (530 Valencia) One 
could hardly imagine a more clever- 
ly ironic name for a loud-and- 
snotty punk venue. Unbelievably, 
the famous Deaf Club really was a 


social club for deaf people. Like 
many social clubs, it rented out its 
facilities for the occasional banquet 
or wedding reception to bring in 
some extra money. The Club for 
Rent sign in its window caught the 
eye of a passing punk named Robert 
Hanrahan, who was soon booking 
local bands to play there. These up- 
stairs-room shows were often at- 
tended by regular members of the 
deaf community, who sometimes 
joined in dancing to the pounding 
beat. The building is still there, in 
the middle of a now-trendy block of 
Valencia Street, its door mysterious- 
ly unlabeled. 

Aquarius Records (595 Castro) 
Aquarius was one of the first local 
record stores to stock punk rock 
music. It was also where, in the 
spring of 1978, newly arrived Col- 
oradoan Eric Boucher answered a 
bulletin-board ad from East Bay Ray 


- Pepperell about starting a band: 


soon he was Jello Biafra, and the 
band was the Dead Kennedys. The 
building is still in place, but Aquar- 
ius has relocated to 1055 Valencia St. 

Winterland (Post and Steiner, 
northwest corner) Dinosaurs 
romped here in the 60s and '70s 
(Rolling Stones, Grateful Dead, 
Jimi Hendrix, Aerosmith), and the 
multiplatinum Frampton Comes 
Alive was recorded here in 1975, 
which should be enough bad 
karma for any one building. But it’s 
also the place where the Sex Pistols’ 
messy, doomed tour of America 
crashed and burned Jan. 14, 1978. 
Like Woodstock to an earlier gen- 
eration, this was the show that 
everybody of a certain age claims 
to have attended. This concert hall 
was torn down in 1985 to make 
way for, you guessed it, more con- 
dominiums. (What’s with the 
name? Winterland was once the 
home of the Ice Follies.) 

Miyako Hotel (1625 Post) Though 
you could say they self-destructed 
onstage at Winterland, the Sex Pis- 
tols formally voted to break up in 
Malcolm McLaren’s room here 
shortly after the show. This Japan- 
town hotel, so close to Winterland, 
was a favorite home-away-from- 
home for touring rock bands of all 
stripes throughout the ’70s. 

Temple Beautiful (1839 Geary) 
Briefly the site of punk shows 
around 1979, it was urban-renewed 
out of existence and replaced by a 
giant condo complex. Its exotic 
name came from the spiritual vi- 
sions of early-20th-century psychic 
Edgar Cayce. 

Elite Club (1805 Geary) Better 
known in the 1960s (and again 
today) as the Fillmore, it was called 
the Elite Club in the early ’80s, when 
punk and early hardcore bands in- 
cluding Black Flag, Bad Brains, Pub- 
lic Image Ltd., and Flipper took the 
stage. Under the Fillmore name, this 
was also the site of two classic proto 
punk shows in May 1970, with head- 
liners Iggy Pop and the Stooges and 
Alice Cooper. * :

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Privacy 
fetish 


’m not a very private person. I save personal e-mail on my work computer, and 

I even left a bunch of my confessional writing on the hard drive of my beloved 

old Power Computing box that I recycled recently. Sure, I have passwords to 

various online accounts that a random person could never guess in a million 
years — so I take precautions. But the fact is, | don’t really have much to hide. 

And yet everyone wants to remind me that I’m rather freakish in my ease with 
openness and personal-information sharing. Not only do I allow people to peek 
at my e-mail far too often, but I also occasionally let fetching strangers peek into 
my heart, or borrow my books, or mess up the sheets on my bed without any 
promises that they'll be there to plump the pillows later. 

Shrinks and encryption geeks would say I have a “privacy issue.” Well, as 
Badass Motherfucker says in Pulp Fiction, allow me to retort. I think our culture 
is going through a phase of privacy fetishism. Without really thinking through 
what “privacy” truly means, many of us are jingoistically endorsing it, as if it were 
obvious why it’s desirable to keep people from knowing which pages on 
Salon.com you read most, what you buy for your cats, or which pornographic 
images you adore to the point of distraction. 

Privacy is all the rage in tech circles. David Burke, the brainy paranoiac behind 
the recent book Spy TV, is not alone in his worry that collaborative filtering and 
user tracking will bring us into a Big Brother world where the corporate- 
entertainment complex discovers our most secret desires and uses them to ma- 
nipulate us into ... what? Nobody is completely sure. 

The generalized, free-floating angst seems to hover around a worry that we'll 
start electing bad presidents, eating unhealthy candy, watching fascistic movies, 
and changing our minds in ways we would never want. Another concern is that 
bosses or political leaders could find out what you're doing online and use that 
information essentially to blackmail you, threaten you, or punish you by taking 
away the things they know you love. 

Sure, we need to be wondering about this crap. If Bush.com figures out you 
like sexy tomboys dressed in Doc Martens, it can try to sell Prez Bush to you ina 
banner ad featuring one such babe. And if you lead a secret life as a BDSM exhi- 
bitionist, you don’t want the principal of the school where you teach to have ac- 
cess to this information. 

But I’m not convinced that these reasons alone justify the near hysteria about 
privacy on- and off-line. First of all, if you’re worried about targeted ads that will 
force you to consume out of control, get real. If advertising actually worked that 
well, people would be buying everything that was pitched to them in commer- 
cials. Sure, ads can persuade, and they can persuade you to do stupid things, but 
they can’t truly control your mind. Moreover, since when did ads have the corner 
on persuasion? There are plenty of ways in which we get manipulated by forces 
other than advertising, and those forces are far more sinister than Evite. 

As for the fear that evil bosses and leaders will threaten to “out” us and destroy 
our lives, well, that’s certainly a cause for alarm. And a cause for privacy. But 
looked at another way, it’s also a cause for the abolition of privacy. The problem 
may lie not in our being “discovered” doing something private but in the idea 
that what we do is so bad that it needs to be kept secret. Why should we be 
ashamed to look at pornography, shop for laxatives, or express ourselves by wan- 
dering naked in the desert? Why should we have to care what our leaders and 
peers think of our life choices, as long as those choices are safe and consensual? 

Then again, if we’re doing something in private because it’s cruel or nefarious, 
well, there’s another reason to abolish privacy. Of course, the problem is who gets 
to determine what exactly “cruel” and “nefarious” are. If the government or the 
corporate-entertainment complex gains access to our online habits, then who’s to 
say which of us will be arrested or humiliated for doing things the dominant cul- 
ture deems horrific? 

But that brings me back to my earlier point. As long as we fetishize privacy, 
we'll never change what counts as acceptable public behavior. Moreover, the 
fetish for privacy in the lives of “private citizens” also forms the basis for a poiso- 
nous privacy in the cultures of corporations whose NDAs are as much a form of 
thought control as collaborative filtering might become. 

When we fetishize privacy, we essentially drop out of public discourse. We 
refuse to engage, to say that our secret lives are nothing to be ashamed of. I'd 
rather speak out on the side of disclosure and reject the idea of keeping myself 
private anymore. 

And as long as we allow corporations to cash in on the privacy fetish, we'll 
never gain access to any business plans they may have to manipulate us into mak- 
ing those “bad” decisions by manipulating our private — and therefore vulnera- 
ble — selves. %*

BG uf 


t's amazing what you can find ina 

scrap yard. Since our society throws 

almost everything away instead of 
fixing it, scrap yards are like shopping 
malls for the environmentally con- 
scious. I’ve had friends who uncovered 
parts for their cars, pieces to use for art 
projects, and pristine, usable bed- 
springs. In the ’90s the United States 
recycled more than one trillion pounds 
of steel scrap, so scrap yards serve not 
only as fun places to rummage around 
in but also as intermediate markets for 
municipal recycling programs. 

As I walked around San Francisco, | 
noticed a general lack of junkyards and 
scrap metal facilities. In the Midwest 
old scrap yards litter the countryside, 
and you can fill the bed of your pickup 
with great used scraps and rusty bits. 
But in the city it’s hard to find large 
plots of land that can cater to your 
needs, especially when you're walking 
around and don’t have a pickup. Luck- 
ily though, I did find some good ones 
tucked away here and there, along with 
large yards scattered across the East 
Bay. Whether you're looking to build a 

table, find some old hubcaps, or con- 
struct an abstract piece of art, these 
places stock all sorts of metal. Most 
distinguish between ferrous (iron- 
based) metal, such as steel, and non- 
ferrous metal, such as aluminum, tin, 
and copper. Usually the places charge 
you per pound of metal bought. Most 
of the facilities listed here welcome 
your old scraps, too. 


Ace Recyclers collects and sells all 
kinds of metal, including ferrous and 
nonferrous varieties such as alu- 
minum, steel, and copper. If you're 
building something small — a lamp 
for your bedroom or a stork for lawn 
decoration — you won't be charged. 
But if you're creating an object you 
want to sell, you pay by the pound.

Colonial 
Hawall 


aikiki has become synonymous with Honolulu, boasting a skyline of ritzy 

hotels and a boardwalk of fancy Euro-trash shops. In fact, if you’re the 

kind of traveler who will never stray from the barbarous confines of this 

tourist trap, you might find the strip of Starbucks, Prada, and whatever 

other fanfare is reminiscent of the ever yuppifying look of San Francisco, 
with only one small difference: beaches that will never give you hypothermia. 

Hawaii reeks of American colonialism. Even the most righteous of us seem to 
forget this detail of Hawaiian history when faced with mesmerizing blue green 
waters and alcoholic fruit nectars. When Captain Cook “discovered” the Hawai- 
ian Islands in 1778, the United States and some European countries took an im- 
mediate interest in whaling and the sandalwood trade. The native Hawaiian royal 
leadership was kept intact only until the late 19th century, when American busi- 
ness escalated in the region. 

Sandalwood and whaling were replaced by sugarcane, and plantations began to 
take shape on the islands. It was the same old United States colonization story: 
those who had a financial investment in these fertile lands began to push for an- 
nexation, and when the islands were recognized as an invaluable strategic defense 
locale during World War II, statehood was just a matter of time. Thus Hawaii be- 
came “our” property — not surprisingly, at the cost of indigenous culture. 

But “ours” continues to be a tricky word. When visiting the islands in March, I 
was surprised by how distinct Hawaiian culture is from what is often referred to 
in the islands as “mainland” culture (a term that is itself ethnocentric). I stayed in 
a house on the border of Manoa and watched the local television news daily. Pro- 
testers were fighting construction of a building downtown because bones had 
been found and the site was thought to be a sacred burial ground. On another 
day there was controversy over changing a street sign from its “American” name 
to a native name — this street-name changing is a trend in many postcolonial 
countries, such as India, where Madras and Bombay have been reclaimed as 
Chennai and Mumbai, respectively. 

All this to say, the relationship of non-Hawaiians to native Hawaiian culture 
is still a point of contention, and it’s most definitely wrapped up in issues of 
colonization. 

What’s more, “mainlanders” forget how important the Asian American popu- 
lation is to the culture of Hawaii and how crucial being a local is for residents of 
the islands. As an outsider to this scene, I’m obviously able to glimpse only a 
small part of local culture, but from what I saw, the difference isn’t, as my brother 
would say, “between black and white; it’s between mauve and olive drab.” 

White Americans, a.k.a. haoles, exercise a certain amount of financial control 
in the islands, but when it comes to cultural clout, they are largely left out of the 
picture. So, which groups have cultural cachet? While Hawaii is not so different 
demographically from our own multiculti San Francisco, Chinese, Japanese, Ko- 
rean, and Filipino Americans dominate much of the local culture there. 

But people of Asian descent have been living in Hawaii for many generations, 
and they’ve got a distinct Asian American identity, with their own pidgin language 
(where do you think “brah” comes from?), their own foods (if you’re lucky enough 
to look past the poi or mai tais, you'll find that local food includes Spam musubi, a 
sushi roll made with, yup, you guessed it, Spam, and shaved ice with mochi, a 
unique ice creamish treat), and their own interracial, often inter-Asian, dynamics. 

Throw together the Asian Americans, the native Hawaiians, the Pacific Is- 
landers, and the haoles, and you've got yourself a racially complicated mess. 
You've also got a number of people with varied interests in a minute geographic 
area. And that’s why Hawaii’s been in the public eye for controversies over the 
Office of Hawaiian Affairs lately. OHA, a body of state government created in 
1978, aims to redress the wrongs of the past 200 years of colonization by offering 
services, in the form of land and education, to native Hawaiians. In the past the 
organization has only allowed those of native Hawaiian descent, defined as “any 
individual who is a descendant of the aboriginal people who, prior to 1778, occu- 
pied and exercised sovereignty in the area that now constitutes the State of 
Hawaii,” to vote in its elections. But because of the recent Supreme Court case 
Rice v. Cayetano, OHA must permit non-Hawaiians to vote in its elections. Na- 
tive Hawaiians, with good reason, are concerned that they will no longer be able 
to properly govern their own affairs. 

So, on returning to the mainland, I began to notice those little hula girls that 
folks often keep above their dashboards, the ones that sway their hips with the 
motion of the vehicle. We mainlanders still can’t let Hawaiians have their culture 
without wanting to stick our fingers into it and kitschify it and mush it around. 
At the same time, few people on the U.S. mainland care to learn about Hawaiian 
culture in any substantial way. It’s true that women actually do walk around with 
hibiscus tucked behind their ears, and they do wear muumuus and do practice 
hula as traditional folk art — but they don’t do it simply for tourists to watch. 
They've got their own cultural agenda; sometimes I think it might be nice just to 

leave them alone. **

have made three attempts in my 

adult life to read Proust, feeling al- 

ways like a desperado trying to 

break out of a fiendishly elaborate 

and uncooperative prison. I sail 
into the first part of Swann’s Way, 
“Combray,” and —I believe always at 
about the same point — stall, as if I’ve 
run out of bedsheets to knot together. 

So there is, for me, something bale- 
ful about the large drawings of Proust 
that hang high on the wall opposite 
the door of Caffé Proust. Yet another 
aggrieved author, staring me in the 
face. I stare back a little defiantly, 
thinking, Yes, I have failed to read your 
masterwork, but you liked to screw boys 
who worked in slaughterhouses! 

And that’s not all: “He liked to jerk 
off while watching rats fight,” a liter- 
ary friend advised me as we were 
waiting to be seated for lunch one af- 
ternoon. Oh. No doubt it was coinci- 
dental that the restaurant stopped 
serving lunch at the.end of that week. 

So Proust does seem to me to be an 
odd icon for a restaurant, especially a 
restaurant as generally meritorious as 
Caffé Proust. If you're tired of slick- 
ness and chill and concept and expen- 
sive overdesigning, then you will dig 
Caffé Proust. The place is about love, 
whimsy, and modesty — and the food 
is not only quite good but also priced 
as if it were 10 years ago. 

Maybe that’s why it’s so full of peo- 
ple in student and professor drag. 
USF is nearby, after all, and people in 
academic life need a place where they 
can get an inexpensive dinner, or plop 
down on a comfy sofa and think deep 
thoughts — about Proust, perhaps, or 
some other worthy subject. The at-

mosphere is old-fashioned though 
not at all elegiac, and I was thrilled to 
see not a single patron staring into a 
laptop or chattering into a cell phone. 
(A word about parking: It’s just 
horrendous. I’ve had easier times 
downtown and in North Beach. I 
don’t quite understand the crunch, 
since Caffe Proust’s Western Addition 
environs have a pleasant, slow, out-of- 
the-way feel to them. But apparently 
the relative dearth of moving traffic 
means that all the area’s cars are 
parked, which means you're likely to 
haye a tough time parking your own.) 
The comfy sofas, arranged into a 
lounge effect, are in a far corner of the 
huge, open, high-ceilinged room. 
They look out onto the corner of 
McAllister and Baker. Behind them is 
a glossy wood bar. The dining area, set 
with tables large and small, is at the 
other end of the space. It feels cozy 
there, and not at all overwhelming, 
which makes the erratic service hard 
to understand. If there’s a flaw at 
Caffé Proust, it’s that service can 
break down pretty easily under stress. 
A table of six throws the whole dining 
area into disarray; you can’t even get 
your water glasses replenished. This 
despite the saturnine omnipresence of 
P Segal, mistress of the manor. I was 
struck by the fact that she did not 
lend a hand taking orders or bussing 
tables even when it was clear that her 
floor staff was overwhelmed. 
Fortunately, the food makes up for 
much. It’s mostly (in a nice irony) 
Italian, though the now-defunct 
lunch menu was distinctly Californ- 
ian, with its sandwiches of roasted 
vegetables, avocado, and smoked 


gouda ($5.25), or grilled lemon chick- 
en, brie, and avocado ($6.95). Both 
sandwiches were served with formi- 
dable piles of “Proust” fries — the 
best fries I’ve ever had in this city, I 
think, surpassing even McDonald’s. 
They are permeated with a gentle 
saltiness, as if the potatoes are brined 
before going in the deep frier. 

Naturally the fries loom large in the 
steak frites ($12.95), one of the few 
truly Proustian items on the menu. 
The New York strip was a little tough 
but deeply tasty — and cooked rare, as 
ordered. And pollo con limone ($9.25) 
—a marinated chicken breast served 
with diced tomatoes, a parsley pesto, 
rice, and (under)steamed vegetables 
— was indeed redolent of lemon. 

It is sad that the dessert menu 
doesn’t include pain perdu, the French 
toast—like dessert that; if made with 
brioche, can send you into transports. 
Among other things, it would justify 
the headline at the top of this piece. 
Alas, there was none, and the desserts 
on offer sounded better than they 
turned out to be. The best thing about 
the zabaglione pie ($4.95) was the 
chocolate-hazelnut crust; the cream 
filling had a dense, creamy texture but 
little flavor. And chocolate-strawberry 
pie ($4.95) suffered, as desserts so 
often do, from refrigerator death.

e’ve had the Summer of 
W Love and the Summer of — 

Sam, and now the Summer 
of ZAOQ — more like the former 
than the latter, presumably — is 
at hand. That would be ZAO Noo- 
dle Bar, or really, bars, two of 
which will open between now and 
Labor Day, “bringing noodles to 
the people,” in the words of 
founder Adam Willner. 

The two new ZAOs will be on Irv- 


ing just west of Ninth Avenue (in 


the old A.G. Ferrari space) and at 
16th Street and Market, longtime 
home of Josie’s Juice Joint and 
Cabaret. They will join their older 
(though hardly old: the first ZAO 
opened in the city just last sum- 


mer) siblings, one on California 


near Fillmore, the other on Chest- 
nut near Fillmore in the Marina. 

Willner doesn't seem to have an 
intricate method for deciding where 
to put his restaurants. He relies 
mainly on a feel for neighborhoods. 

“What | love about California 
and Fillmore is that it’s a real San 
Francisco neighborhood,” he says. 
“So is the area around Ninth and 
Irving. And the ZAO at 16th and 
Market is going to be very com- 
munity focused. We’re going to 
give it more the look and feel of a 
neighborhood restaurant — 
adding more finishes to the interi- 
or design and things like that. The 
space will have a back room for 
private functions, and we'll be 
doing the food for the closing- 
night ceremonies at the Gay and 
Lesbian Film Festival.” 

Construction is already well 
under way at the Market site, and 
Willner expects to open there by 
mid July. The Inner Sunset location 
is still waiting for permits; Willner 
hopes to have things going there by 
August. 

Sounds like boom times for ZAO, 
but Willner’s plans for growth could 
well be sated by these two projects. 

“Four restaurants is probably 
about as many as we'll do,” he 
says — this despite having a virtu- 
al monopoly on the market for low- 
cost, high-quality, full-service noo- 


_ die restaurants in the city. The 


places ZAO most resembles are 
Pasta Pomodoro and Fuzio, but 
Willner isn't too impressed with the 
Jatter (“If you try to do everything, 
things can get muddy”), while the 
success of the former in a particu- 
lar location he regards as a favor- 
able omen for ZAQ. A booming Po- 
modoro, he says, shows that 
there’s strong neighborhood de- 


~ mand for “lower-price-point, quali- 


ty food.” 

ls there any neighborhood where 
that isn’t true? If they're packing 
into ZAO in Pacific Heights and the 
Marina, Willner may have to rethink 
his modest plans for expansion.

as Palmeras is one of those restaurants you walk past on an almost daily 

basis and, no matter how much you like the looks of it, you just keep 

walking. On a daily basis, you understand. Because it’s too damn nice of a 

day out to not keep walking. Because there’s already food in your belly. 

Because you have to meet Rudy Schiff somewhere in five minutes, or make 
it to the post oftice before it closes. Who knows why you never go in and eat; 
but you know you don’t. And I know you don’t because | don’t. And I’m a 
restaurant reviewer! It’s my job to go in and eat. 

Yet, even after Neighborhood Dave told me two or three times: “I’m telling 
you,” he told me. “Las Palmeras. Chicken soup. Pupusas.” 

“OK, OK,” I said. But ... no go. Did I. Went, | mean. | don’t get too excited 
over pupusas, as a rule. But chicken soup: yes! So | made mental notes and 
written notes: Las Palmeras. 23rd and Mission. Chicken soup. And then still 
never went. 

I suppose what happens is you get so used to not eating at a particular place 
that after a while, no matter how much you mean to eat there, you can’t. Being 
a creature of habit, if not a nun. 

Which might be the dumbest joke I ever made (looking back at it from the 
sobering distance of the next paragraph) — and with some pretty stiff competi- 
tion, no? In fact, it’s too damn dumb to take away. It’s almost beautiful in its 
dumbness, isn’t it? Yes. No, | think I'll leave it be, I think, if nobody minds. 
Think I'll bask in it like a really bad fart, and make it up to you by imposing a 
State of Complete Seriousness on the rest of this discussion. 

So, seriously: Las Palmeras. I went there, finally, one day when Crawdad de la 
Cooter and I were in need of a little nourishment. And a little walk. 

Everything lined up, cosmically speaking, for finally eating at Las Palmeras. 
Nice enough evening for a walk — warm, but not too warm to not want to 
duck into a place after, oh, seven blocks or so. The post office was already 
closed. Rudy Schiff was not only out of town for a beef convention but he’d 
never really existed in the first place. We were hungry. In we went. 

It’s a two-sided restaurant. One side has wooden booths up against a wood- 
paneled (halfway up) wall. The other side has cushier booths, same style wall, 
picture of Freda, and some other pictures, but I forget what of. There are regu- 
lar tables, too, but still, overall, it’s a small, homey place. 

We ordered fish soup for Crawdad, chicken soup for me, and a couple of 
pupusas: one cheese and one pork. Just in case | started to like pupusas. I like 
pupusas, I just don’t get excited about them, and I think why, maybe, is be- 
cause they tend to only have one thing in them. For example: cheese. They also 
have, at Las Palmeras, pork ones, mushroom ones, and loroco ones — but I 
don’t know what that means. I asked, but I forget what she said. 

So one pork and one cheese one for me, $1.50 apiece, and they were fine, es- 
pecially because that cabbage stuff that comes with them was better and spicier 
than usual. But I’m still, you might’ve noticed, not really excited about them. 

The chicken soup: yes! 

But first let me tell you that Crawdad didn’t like the fish soup too much. | 
don’t know why. I tasted it and liked it. | mean, it wasn’t as good as La San- 
taneca’s, just a block up Mission, but so far no fish soup in the world is as good 
as La Santaneca’s. 

But the chicken soup: the chicken soup rocks. For $5.50, you get a good-size 
bowl full of big chunks of good things, like two whole pieces of chicken, includ- 
ing my favorite piece, the thigh, skin and all. Skin being my favorite part of any 
piece. Also: carrots, celery, zucchini, and some weird melon thing that looked 
like a fat slice of apple but probably wasn’t. It didn’t taste like anything in par- 
ticular. 

The broth was perfect. It was chickeny and flavorful, without being oversalt- 
ed or over-MSG'd. Sometimes I love MSG, and salt, of course, but things like 
chicken soup taste best to me when they taste like they were made out of chick- 
ens, rather than bouillon. That’s how this soup tasted, so hurray for it. And 
now you know where you'll see me next time I’m sick. 

This time I wasn’t sick. Just happy and full. Crawdad was some or all of the 
same by the time we settled up and strolled out of the place. And who do we 
run into coming from the bank machine there on the corner? Rudy Schiff. 

He looked at me and spit and shook his head and said, “Asshole.” 

What could I say? Be 

He left. We left. “Who was that?” Crawdad asked. 

“No one,” I said. “Really.” %

Grill party 


ometimes | can’t imagine how I ever dare to have anyone over to dinner. 

In everyday conversation, I hear about people — normal people, non- 

professional-chef people — marinating prawns in tangerine curry, mak- 

ing salads out of raw tuna and macadamia nuts, or serving, as a first 

course, truffle pot de creme scooped up with homemade potato chips. 
These are people who serve foie gras at home. And here I am, thinking it was a 
big deal that I tracked down an ounce of dried sumac to make a Moroccan 
lamb shank recipe out of Martha Stewart Living last month. 

But at bottom, what is cooking but the process of applying heat to food? And 
what could be easier than bypassing all those fancy Calphalon sauté pans and 
Le Creuset casseroles and just slapping that pound of shrimp or zucchini or 
chicken thighs right onto the flames? Of course, in ordinary parlance, this is 
called grilling, and come summer, it’s the easiest and most foolproof way to en- 
tertain your hungry friends. 

My friend Mary, who doesn’t care that much about cooking but loves to 
have people over for dinner, thought she’d solved all her entertaining prob- 
lems with two items: fresh fish and a grill. Last year she invited a novelist pal 
and his wife (whom she’d never met) over 
for dinner. One day before the dinner, 
Mary found out that her pal’s wife just 
happened to be Paula Wolfert, very fa- 
mous cookbook author and Mediter- 
ranean food authority. Luckily, Mary real- 
ized that (a) she couldn’t become a fabu- 
lous chef in one day, and (b) she didn’t 
have to impress her guests; she just had to 
feed them. Partywise, what really mattered 
was the talk, the company, half a dozen 
candles flickering across the table as the 
sky outside the windows slowly deepened 
from rose-lavender to marine blue and a 
moon, yellow as a cheese, lifted itself over 
the Oakland hills. So what did Mary serve? 
Grilled fish — in this case, some really 
good slabs of fresh tuna. Another guest st 
brought bread and a big salad; | made a blueberry pie from my mom’s recipes 
and brought over a bagful of mangoes to make into salsa. (Which, as it turned 
out, Wolfert had never had before. So far, that’s my culinary claim to fame: 
showing Paula Wolfert how to make mango salsa.) Everyone drank wine, ate 
fish, ate pie, and had a swell time. 

Most people think you have to have a backyard, or at least a sizable chunk of 
concrete patio, in order to grill. Not so. Unwilling to schlepp condiments and 
lighter fluid up and down from the roof (the closest my building has to a back- 
yard), | used to fire up my hibachi on the fire escape, which was conveniently 
located right outside the kitchen door. Luckily, the pigeons discovered my hi- 
bachi before the fire department (or my landlord) did, and it quickly degener- 
ated from a source of awesome lamb kabobs to a feather-strewn nesting 
ground. After that, when the urge to grill hit, | turned to my backyard-blessed 
friends. You provide the grill; I'll do the grilling. This worked surprisingly well. 
One thing I learned, however: start the coals early. Why is it that, like cooking a 
Thanksgiving turkey, everyone knows that a barbecue takes forever to get 
ready, but no one actually lights a match until the entire hummus bowl has 
been sucked dry? A word to the wise: the party should not be on its third beer- 
and-chips run by the time you decide to pile in the briquettes. But what if you 
want that smoky taste but don’t want to spend hours (and contend with head- 
to-toe charcoal smudges and grease splatters) achieving it? That’s when you 
turn to the lazy cook’s best friend, the grill pan. 

Granted, standing around the stove with a cold beer watching a pan heat up 
is nowhere near as fun as barbecuing over a big old kettle full of smoke and 
flaming coals. But if you want to serve summery food on a day when the June 
weather is anything but (look, it’s the Twin Peaks fog bank, and it’s headed this 
way!), a grill pan can’t be beat. You don’t need to know much about cooking to 
use a grill pan. All you need to remember is this: put the empty pan (a non- 
stick one is best) over medium heat for a good five minutes before cooking. Just 
as you wait for the coals to get hot before grilling, you have to make sure your 
pan is truly hot before putting in the food. Once the pan’s ready, you can grill 
anything. Zucchini, which I'd found to be watery and bland when sautéed, is 
marvelous grilled. Cut small zucchini into thin lengthwise slices. Rub with 
some olive oil (very important, otherwise you'll end up with dried-up little veg- 
etable chips), sea salt, fresh ground pepper, and a little chopped garlic. Spread 
out over the grill pan, and grill, turning once or twice, until the slices look juicy 
and are scored with dark-brown grill marks. Thick onion slices, red and green 
pepper slices, eggplant, squash, firm tofu: vegetable bliss.

5 Game show geek-out 


hen I pull up to the 
Sony Pictures Studios 
security gate in Culver 
City this past Thurs- 
day, among the tower- 
ing windowless soundstages and golf 
carts, for the first time in my life ?m 
(however temporarily and unimpor- 
tantly) on the inside of Hollywood 
looking out. Today I’ve come down 
south and through the hallowed 
showbiz gates to be a contestant on 
VH-1’s Rock and Roll Jeopardy. 

An off-season spin-off of Jeopardy, 
the rock and roll version requires 
much the same level of nerdosity as 
the real one, but in cooler categories. 
For some reason, after the San Fran- 
cisco auditions (see Dilettante, 
5/3/00), I was picked out of a pool of 
hundreds to appear on the show. On 
taping day, I and about 30 or 40 other 
contestants (an entire season of the 
program will be taped in just a week 
or two) are herded into the sound- 
stage’s side door and straight to the 
green room. We’ve been instructed to 
bring a change of clothes in case cer- 
tain outfits look retarded on camera, 
and we're not allowed to make any 
phone calls or talk to one another 
about music at all. (Picture it: a 
roomful of self-proclaimed music 
geeks all staring silently at one anoth- 
er, smiling, nervous, and unable to 
discuss the only thing they know.) 

Our hosts Maggie and Grant give 
us pointers on the day’s activities — 
stay loose, heckle one another, stay in 
the game, keep it moving, project, 
clear the boards, don’t get too frus- 
trated with the buzzer — and we 
munch on catered pastries and fruit. 
Each contestant takes turns getting 
makeup spackled on in a brightly lit 
dressing room off to the side. The 
male-female ratio is two to one at 
best, and almost every participant is 
white. Contestants are grouped ac- 
cording to how well they did on the 
audition’s written test, and judging by 
the way my peers are tossing off an- 
swers to sample questions, I’ve been 
put in the gifted kids’ class. Uh-oh. 

We file out onto the soundstage to 
do a practice game with our host Jeff 
Probst (who, incidentally, also hosted 
Survivor), and the expansive set is 
predictably hip and overwhelming. 
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Strobes flash, questions come rapid- 
fire, set employees scurry around, and 
we deer in the headlights do our best. 
We go back to pick who’s going first 
and in what order in high-tech style: 
drawing names from a paper cup. 
Show time: the audience comes in 
and gets schooled on how and when 
to cheer from a “fluffer” comedian 
guy who’s also responsible for enter- 
taining them with smoke and mirrors 
during dead-air time. The fluffer is 
shushed, and the taping begins. More 
people flub questions because of mis- 
spellings and mispronunciations than 
I would have thought. (Some guy lost 
Final Jeopardy yesterday with “Who 
is Vevet Underground?”) During the 
pauses left for commercial breaks, 
contestants are instructed to turn 
their backs to the board. Mics are ad- 
justed, noses are powdered, and the 
host rereads questions he tripped up 
on or couldn’t pronounce. One con- 
testant has to do over his get-to- 
know-you story because the produc- 
ers didn’t like his anecdote about sit- 
ting in a pile of vomit. All of us con- 


testants huddle together in the crowd, 


and when two of the players lose to 
the victor, it’s like seeing a buddy get 
taken down in combat. We're 
all friends here. 

After four shows, my turn 
to compete comes up, and I’m 
sandwiched between a 
khakied guy my age whose 
brother taught him every- 
thing about music and a fifty- 
something record exec who’s 
been in the industry for al- 
most 40 years. Uh-oh again. 
Roll camera, it’s over before 
we know it, and ... the game 
show’s rules and regulations 
say that media types aren't al- 
lowed to tell before air dates 
who won and who lost, but 
let’s just say that they don’t 
call me Dilettante for nothing. 

After the six-hour taping 
session, a few drinks are con- 
sidered necessary and made 
available at a small Hollywood 
eatery directly across from the 
ostentatiously lavish Scientol- 
ogy Celebrity Center. Our four 
cars find four parking spaces 
(how Swingers), and we seat 


ourselves outside amid silicone, pre- 
cancerous skin, heavy makeup, and a 
chorus of beeping and ringing pock- 
ets and purses. 

As the two chain smokers next to 
us communicate solely via cell phone 
and not at all with each other, I learn 
some interesting (and potentially 
slanderous) theories: Billy Bob 
Thornton picked Angelina Jolie over 
Laura Dern because it was a better 
career move (“That’s the only reason 
anyone does anything in this town,” 
one jaded L.A. resident says), and 
Tom Cruise, Nicole Kidman, and 
John Travolta are being blackmailed 
by L. Ron’s “church” — professing al- 
legiance with the cult to prevent 
being outed. And the 6 o'clock news 
on TV inside the bar looks more like 
America’s Most Fucked-Up People in 
Pain and Anguish XXIII than actual 
journalistic reporting. “Oh yeah,’ an 
alarmingly flippant friend says, “I saw 
this guy blow his head off on TV a 
couple weeks ago — he was protest- 
ing HMOs or something and com- 
mitted suicide on an overpass, live 
and direct.” Yikes. 

Later that night Gabah on Mel- 
rose hosts ‘Root Down,’ a funk/rare 


groove/hip-hop night. Attitude- 
free, cheap ($3), casual, and com- 
pletely interracial, the club provides 
an exhilarating dose of realness and 
community in the land where mod- 
ern fakery was born. Incense burns, 
drinks flow at reasonable prices, 
tokers light up and share outside on 
the patio, up-and-down glances are 
nil, nothing beeps, and los Simar- 
rones, a traditional Afro-Cuban- 
tribal-voodoo percussion ensemble, 
are calling up the spirit. No strings, 
no horns, no keys, just rhythm. 
Those in the crowd not bellied up 
to the bar all dance somewhat med- 
itatively, seeming to move and 
breathe in unison with the Simar- 
rones’ complex ostinati and repeti- 
tive chanted vocals. “Let the spirit 
move within you,” the lead singer 
advises, and devotees in the front 
rows raise their hands as if worship- 
ping in an AME Zion church. Once 
the band’s over, DJs take the decks 
and turn the place into a comfort- 
ably packed and absolutely joyous 
sweatbox. 

After last call, our host drives us to 
the top of the Hollywood Hills. As we 
sit on the lip of the canyon below the 
Hollywood sign, looking out over 
what we can see of the L.A. nighttime 
skyline through the smog, we out-of- 
towners marvel aloud at the incredi- 
ble surplus of Beautiful People in the 
city. “Well, what do you expect?” one 
native says. “The most attractive per- 
son in almost every podunk town in 
America has come out here to make 
it big.” Just then, out of the quiet, a 
pack of coyotes starts up a chorale of 
howling and yapping on the moun- 
tain. Three coyotes on the other side 
of the valley respond with another 
round of yelps. We San Franciscans 
sit, dumbstruck, never having heard 
the creatures before, awed that they 
could survive in this crap. Another 
contemplative silence passes, and the 
sound of a convertible (probably) 
peeling out and blaring “Rock and 
Roll Hoochie Koo” on the stereo 
floats up from somewhere in the 
winding streets of the canyon below. 
“Who is Rick Derringer?” I mumble, 
instinctively. 


Who lost on Jeopardy? Rock and Roll Jeopardy host Jeff Probst hams it up with some 
contestants. 
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wo men are performing oral sex on a third, and all three are enjoying it. 

The slurping is loud and theatrical, the moans breathy and grunty, the 

“suck it” sex talk hot and cartoonish. The man on the receiving end is loy- 

ing it, telling them how to suck it, telling them to take it out of their 

mouths, then put it back in. Just as he’s about to come, the two men call 
out someone else’s name: Eminem. 

This “skit” unfolds toward the end of Eminem’s Marshall Mathers LP. Like the 
rest of the verbal tornado that spins out of control on the album, it’s not perfectly 
clear what we’re supposed to do with it. 
This is partly because Marshall is less 
comical and gimmicky than what Em- 
inem sprayed the first time around. It’s 
more possessed by psychosexual 
demons and more resistant to social re- 
sponsibility, and therefore, whether we 
like what we he digs up from his uncon- 
scious or not, it’s more arresting, more 
believable, more frightening. 

The straitjacket’s gotten tighter, the 
Vicodin prescription’s gotten stronger, 
and Eminem spends most of the album 
ranting about what’s happened since the 
first album made him into something 
outside of his control: a celebrity, a role model, an icon, the off-the-hook white 
kid who, tellingly, blew his own dick up in a Rolling Stone centerfold.

San Francisco’s Groove hard-sells a lifestyle. By Johnny Ray Huston 


riday 6:04 p.m.,” reads one of 
the digital intertitles early on 
in Groove, signaling the 
bloated pop time capsule to 
follow, a movie that’s enter- 
taining kitsch without being effective 
drama — more of a Thank God It’s 
Friday 2000 than a Saturday Night 
Fever 2000. Though directed by Greg 
Harrison, Groove isn't a singular vision 
so much as a committee-style adver- 
tisement for silicon-implanted S.F. 
electroniculture. 

Prepare for a blitz of not-so- 
subliminal local product placement: 
Tweekin’ Records and BPM Records are 
as prominently featured as laptops, Yak 
Paks, and Black Mountain Spring 
Water bottles. Groove is €qually saturat- 
ed with personality placement: S.F. club 
figures like Wish FM and Polywog get 
choice “sets” within the movie’s ware- 
house. In fact, if Groove is part Thank 
God It’s Friday — late-era disco cash-in 
— it’s also part Rave around the Clock: 
instead of Bill Haley, U.K. DJ John Dig- 
weed is the featured great white enter- 
tainer, name-dropped dozens of times 
before he appears to anoint cast and

audience with his godlike brilliance. 
As far as alternate titles go, Raver’s 
Creek, or Party of 500, or Saved by the 
Switchbox, or South of Market, 94110 
might be more apt. There’s Harmony 
(Mackenzie Firgens), the manic girl 
whose pigtails double as wings as she 
sprints back and forth from chill-out 
room to main room — or from ecsta- 
sy to agony because fiancé Colin 
(Denny Kirkwood) is feeling the love 
with someone else. And then there’s 
the budding romance between David 
(Hamish Linklater), the tech writer 
who’s never done E before, and Leyla 
(Lola Glaudini), who has done E one 
too many times. Add a bickering gay 
Couple-with-a-capital-C, a tweaked- 
out chemistry T.A.—dealer, a virgin DJ, 
a tattooed and pierced Casanova, and 
a party promoter who says, “It’s not 
over till the last record spins,” and you 


’ have Harrison’s script. To separate its 


cheese from the potential cheesiness of 
rave culture — and S.F. culture — is to 
play party pooper, or more accurately 
in this case, where a bust is always just 
around the corner, bad cop.

Suburban swingers get sweet treatment in The Lifestyle. By Dennis Harvey 


nation founded on freedom of 

expression and belief is doomed 

to constant conflict. I may think 

it criminal lunacy to allow 

weaponry ownership in any 
civilian quarters. But huge numbers in- 
sist that the “right to bear arms” is a 
bedrock American value, as fervently as 
they believe that the joint (or dick) in 
my mouth constitutes an indefensible 
assault on society’s well-being. Where, 
exactly, is the dividing line between pri- 
vate preference and public offense? 

The question doesn’t exactly get an- 
swered in The Lifestyle, a documentary 
whose subjects poll-punch left, right, 
and all points between. They are, in 
most respects, what remains of Eisen- 
hower America: solidly (rather than 
sinking) middle-class, suburban, two 
car-owning, God-fearing, (mostly) 
white taxpayers with a flag in one 
hand and a plateful of cholesterol in 
the other. Some are old enough to be 
your parents’ parents. And when they 
load up the Tupperware for a weekend 
get-together, there’s comfort in good 
company with shared interests: just 
the usual fucking, sucking, multiple 
partners, and fetish exploration. 


David Schisgall’s film examines an 
“underground” so banal — apart from 
its defining carnality — that the mind 
reels in disbelief. Could this enigmati- 
cally named “Lifestyle” really be as per- 
vasive as its proponents suggest, with 
three million estimated U.S. swingers 
and official clubs in all but one state? 
(Perhaps North Dakotans prefer their 
kink unfettered by bureaucracy.) Who 
would have thought so much transgres- 
sion might flourish under the most or- 
dinary cover, attracting almost no con- 
troversy? We're not talking about San 
Francisco here — in fact we're talking 
about people who probably wouldn't 
feel much kinship with the “freaks” 
here, even if they risk that label them- 
selves. Suddenly places like Peoria and 
Anaheim look a lot more interesting. 

Schisgall confesses in the film’s 
press kit that it took him some time 
to accept that there was so little “dark 
side” to swinging: Over the course of 
three years of observation (his crew 
often nude in solidarity, though 
drawing the line at sexual participa- 
tion), he saw no signs of coercion or 
abuse. Role plays were usually 
woman-dominated; indeed, in most 
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phoria in Spelling-world, and the 
moral was Just Say No. In Groove’s uni- 
verse, E will, among other things, help 
you realize just how tasty a cigarette 
can be. The movie's pro-E, anti- 
moralizing attitude would be easier to 
swallow if it didn’t mistake public ser- 
vice announcements (“Eat dinner be- 
fore you take drugs”) for realistic dia- 
logue. Harrison and cinematographer 
Matthew Irving do better when they 
stop the talk and instead focus on sen- 
sory qualities: though the DJs are unre- 
alistically enthusiastic, Harrison’s edits 
sometimes capture the rhythmic rush 
of the dancEfloor, Sometimes: Groove 
peaks when Digweed arrives with a 
“fresh crate of vinyl” and the chief cast 
members share a hilarious Chariots of 
Fire moment — triumphant slo-mo 
leaping, bounding, and hand waving 
set to Vangelis-style keyboards. 
Irving’s nighttime cinematography 
is prone to neon L.A. hues, so maybe 
it’s fitting that NYPD Blue regulars get 
more screen time than a dance floor 
filled with what look like cute Ameri- 
can Rag employees. But Groove is ulti- 
mately an S.F. infomercial, filled with 


respects these otherwise conservative 
citizens proved surprisingly nonsex- 
ist, despite all the family values evi- 
dence of long-term wedlock, 2.5 chil- 
dren, et al. Even STDs were seldom 
found — condom use is ubiquitous, 
regardless of this demographic’s low 
infection risk. 

Nor does it appear that swinging at- 
tracts desperate lonely hearts, or the 
types who'd likely represent it on Jerry 
Springer. Overwhelmingly taken up by 
mature couples and well-adjusted wid- 
ows and widowers in this documen- 
tary, swinging seems to draw the Folks 
Next Door: ex-marines like Simi Val- 
ley’s Pat and Ric, who (like many here) 
decided “sport fucking” posed no 
threat to stable companionship; or 
R.V.-touring retirees John and Car- 
men, who win the 1997 Masquerade 
Ball trophy in full-on bondage gear. 
“Tm Carmen, and I’m your future!” 
she exalts onstage before cheering 
Lifestyles conventioneers while an im- 
plant-laden blond bombshell one- 
third her age makes defeated “How can 
you follow that?” faces on the sidelines. 

The Lifestyle carefully resists paint- 
ing its subjects with easy ridicule or 
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Personality placement: Real-life DJ Polywog demonstrates feelin’ it in the S.F. 


infomercial that is Groove. 


sexualized massage, sage burning, and 
conversations about yoga and CD- 
ROM manuals as well as a nod to the 
Endup. The script’s sound-bite 
messages — polysexuality; yay; GHB 
and nitrous, nay — add up to a daffy 
techno-fitted neohippieism; it’s worth 
noting that Harrison’s résumé includes 
a Jerry Garcia tribute. Completely ig- 
noring the city’s current economic 
ruthlessness, Groove hopes to give the

rest of America what DJ Polywog calls

suggested pathos. (There’s one cheap 
shot: a cut from pounding orgiastics to 
unappetizing meat slabs on the back- 
porch buffet table.) With the exception 
of Paul Mazursky’s great Bob and Carol 
and Ted and Alice, fiction features from 
Sin in the Suburbs (1963) through The 
Ice Storm (1998) and beyond have in- 
sisted on viewing “swinger” culture as 
predatory, sad, and soulless. The evi- 
dence here is a lot less incriminating, if 
less titillating, too. Wisely, Schisgall 
uses the Lifestyles practitioners’ own 
typical party plan (karaoke, BBQ, and 
mingling first, sex later) as his narra- 
tive model, letting us get comfortable 
before letting it all hang out. And hang 
out it does — seeing these beer bellies, 
pendulous breasts, frosted perms, and 
bald spots in graphic motion is as sub- 
versively liberating as it is (by our 
usual youth-obsessed, media-shaped 
standards) antierotic. 

You take progress where you find it, 
so these libertines of shag rug-lined _ 
“Marathon Room’ and jumbo hot tub 


win our admiration even as they reveal 
ideological limits. Well-hung widower 
“Wild Bill” Goodwin bemoans the ap- 
propriation of the term “gangbanger” 
by “those black bastards in L.A.”; else- 
where it’s made clear that “anything 
goes” encompasses girl-on-girl ack- 
shun (cuz guys like to watch) but 
pointedly not male bisexuality. Nor are 
most Lifestylers “out” to their friends, 
family, or employers, who might not 
appreciate this “hobby” as a personal 
quirk. Despite The Lifestyle’s willing 
on-camera participants (hundreds 
more declined), swingerdom remains 
on the whole much less a movement 
than a mass right-to-privacy exercise, 
utterly bourgeois in its etiquette and 
secrecy. These people don’t want to 
change the world. But god bless em 
for doing so anyway. **

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When a bell rings 


Takeshi Kitano bends his wings. By Chuck Stephens 


ANCOUVER, BRITISH COLUMBIA, 
OcrToBER 1996 — “Beat” 
Takeshi Kitano — comedian, 
brutalist, filmmaker, human 
being — daubs his eye with a 
hankie and proceeds to repeat the 
gesture at 60-second intervals. Far 
from misty, Kitano blots his tear 
ducts not out of emotionality but a 
concern over appearances. He’s most- 
ly recovered from the late-night 
motor scooter accident that shattered 
his. beatific visage and nearly claimed 
his life more than a year before, but a 
slight lingering paralysis in his left 
eye has left the director perpetually 
tear-prone. 

Not that Kitano’s immune from 
shedding real tears — or from corner- 
ing you into doing the same. Fact is, 
the film he’s brought with him to 
Vancouver — Kids Return — down- 
plays the violence of his prior master- 
piece, Sonatine, in favor of a terrifical- 
ly moving study of adolescent losers 
and the Sisyphean incline they face in 
Japan’s success-is-all society. The title, 
of course, is self-reflexive, just as the 
film — partially about teenage stand- 
up comics — is clearly a variation on 
Kitano’s autobiography, and it’s just 
tragic enough to make grown men 
cry. 

Kitano, though, hasn’t spent the 
whole day crying. He’s been out shop- 
ping for presents for his lady friend 
back in Tokyo; seems she has this 
fetish for angels, and Kitano’s out- 
done himself in indulging it. His hotel 
suite has become a veritable cloud 
nine of seraphic knickknacks, glitter- 
ing golden wings, and harp-plucking 
heaven sprites. A couple of them even 
sport tiny, tinkling bells. 


AMERICA, 2000 — Takeshi Kitano’s 
latest film, Kikujiro, is opening in se- 
lected theaters. An archly sentimental 
road flick, it details the journey un- 
dertaken by a dissolute tyke named 
Masao who lives with Grandmother 
and, facing the prospect of a long 
summer vacation by himself, deter- 
mines to find his long-absent mother. 
At the insistence of one of his grand- 
mother’s friends, Masao is assigned a 
chaperone: a bumbling yakuza has- 
been who’s played, in the loudest of 
Hawaiian shirts, by Kitano himself. 
The lout, predictably enough, pro- 
ceeds to steal the kid’s money, take 
every possible wrong turn in rural 
Japan, and — eventually — win the 
kid’s heart. It’s a family film, a gentle 
comedy with an occasionally creepy 
edge — a bit like Bambi, actually, or 
Bambi Meets Godzilla, 

It-opens, this Kikujiro, with an 
image of an angel, and then another, 
and another ... 

Critics don’t like this movie much; 
it’s too far, they claim, from the soul- 


punching genre poetry of Kitano’s 
well-received blood songs Hana-bi 
and Sonatine. It’s also a bit tedious, 
meandering when it’s not maunder- 
ing, 30 minutes too long. But it’s far 
from uninteresting, particularly for © 
real fans of this most consistent of 
world-class filmmakers: the situation 
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Road movie: Kikujiro marks a departure and a return for director-actor Takeshi Kitano 


(left, with Yusuke Sekiguchi). 


provides a stage for all manner of 
time-honored Japanese deadpan 
comedy — the stuff Kitano cut his 
teeth on — and further develops the 
director’s (Kurosawa-inspired) use of 
his own whimsical paintings to back- 
drop and accent dramatic events. 
Here, those paintings actually come 
to life in young Masao’s dreams and 
nightmares, which transpire as a se- 
ries of Butoh-like performances, 
complete with grimacing demons, 
whooping “injuns,” and octopus- 
men. 

But it’s clear Kitano didn’t make 
this movie for his critics, and I bet his 
girlfriend loved every minute of it. 

Some moms I know loved it too, 
even though it’s pretty ambivalent 
about the value of maternal influence: 
it’s a film in which moms are absent, 
negligent, even heartless, and Kitano’s 
character actually sports an ukiyo-e- 
style demon-mom tattoo that covers 
his entire back. Given all that, Kikujiro 
seems very much another expression 
of Kitano’s penchant for genre revi- 
sion, the genre in question this time 
being the haha-mono, or saintly 
“mother” film, that’s well familiar to 
every Japanese filmgoer. The twist is 
that Kikujiro’s really about Dad, and 
about Kitano’s dad in particular, who 


was purportedly something of a 
yakuza good-for-nothing himself. 

It’s a heartbreaking heart-warmer, 
this one, even if Kitano bangs at your 
heartstrings with a hammer when he 
should be using a brush. Part puppet 
show, part still life, it’s a road movie 
that’s misplaced the accelerator pedal, 
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more about rest stops than rolling 
thunder. Again and again the director 
stops to take a leak, only to be joined 
by one or another of his old cronies: 
here’s “Beat” Kiyoshi, the other half of 
Kitano’s old manzai team, the Two 
Beats, and there’s the resplendent 
Fumie Hosokawa, the abundantly 
adorable gangster’s moll from 
Sonatine, here working a new variation 
on juggled melons. And so it goes, and 
goes. Kikujiro’s not bad; it’s just not 
bold, and it mainly reminds me what a 
shame it is that the superior Kids Re- 
turn has never been seen in the States. 
Never mind the rest stop: Kitano’s 
next film and first U.S. coproduction, 
Brother, is already in the can, and it’s 
set for a 2001 release. In it, Kitano 
costars with Omar Epps, and together 
this dynamic duo gang-bang their 
way across the L.A. turf and surf. 
Kikujiro may be just a gift to a girl- 
friend, but Kitano hasn't forgotten 
where his bread is buttered, and 
Brother promises to put him — com- 
plete with an emboldened body count 
and a splattery sense of cultural diver- 
sity — squarely back in the world. +

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Moving forward 


Virtual Motion takes a step into the future of theater. By Brad Rosenstein 


nyone who thinks theater has 

no new territory to explore 

should take a look at David 

Rodwin’s solo hyper-opera 

Virtual Motion. This touring 
piece, presented locally by fools- 
FURY, combines prerecorded music, 
sampled text — spoken and sung — 
and nonrealistic movement to tell a 
simple love story in discontinuous 
time. Mike has been constructing a 
virtual reality underwater simulation 
and fallen in love with Amy, a marine 
biology consultant. Their struggles to 
share their feelings with each other 
are intercut with Mike’s childhood 
flashbacks, the tensions and wonders 
of his job, and a car crash in which 
all the strands reverberate. 

Written, composed, and per- 
formed by Rodwin, the piece’s tex- 
ture is so intricate it can be difficult 
to assimilate at first. Using lip-synch 
techniques developed by composer 
John Moran, Rodwin’s own (often 
processed) voice delivers the entire 
text, and he inhabits all the charac- 
ters with abstracted movement often 
cued from literal or cartoon sound 
effects. Valeria Vasilevski’s crystalline 
direction helps to anchor the piece’s 
time-jumping density, and what 
emerges is a deeply touching story of 
emotional isolation, the fear of and 
yearning for love and contact. 

The score for violin, electric gui- 
tar, keyboards, percussion, and Nava- 
jo flute ranges from aqueously deli- 
cate to pulse-poundingly intense. 
Music, text, and movement employ

repetition to create subtle, resonant 
emotional patterns over the course of 
Mike’s life, such as the lilt in his 
mother’s reading of a bedtime story 
that recurs later in Amy’s notes to 
him. Rodwin’s malleable face and 
body expressionistically render 
Mike’s loneliness and desires, and his 
protean voice becomes the world of 
the piece, both its hypnotic sub- 
stance and its challenging form. 

The result is opera in its fullest 
sense, simultaneously honoring and 
reexamining its traditions: Mike’s 
virtual exploration of biolumines- 
cent marine life works, in a lovely 
and amusing way, exactly as the “bal- 
let” section of a 19th-century 
warhorse would. With beautifully in- 
tegrated combinations of movement 
and sound, Rodwin and Vasilevski 
realize such moments as an aban- 
doned mother’s overindulgence of 
her son and the phone reamings of 
an overbearing boss. 

The piece’s high-tech methods and 
its fractured, repetitive sense of time 
are perfectly in keeping with its tech- 
nological themes, but it’s the affect- 
ing use to which it puts those ele- 


* ments that has the greatest impact. 


Rodwin has his limitations as a 
writer and performer, but he’s clearly 
an exceptional, inspiring talent. 
Building on the splendid examples of 
Meredith Monk, Robert Wilson, 
Philip Glass, and Rinde Eckert, Rod- 
win points the way to what opera can 
become while expressing — musical- 
ly, visually, and dramatically — the

same complexity and depth of feel- 
ing that have always made it great. 


Aging poorly 

It’s true that older couples are rarely 
the subject of romantic comedy, and 
Mayo Simon means to redress that 
oversight with his play, Split, cur- 
rently premiering at the Aurora The- 
atre. Arthur (Owen Murphy), a sixty- 
ish, married, and quite settled East 
Coast professor, rushes out to Los 
Angeles when he hears his mistress of 
long-standing, Clare (Elizabeth 
Benedict), is getting married. Arthur 
can’t stand the idea of losing Clare as 
a lover, yet he’s constitutionally un- 
able to leave his wife and a life he 
hates. 

It’s a pretty tired scenario no mat- 
ter what the age of the protagonists, 
and Simon has failed to find many 
— forgive me — new wrinkles. 
Arthur is the standard paralyzed in- 
tellectual whose field of ethics pro- 
vides scant support for his con- 
science or behavior. Clare is the clas- 
sic free-spirited “other woman” who 
realizes she’s never going to land her 
man and so must settle for boring se- 
curity. Neither the characters’ ticking 
life clocks nor their accumulated 
stakes of comfort or risk provide 
much dramatic propulsion, again be- 
cause Simon’s choices are often pat 
and predictable. 

Still, the script boasts some wit and 
emotional sparks that never quite get 
their due in this production. Benedict 
seems miscast, often turning frazzled 
and strident when she needs 
to be passionate and appeal- 
ing. Murphy brings a 
charming wounded-bear 
quality to Arthur, but this 
wonderful actor often tends 
to underplay in the intimate 
Aurora space, and he 
squelches some potentially 
big moments. It’s Jack Pow- 
ell as the incarnation of 
Arthur’s inner voice, pop- 
ping up in multiple guises 
to offer negative reinforce- 
ment, who does the sharpest 
work. Loy Arcenas’s multi- 
purpose set utilizes rich tex- 
tures viewed at close range, 
an achievement his direc- 
tion can’t match with this 
limited material.

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Keeping it simple 


Meredith Monk talks about making “folk music from another planet.” 


EXCERPT FROM ATLAS, ACT II/, USED BY PERMISSION

eredith Monk is a master at 
combining forms that simul- 
taneously trigger human 
memory and emotion, en- 
dowing the most simple acts, 
phrases, and gestures with a sense of 
discovery. She is a pioneer of what are 
now called “extended vocal tech- 
niques” and “interdisciplinary perfor- 
mance” and since 1964 has created 
more than 100 works. Monk has de- 
veloped her own voice as an instru- 
ment. Using glottal breaks, sighs, and 
vocal sounds, she invents a vocabu- 
lary for her own language — at once 
primal and complex. Fourteen mem- 
bers of the San Francisco Symphony 
Chorus join with the four singers in 
the Meredith Monk and Vocal En- 
semble to present a 20-minute a cap- 
pella excerpt from her opera Atlas, 
which premiered in Houston in 1991. 


Bay Guardian: You entered the New 
York art scene at the end of the “hap- 
penings” of the 1960s. How did you 
perceive your work in relationship to 
the prevailing aesthetic and perfor- 
mance practice of the mid ’60s? 
Meredith Monk: I enjoyed what the 
visual artists were doing at that time. 
Because they didn’t come from a 
time-art background, but a visual 
background, they used the materials 
in a plastic way. I’m glad that I got to 
see a little of that work. But what I 
was doing was very different, and I 
was very alone. It was 1965 when I 
first [started] working with my voice 
in my own way. I come from a classi- 
cal music background, at Sarah 
Lawrence and Banff, and I have a 


background in music composition. I 
had also been a folksinger, singing at 
birthday parties with my guitar. So at 
that time I only had glimpses of what 
I wanted to do. When I first came to 
New York I performed in galleries. 
Those pieces were more cinematic 
and gesturally based — I was con- 
cerned with how to do live cinema, 
how to structure things more like a 
film. The sound was with tape, a 
complicated collage layering of tape. I 
missed singing a lot, and sat at the 
piano doing vocalizations, and one 
day I just had this revelation, that the 
voice could be just as flexible as the 
body. You could have limitless colors, 
characters, male and female, all ages 
—a kinetic instrument. I could make 
my own vocabulary, built on my own 
voice, the way I had as a choreogra- 
pher. That was the mid 60s. My work 
was very intense, caterwauling, al- 
most yelling. I was playing organ and 
singing. So I really didn’t have a 
precedent, and what I was doing was 
very different from the prevailing 
aesthetic, which was more deadpan. 
People responded pretty strongly 
right from the beginning with what I 
was doing vocally. Especially jazz mu- 
sicians gave me a lot of support. 

BG: Did you work with any of the 
jazz musicians? 

MM: No, but Sam Rivers gave me a 
lot of support and told me to keep 
going. Colin Wolcott of the group 
Oregon produced my first record. 

BG: Your work has a certain co- 
herency, a simplicity of a language of 
images and sounds that you have de- 
veloped that is very compelling. You 


can take an everyday phenomenon — 
such as drinking water, or shadows — 
and give an audience a new percep- 
tion, a fresh view on these experiential 
bites of everyday life. 

MM: In Magic Frequencies, a sci- 
ence fiction opera, we consciously 
tried to take ordinary things and 
make them more magical. By putting 
it in another context, it becomes 
something extraordinary, cosmic. 
There was a scene where we were eat- 
ing corn, and then there’s a man and 
woman sitting at the dinner table. I 
finally bring in this plate of corn. Be- 
hind the scenes there are these three 
extraterrestrial characters, and they're 
very curious. They finally enter into 
the room and try to figure out what 
to do with the corn. The music and 
the image counterpoint each other, so 
that they are not paralleling each 
other. The experience is richer that 
way. I also try to balance humor with 
the other emotions. 

BG: Marcel Duchamp once said, “I 
force myself into self-contradiction to 
avoid following my taste.” In contrast, 
your work has been characterized by a 
specific and recognizable aesthetic ap- 
plied to various media, which is in fact 
a very different approach, a departure 
from the Cagean model of the disem- 
bodied and detached stance of the 
artist. 

MM: I think that’s very true; it’s a 
different sensibility. In the larger 
works, I am weaving together a lot of 
different elements, and that requires 
a “centered” sensibility. But I do think 
very hard when starting a new work 
to start totally from zero, taking 
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Meredith Monk: “You have to have this one side of the brain, the intuition side, to get 
the materials, but you have to have the other side of the brain, which has a rigor, a 


structure, a more architectural mentality.” 


nothing for granted, not to make the 
same piece that I did before. The 
world is so business-oriented. People 
want to know two years in advance 
what the piece is going to be about — 
the name of the piece, what is the 
piece going to be, how many people 
are you going to be working with, 
what do you want your lighting plot 
to be. And I don’t know yet, so you 
become a manufacturer. I feel that 
that-is part of being an artist — to 
tolerate the unknown — and that is 
what allows the mystery. 

BG: You once said, “The more per- 
sonal a work is, the more universal it 
becomes.” What did you mean? 

MM: What I meant by that is that 
you can tell when someone’s work is 
authentic and when it’s not. You can 
tell something is more pasted on, 
when concepts get in the way, when 
they are doing something they think 
they are supposed to be doing. There 
is a certain level of truth that tran- 
scends and communicates to almost 
anybody. 

BG: Male soprano Randall Wong 
(who sings Lonely Spirit in Atlas) 
spoke of your use of nontraditional 
sounds and that you develop a reliance 
on the phonemes rather than text to 
carry the meaning of a scene — a sort 
of primal language not based on words. 
An emotional affect, if you will. 

MM: In Atlas, which is nonlinear, 
the musical lines themselves actually 
stress what is going on with the char- 


acters. So by the musical lines, and 
the sounds that I choose — the 
phonemes make a certain timbre, 
color, or texture — [even] without 
having text you really know very well 
what is going on in the scene. The 
voice is a language; you don't really 
need English on top of the voice; it 
speaks directly to our hearts and 
transcends culture. So that’s why we 
can perform all over the world, and 
people can respond to the music very 
directly. We just returned from 
Taipei. We have a big audience in Tai- 
wan. Without having to deal with 
English, it really expresses a certain 
emotion. We separate ourselves — I 
speak English; you speak Cantonese; 
you speak Taiwanese. When you take 
that particular language away, the 
work expresses a universal human 
emotion, rather than telling the audi- 
ence how they are supposed to feel. 

BG: How do you think about ges- 
ture? The notion of gesture is expanded 
and evolved in your work. For in- 
stance, you work with musical gestures; 
instinctual gestures; body gestures; 
grand, epochal, almost archetypal ges- 
tures. 

MM: I think gesture is something 
that has interested me in different 
ways. In the early days I worked with 
vocal gesture. “Sigh Melody” is a 
piece that evolves from sighs and also 
uses more kinetic vocal gestures such 
as jumping, sliding, spiraling. These

wenty-six years ago we blazed a trail by 
being the first newspaper to present “Best 
Of” awards.

eventually end up being in the voice. 
I feel that my movement style has 
been much more gestural, rather than 
coming from the Western European 
tradition of the body extended'in 
space, and a body that stretches be- 
yond itself — balletic, geometric 
space. I’m more interested in the 
body as itself. Here the movement is 
axial and always has a gestural, 
human scale. I’ve often played with 
gesture itself, like how do you do a 
cannon of people waving with their 
hands; how do you do a counterpoint 
of picking something up and putting 
it down? 

BG: How was the score for Atlas de- 
veloped? Wong reported you giving the 
singers musical materials, thematic 
lines, working in layers, motives, musi- 
cal cells, layered materials. Some was 
purely melodic line, other parts more 
collagelike. How has your process of 
working with singers and musicians 
changed over the years? 

MM: I worked alone on Atlas for 
three years, on the music, before I 
workshopped it. I worked for one 
month with an ensemble that took 
two years to audition. I heard four 
hundred singers and chose eighteen. 
Then I had to choose the music from 
what I had previously written. In 
Atlas, everybody has solos and a place 
to shine, but the ensemble work is in- 
tricate. You have to build from 
scratch a very good ensemble. Then I 
go back to the piano to change some 
material, and then another rehearsal 
period. I wanted everybody to know 
all the material of the whole opera. I 
wanted everybody to know where the 
decisions were coming from. I didn’t 
want a situation where everybody is 
only interested in caring about what 
they as individuals have to do. I want- 
ed everybody to care about what 
everybody had to do. Finally, at the 
end of November I assigned the 
parts. I spent the budget the Houston 
Opera gave me on the performers 
rather than on expensive sets. 

BG: Regarding your scores, have you 
developed your own system of notation 
as well? How much is notated and how 
much is idiomatic? 

MM: Some of the early works, I 
used graphic notation. I’m pretty 
much a nonpaper kind of person. I 
use it as a memory device, yet I’ve 
been struggling with this issue for the 
past ten years. I’ve been trying to get 
some stuff down on paper, particu- 
larly for other choruses — the Pacific 
Mozart Ensemble did a really beauti- 
ful job on Atlas. Yet I work more 
from the oral tradition. Some of my 
solo pieces are impossible to notate 
— how do you show how the per- 
former is to deal with the principle of 
the singing? Asa result I decided I 
would rather not have people look at 
[some things], and yet [I’d] publish 
the things that people might have fun 
performing, and convey that infor- . 
mation while I’m still alive. 

BG: American contemporary com- 


posers have been influenced by, and 
have studied, music from African, 
Asian, and Latin cultures. Steve Reich 
has studied African ploy rhythms, 
Philip Glass has traveled to India 
twenty-one times, and Terry Riley has 
also studied South Asian music. How 
has non-Western music influenced 
your ideas and aesthetics in music 
making? 

MM: What happened with me is 
that I started working with my own 
voice and my own body, my own in- 
struments. As I was working over the 
years, people would say, “Oh, that re- 
minds me of that glottal break in 
Balkan music,’ and I would say, “I ° 
never really heard Balkan music,” and 
they would play it for me, and I 
would say, “Oh, that is really beautiful 
music.” As I went along over the years 
I started realizing that as you work 
alone on your own instrument — 
and you are not just doing the West- 
ern tradition of the pear-shaped tone 
— you basically come across different 
sounds and ways of producing 
sounds that exist in a lot of different 
cultures. For me it was more of an af- 
firmation of what I was doing. I feel 
more like a poet or something. You 
have to have isolation to be able to 
find out what your authentic voice is. 
It’s not enough to be able to do all 
these different things, do tricks and 
things; it’s not enough to bea virtu- 
oso. That might be where you get 
your material, but as a creator you 
have to be able to step back. I’ve seen 
people who are trying to work in 
kind of a visceral way, but structural- 
ly it is not rigorous enough; it’s 
amorphous. So | think you have to 
have this one side of the brain, the in- 
tuition side, to get the materials, but 
you have to have the other side of the 
brain, which has a rigor, a structure, a 
more architectural mentality. You 
have to find out what you have to say, 
what is your voice. You need enough 
quiet to hear what your voice is. 

BG: The term avant-garde is archaic 
and historical, yet it seems to be used 
to describe your work. ; 

MM: I’ve always had a hard time 
with that term and never wanted to 
have any associations with it whatso- 
ever. For me associations with the 
avant-garde were in the 1920s, after 
World War I, when people were really 
trying to break down what had gone 
before them. And that had a truth, 
because the world that they knew had 
totally disintegrated. They were try- 
ing to shock the public and get rid of 
the bourgeoisie, the middle class, and 
then, much later, the other time I as- 
sociate it with is in the 1950s in 
music, where they were trying to 
break through tonality in European 
music. I just feel like these things I’m 
doing have always existed in all 
sources. 

BG: In some ways it’s like an art-folk 
music. 

MM: People have called my music 
“folk music from-another planet,” 
and someone once said, “folk music 
from a culture she invented

S.F. Symphony’s “American Mavericks” 
festival is extraordinary business as usual.

onventional wisdom traditional- 

ly had it that America’s rough 

beast might be best soothed with 

high culture — and what better 

bromide than classical music? 
This notion, rooted in the 19th century 
(and, guarded by old money and the 
past, still hanging on precariously), suf- 
fered a series of assaults as the 20th 
century progressed. American popular 
song and folk idioms existed be- 


seems extraordinary business as usual. 
It’s safe to say that no orchestra ap- 
proaching SFS’s caliber is so dedicated 
to the American and 20th-century 
repertoire. More remarkable still, 
MTT has managed to make the sym- 
phony audience not just tolerant of, 
but actually enthusiastic about, this 
“unpopular” music. 

Which is not to say some subscribers 


that I find some of this work more 
compelling to read about than to actu- 
ally listen to.) 

Tilson Thomas's favorites are icono- 
clasts accepted only warily (if at all) 
into that academic vanguard. Consid- 
ered “unclassifiable” yet eschewing the 
cerebral for the inclusive — folk id- 
ioms, non-Western influence, social 
commentary — they look more like 
quintessentially American composers 
every day. It’s no accident that many 
developed their voice well outside the 
conservatory, in semirural isolation or 
West Coast bohemias. New England 
insurance seller Charles Ives com- 
posed his astonishing canon more or 
less for private pleasure, then quit 
long before his belated public discov- 
ery. 1916’s Symphony no. 4 (on 
Fri/9’s “Maverick Icons” bill) explodes 

with bucolic, patriotic quotes 


fore 1900, but the new century 
seemed to hemorrhage new 
forms, each as intoxicating to 
some as it appeared corruptive to 
others: ragtime, jazz, Tin Pan 
Alley, hillbilly, R&B, rock and 
roll, hip-hop, and more: 

Several factors conspired to 
push “serious” music even fur- 
ther from popular embrace. 
World War I brought with it 
heightened cultural xenophobia 
— even as immigrant waves con- 
tinued to diversify our listening 
palate — lending patriotic muscle 
to the average Joe’s disdain for 
“longhair” music. And the mod- 
ernist aesthetic borne of global 
mayhem and metropolitan bustle 
inspired new composers to reach 
for truths beyond beauty andhar- 
mony. Attempts to forge an American 
musical classicism — indebted to, yet 
distinct from, European models — 
only drove the wedge deeper between 
“high” and “low” culture. 

Today it goes without saying that 
made-in-the-USA pop dominates the 
world’s soundtracks, But the marginal- 
ization of homegrown symphonic and 
chamber composition is regrettable. 
The last century did produce, if seldom 
encourage, some brilliant, original, yes 


~ even pleasurable American music mas- 


ters. Too bad the stereotype of atonal 
musings left true innovators appreciat- 
ed by so few. 

These composers exude rugged indi- 
vidualism in posterity, but their biogra- 
phies too often trace a broken trail of 
grand projects ignored (Scott Joplin), 
deferred too long (Gershwin), or unre- 
alized (Harry Partch). The what- 
might-have-been is awesome to con- 
sider. The exhilarating compromises 
and leaps of faith, excavated on those 
rare occasions when the necessary cash, 
sales ability, and energy are sum- 
moned. On that score, music lovers 
can add the San Francisco Symphony’s 
current “American Mavericks” bash to 
the ever dwindling list of Reasons We 
Love San Francisco. 

Not long ago a stray contemporary 
piece on the symphony’s calendar was 
shocking. Six Michael Tilson Thomas 
seasons later, a large-scale, pander-free 
“American Mavericks” festival just

don’t leave after Haydn is done and 
Charles Ives looms, or that a “Maver- 
icks” bill (at least any not featuring 
members of the Grateful Dead, as in 
95) will ever outdraw Beethoven. Yet 
populism is hardly absent from this 
month’s 12 concerts. “A Copland 
Journey,” on June 23 and 24, provides 
Tilson Thomas another opportunity to 
chart that best-liked U.S. composer’s 
progress from early experimentation 
to his defining explorations of sym- 
phonic Americana. June 10’s “Salute 
to the Duke,” with gospel star Queen 
Esther Morrow and other guests, pre- 
sents several of Ellington’s myriad cre- 
ative sides: secular and sacred tune- 
smith, African American “classical” 
hybridizer able to adapt memorably to 
any structural or instrumental require- 
ment. These programs might suit any 
orchestra’s “summer pops” agenda, 
but their inclusion here underlines 
both composers’ status as masters of a 
truly American, composite musical 
aesthetic. 

Representing the usual, narrower 
definition of an avant-garde are works 
by John Cage, Morton Feldman, Mil- 
ton Babbitt, Earle Brown, Terry Riley 
(bring something to toot or bang along 
with on his seminal In C), Carl Rug- 
gles, Edgar Varese, Conlon Nancarrow, 
Lukas Foss, and even Frank Zappa — 
experimenters, in varying degrees, with 
chance, tonality, improvisation, 
rhythm, and technology. (I should note 


and emotional colors that still 
seem startlingly progressive. 

Lou Harrison (still active at 
84, saluted with a full program 
Thurs/15), and Henry Cowell 
(Fri/16’s “America Under- 
ground” features his Piano Con- 
certo), Californians to the core, 
found “exotic” Asia as germane 
as Europe to their musical melt- 
ing pot. Like the less-remem- 
bered “Bad Boy of Music” 
George Antheil, whose A Jazz 
Symphony and Ballet mécanique 
(showcased Sun/11) scandalized 
the 1920s, their quest for rele- 
vance was too often judged as 
mere novelty. 

That implicitly social spirit in- 
fused the 1960s, breeding com- 
posers both extroverted and 
meditative. A minimalist school 
emerged to reclaim music’s potential 
for transcendence, even religious 
(and/or psychedelic) rapture. Time has 
proved Steve Reich by far its most valu- 
able proponent, even as he (like Philip 
Glass and John Adams) moved beyond 
the parameters they'd invented. This 
generation’s pull toward collaboration, 
theater, and multimedia is worth not- 
ing — communication and communi- 
ty are key even when the means appear 
abstract. Hindenburg (on an all-Reich 
program Sat/17—Sun/18) and Meredith 
Monk’s opera Atlas (performed in 
choral excerpt Fri/9) are performance 
narratives about travel, both geograph- 
ic and spiritual. 

Monk may be the very apotheosis of 
democratic musicality. Building ele- 
mental chord progressions into grand 
designs, uniquely enthralled by the 
human voice, her playful art is like Es- 
peranto: strange yet familiar, reaching 
toward utopian commonality. 

That idealism recurs throughout 
Tilson Thomas’s choices for “Ameri- 
can Mavericks.” Often considered odd- 
ball or obscure, the most visionary 
composers and pieces here in fact 
shrug off decorum in search of a more 
universal greeting.

ast August I wrote a column that 
[ ies some of the problems 

facing the Bay Area music commu- 
nity and elucidated the need for a 
coalition to combat those and other 
problems. The biggest problem pre- 
sented was the abuse and harassment 
of local clubs by police — particularly 
by the Southern Station, then led by 
Capt. Dennis Martel— brought on by 
everything from supposed noise ordi- 
nance abuses to the perceived fostering 
of criminal environments (particularly 
in relation to drugs). Since then Martel 
has been transferred, perhaps owing 
somewhat to the efforts of the San 
Francisco Late Night Coalition, but 
not before reducing SoMa’s club count 
by no less than 50 percent. Martel’s 
parting swipe at the Maritime Hall 
months ago spoke volumes about the 


~ pettiness with which he employed po- 


lice power in his district, and his de- 
parture from Southern Station raised 
cheers from club owners Bay Area 
wide. 

In clubland the news seems to get 
even a little better. Berkeley’s harass- 
ment of the punk venue Gilman Street 
seems to have subsided for the time 
being, and the Stork Club, with the 
hearty support of its patrons, narrowly 
averted closure last month over a per- 
mitting snafu when it stopped serving 
food. Riffage.com recently purchased 


got it 


the Great American Music Hall, and so 
far the club’s staff couldn’t be happier. 
The management, booking, and night 
staff will all remain the same, and the 
club is slated to receive in-house Web- 
casting equipment and revamped light 
and sound systems. 

But there are still problems in the 
Bay Area’s music community. There 
are changes occurring in this city as a 
result of economic and population 
growth, changes over which we have 
little control. It may not be as much of 
an “us” and “them” situation as some 
longtime Bay Area residents have ex- 
pressed, but without a doubt, if you 
are not a part of the solution, you are 
most certainly a part of the problem. 
As recently reported, the Art Explosion 
rehearsal space, home to no small 
number of Bay Area musical groups, 
has fallen victim to gentrification, hav- 
ing been served with an eviction no- 
tice. Within weeks the same fate befell 
Division Hi-Fi Recording Studios. 
Both incidents were followed by small 
benefit shows, the former at the Par- 
adise, the latter at Bottom of the Hill. 
All this says nothing about personal 
evictions and rent hikes experienced 
by artists all over the Bay. Last year I 
moaned about lack of organization 
among musicians and the need for a 
political group to represent the inter- 
ests of the music community. Though 
I received letters from people willing 
to volunteer for such a group, no one 
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by cory brown 


seemed up to the daunting task of 
starting from scratch. I’m sorry it’s 
taken me so long, but I am happy to 
tell you that you don’t have to. 

According to its Web site 
(www.cjah.org), the Coalition for 
Jobs, Arts and Housing “is a commu- 
nity based association of artists, busi- 
nesses and residents who are working 
to protect industry, business, artists 
and low and moderate income resi- 
dents from the threat of displacement 
by luxury condos disguised as ‘artists’’ 
live-work lofts.” The group is fiscally 
sponsored by the California Lawyers 
for the Arts and is funded through 
grants (such as the San Francisco 
Fund) and donations. Judging from 
the lack of recent info on its Web site 
and from its office hours (Fridays 
only), it is clear the coalition needs a 
lot more help with its cause. Funds are 
needed desperately for a full-time or- 
ganizer, a publicity budget, and hear- 
ing fees. Potential volunteers should 
call CJAH at (415) 291-8604 and leave 
contact info on the machine. Dona- 
tions should be made out to Califor- 
nia Lawyers for the Arts (write “For 
CJAH” on the check or money order) 
and sent to CJAH at 870 Market St., 
Suite 1128, San Francisco, CA 94102.

Mother Dub 


ow unequivocal can one be? The 
1 of Smith and Mighty’s 

Bass Is Maternal (Studio K7) is 
cause for massive celebration. Load 
the bassbins in the flatbeds right 
now, park them on opposite ends of 
traffic-mashed Market, and drop the 
needle. Then claim the streets, jump 
and bruk out to these magnificently 
miscegenated riddims all night till- 
daylight, as the authorities stare, 
bewildered. 

Bass Is Maternal is the quintessen- 
tial lost album, the grand Bristolian 
convergence of Blackbrit dub and An- 
glorave that metastasized into Tricky 
and Massive Attack’s downtempo, 
Roni Size and Krust’s jungle, and 4 
Hero’s Afrofuturism. From the open- 
ing — in which’80s big-hair rock 
guitar chords are sucked into a 
whirlpool of reversed snares and 
tones — the difference is audaciously 
made, feels like a lurching-forward 
motion. “Is this a dream or some- 
thing for real?” Tappa Zukie hollers 
on “Jungle Man Corner,” amid a by- 
now-familiar churn of stuttering hi- 
hats and 808 depth charges, while the 
youths on the jungleman’s corner 
scoff at the hippies, “King of Rock!” 

Even as they dis the past, Smith 
and Mighty tribute their own rock 
and pop roots, turning on “Walking,” 
an exquisite dub rendering of the 


David-Bacharach hit “Walk on By” 
and offering up a two-step template 
in one of a few U2 nods, “Drowning.” 
It’s hard to remember that when this 
was recorded, in 1989, the musical 
genres the album would spawn still 
had no name. When Bass Is Maternal 
finally saw the light of day in a limited 
release on Smith and Mighty’s own 
indie More Rockers label, in 1995, 
critics recognized the record for its 
wide influence. Looking back, the 
record seems like Mother Dub’s 
grand statement — a gift to her pre- 
cocious children and grandchildren as 
they made ready to conquer the 
world. 

The dub outfit Alpha and Omega 
were also formed back in this fertile 
time when worlds were colliding. 
Early on, the mysterious duo were 
unleashing a one-drop so heavy it 
felt like it was delivered from Miami 
or Detroit rather than the south Eng- 
lish coast. They quickly found.a 
home among the legendarily selec- 
tive audiences of Jah Shaka’s time- 
honored dance. They practiced for 
years on garage four-track demos be- 
fore actually releasing tracks, and 
their sound arrived just in time for 
Britain’s great convergence of ambi- 
ent, techno, and dub. 

Their 16th album release is Mysti- 
cal Things (BSI). John Sprosen and 
Christine Woodbridge, the alpha and 
the omega, create a sound that is the

heaviest dub around. Where Tubby’s 
was about space, Scratch’s moved to- 
ward density, and the latter is the 
path Alpha and Omega have taken. 
Just compare “It Hurts/There Must 
Be a Dub” here with its early dub, 
“Show Me a Purpose,” versions of 
which can be found on Safe ii the Ark 
(A & O) or Sound System Dub (ROIR 
USA). There, the danceable steppers 
beat seemed prayerful, hopeful. But 
“It Hurts/There Must Be a Dub” plays 
like a slow explosion, the riddims and 
melodies at the center combusting in 
domino fashion, while oscillations 
and echoes hurtle outward in funnels 
of sharded noise. Mystical Things dub 
is full of new signs: crawling tempos, 
buzz-sawing bass lines, stormy waves 
of guitar and melodica, agitated 
wakes of reverb. 

Is it mere coincidence that just as 
jungle, having sped so quickly to the 
edge of chaos, seems on the verge of 
exhausting itself, Mother Dub ap- 
pears to be making her next move? 
Like Miss Mando’s ghost in Michael 
Thelwell’s novel rendering of The 
Harder They Come, she may be speak- 
ing in tongues, warning and mourn- 
ing through host channels. Bass Is 
Maternal prefigured a progeny eager 
to travel at the speed of its thoughts. 
But on Mystical Things there are times 
when the utter weight of it all feels 
burdensome, a closely held secret 
with grave implications, +

Guitarist Nels Cline, known to indie 
rock fans for his work in the Geraldine 
Fibbers and Mike Watt’s band, re- 
ceived the 1999 L.A. Weekly Music 
Award for Best New Genre/Uncatego- 
rizable Artist. Judging by the music on 
his new CD The Inkling and on The 
Other Shore, featuring his twin broth- 
er, drummer-percussionist Alex Cline, 
in a collaborative trio with electric 
violinist-mandolinist Jeff Gauthier 
and guitarist G.E. Stinson, that award 
could be shared with the entire stable 
of the two-year-old, Venice-based 
Cryptogramophone label. 

Since the late 1970s, when he, Alex, 
Gauthier, and the late composer- 
bassist Eric von Essen formed the jazz- 
oriented improvisational chamber 
group Quartet Music, Nels Cline has 
been skittering around the edges of 
classifications and inventing personal 
idioms to suit his various projects. The 
sounds he makes and the emotional 
temperaments he explores with his 
acoustic and electric guitars range even 
further afield through jazz, rock, and 
grinding noise than the better-known 
Bill Frisell and John Scofield, and his 


Marvin Gaye 
The Final Concert (Right Stuff) 


Along with Stevie Wonder, Marvin Gaye 
was one of Motown’s greatest contri- 
butions to pop music, Gaye was a 
sweet-voiced interpreter-writer of a 
lighter shade of soul than his Memphis 
or Chicago counterparts, but despite 
the sweeping strings or female accom- 
paniment that was the basis of his hit 
making, the undercurrent of dread was 
everywhere: in the tambourine hiss of 
“Heard It Through the Grapevine,” the 
eerie spaces of “What's Goin’ On,” the 
bluesy melismas of “Sexual Healing” 
— wimpy he wasn’t. 

But onstage Gaye was notoriously 
un-self-assured, and on this final 
document, his “last concert” (taken 
from board tapes or perhaps a boot- 

_ legger — the sound quality is atro- 
cious), his legend is put through the 


- fade in and out. 


penchant for improvisation allows 
him to stretch out for 15 minutes at a 
time without circling back on himself. 

Similarly, Alex Cline has the mas- 
tery and ingenuity to manipulate 
skins, sticks, cymbals, and miscella- 
neous percussion with the delicacy re- 
quired of classical chamber music and 
the ECM label (for which he has 
recorded) or the rambunctious funk- 
fusion power necessary to drive the 
Wadada Leo Smith—Henry Kaiser Yo 
Miles! band. 

Both of these recordings ask the lis- 
tener to let go of conventional notions 
of musical structure and surrender to 
the sometimes seemingly abstract flow 
of sound, whether for the three- 
minute interval associated with a pop 
song or for what used to amount to an 
entire album side. Both are studies in 
texture, with the instrumentalists gen- 
erating myriad rich, liquid, scratchy, 
polished, and jangly timbres that in- 
tertwine in delightfully puzzling 
Rorschach-like patterns. And both 
offer more than a few Derek Bailey— 
like moments that make you wonder 
where in the hell that musical idea 
came from. 

By and large, The Other Shore is the 
darker, more ambient work, owing to 
the extended electric drones of Gau- 
thier’s violin and Stinson’s guitars. It’s 
a series of sonic trips that space music 
fans could love, with atmospheric 
washes and ethereal fades, occasional- 
ly punctuated by temple bells and 
gongs. But even in the drifting sensa- 
tions of the longest pieces, such as the 
opening “Asunder” (11:46), “Left On” 
(10:20), “Nothing to Teach” (9:48), 
and “Driving to Iceland” (12:46), or 
the evocatively titled “Oceans Once 
Deserts,” there’s a sense that three 
canny minds are in full command. 
And few New Age musicians would 
cut loose with the kind of rattling, 
pounding, scratching, and free-form 
outbursts heard in “Froggy’s Midnight 
Cabaret,” “Gigantic Human Frame,” 
and “Born from Moisture.” 

The jazz roots that more obviously 


meat grinder. Like his country- 
and-western doppelganger 
George Jones, Gaye sounds and 
acts like a third-grader squirm- 
ing in his seat, tentative and 
nerved out. His exhortations to 
the audience sound beyond 
forced, and his mighty vocals 


Of note here is the utterly 
macabre rap and song called 
“Joy (Dedication to My Father),” 
in which Gaye sings of how his dad’s 
singing and dancing at revival meet- 
ings saved his life. (Gaye's father mur- 
dered the singer in 1984.) This is the 
kind of sick joke that his memory can 
live without; Actually, as a testament 
to this great artist, the whole disc is 
best left aside — any collection of his 
hits or the discs What's Going On or 
Let's Get It On are worthy of your 
time; this ain’t. (Johnny Angel)

inform The Inkling can be traced back 
not to bop or swing but rather to the 
postmodern implications of bassist 
Mark Dresser’s long tenure in the An- 
thony Braxton Quartet and his associ- 
ation with pianist Marilyn Crispell, as 
well as drummer Billy Mintz’s experi- 
ence with Vinny Golia, Charles Lloyd, 
Alan Broadbent, and others. The 
presence of Zeena Parkins’s jittery 
acoustic and electric harp, on all but 3 
of the 10 tracks, further teases out the 
experimental “new music” nuances. 
Above all, however, The Inkling is a 
tour de force guitar album. When 
Cline plays acoustic, he generates a 
kind of distorted folk music feeling, 
and his electric riffs spin away from 
Pat Martino and John McLaughlin 
toward a less tidy and often grungy 
galaxy. Taken together, these two re- 
leases remind us that figuring out the 
music is not half as rewarding as fol- 
lowing it.

Bangs 

Sweet Revenge (Kill Rock Stars) 
Halfway through the punked-up Go- 
Go’s pogo of their second album, 
Bangs crank out a rough-rockin’, 
tough-talkin’ diatribe against small- 
town slander. “The gossip zombies are 
out tonight and they’re out for 
blood!” guitarist Sarah Utter mock- 
warns in her turned-up hiccup. Belin- 
da Carlisle and co. may have coun- 
tered the same problem with silence 
on “Our Lips Are Sealed,” but this 
Northwest trio bring on the noise, 
fighting liar with liar. Opening with 
the whiplash crash of “Fast Easy 
Love,” Sweet Revenge is a relentless 
watch-your-back rock attack. 

Which doesn’t necessarily mean 
Bangs’ no-holds-barred punk barrage 
is as life-or-death as the band would 
like you to believe. Despite their lyri- 
cal thuggery, Utter, bassist Maggie 
Vail, and new drummer Kyle Er- 
matinger are all about talking the talk 
— loudly, Which shouldn’t totally 
surprise fans of Tiger Beat, Bangs’ 
debut, which hinted that they were 
more power riff than power pop, 
more “Johnny, Are You Queer?” than 
“Vacation.” In the two years since, 
they’ve made their influences even 
more obvious: Sweet Revenge might as 
well be the butt rock jukebox version 
of Beauty and the Beat. The searing, 
sneering “Scorpi-oh” is pure Van 
Halen, and “Undo Everything” could 
be a Bon Jovi remake of “Fading Fast.” 

Bangs one-up those washed-up 
cock rockers, however, by writing 
smart and funny lyrics about lovers 
and liars who've dared to double- 
cross their path. Sure, they’re just 
blowing smoke, but it’s rare for bluffs 
to inspire such guiltless air guitaring 
in the bedroom mirror. Even when 
they fall for a few lyrical clinkers 
(“Gotta feel your touch / | want it so 
much!”), Utter and Vail’s perfectly in- 
terlocking, interchanging vocals keep 
the music itself from becoming an 
empty threat. On the contrary, Bangs 
rock and roll like nobody’s business. 
Who’s got the beat? (Jimmy Draper) 


Thuja 

The Deer Lay Down Their Bones 
(tUMULt Laboratories) 

The Deer Lay Down Their Bones offers 
the world its first glimpse into the 
opium den of the San Francisco out- 
rock ensemble Thuja, the collaborative 
effort between Mirza members Steven 
R. Smith and Glenn Donaldson, id 
battery's Loren Chasse, and Rob 
Reger. 

Thuja gently coax a hazy melan- 
cholia from their impressionistic im- 
provisations, using a broad knowledge 
of sonic alchemy and psychedelic ab- 
straction. The instrumentation — 
droning organs, a pointillist dab of 
piano, the sad cry of a guitar, and vari- 
ous scrapings of rocks and sticks — co- 
alesces into vaguely structured ele- 
ments where rhythm and melody are 
just barely tangible. The band’s impro- 
visational process tends to fragment 
and drift as each of the four members 
takes a separate musical path, indiffer- 
ent to the others’ soft clatter. 

These improvisations are certainly 
not the result of hippie-dipshit self- 
indulgence. The band take great care 
in molding the context of fragility, 
presenting each of their sounds as if 
they were delicate glass baubles sus- 
pended in space by a fine silken 
thread. The clinking baubles offer a 
beautiful crystalline resonance, but 
also threaten to shatter if handled in- 
correctly. Thuja have concocted a fas- 
cinating, if hard to pin down, vocabu- 
lary that references U.K. cultist film 
The Wicker Man, the old Dif Juz 
records on 4AD, :Zoviet* France:, and 
the way-way-out Japanese psychedelic 
damage of the Taj Mahal Travelers.

Greatest Hits (Capitol/Right Stuff) 
What can you say about the soul- 
crazed, psyched-out, rhythm ma- 
chine-joke master—phrase maker that 
hasn’t already been said? Nuthin,’ of 
course, but I'll give it a shot: Any 
record collection sans G.C. or P-Funk 
simply isn’t a collection. You can ease 
your embarrassment with George’s 
greatest hits as a solo artist (plus a 
bonus outtake from P-Funk’s 1976 
Mothership Connection tour, a rever- 
berant version of “Do That Stuff?” 
with snappin’ bass and thunderin’ 
drums). 

The kids will recognize “Atomic 
Dog” as the basis for Snoop’s “What's 
My Name,” and they'll hear the loops 
for more hip-hop hit making than 
can be counted here. But anyone who 
thinks that Clinton’s muse went out 
the window post P-Funk is nuts: “Do 
Fries Come with That Shake?,” 
“Quickie,” and the slap at Bowie's 
“Let’s Dance” (titled “Last Dance” — 
it blows Ziggy Stardust to bits) are as 
great as anything the maestro ever 
committed to vinyl. Always on the 
move, always yukking it up and funk- 
ing it out, Clinton carried the torch lit 
by Sly Stone and James Brown one 
step beyond — and still hasn’t put it 
down. An absolute must to own!

Light waves 


don’t know when I started reviving my fusion jones. It’s one of those 

things that’s as hard to pinpoint as the moment you first pronounced your 

name correctly, or when you discovered you liked chocolate. So hard, in 

fact, that every moment I point to — like the instant I realized Id rather 

hear the new P’Taah album than watch Dragonball Z— turns out to bea 
symptom of an unspoken craving that could be musical, a product of my up- 
bringing, or the result of having more time on my hands than I’m used to. 

The latest symptoms of my unabated fusionism, however, were significant 
because they helped me finally realize exactly why I like fusion. Or, more pre- 
cisely, why I like the kind of fusion I like most. 

The P’Taah episode was actually one of two back-to-back fusion moments. 
The first came during an afternoon at a local guitar shop, discussing Billy 
Cobham’s “Red Baron” with two blues/folk/country rockers who you would 
think would be more likely to be carrying on about Otis Rush, Blind Blake, 
Django Reinhardt or Albert Lee (the fact that one of the two guitar shop guys 
is a dead ringer for Jeff Beck notwithstanding). Thing was, instead of going on 
about John McLaughlin’s right-hand technique or how Van Halen and his 
spin-offs are to Alan Holdsworth what Popeye's is to Sunday dinner at my 
grandma’s (rest her soul and my cholesterol count), we talked about the tune 
itself, the groove, the space, the textures, concluding that the coolest fusion 
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tunes don’t always have the 
trickiest time signatures, the 
blazingest unison heads, or the 
craziest 64th-note runs. 

That stuck in my mind later 
when trying to figure out why I 
couldn't shake the feeling that 
P’Taah’s Compressed Light is a 
stealth fusion album — a feeling 
I got before I was 30 seconds 
into the electric Miles—ish open- 
er “Million Miles.” First of all, 
P’Taah isn’t a group; it’s house 
producer Chris Brann 
(Wamdue Project), who enlisted 
a number of live players and vo- 
calists to realize his concept. The 
scurrying jazz samples, the occasional Cobham-esque drumming, guitarist Ede 
Wright’s brief Holdsworthian turns — those were hints, yet not quite enough 
to niake the case. The more I thought about it, the more I realized I'd heard 
those things on a number of different records this year that definitely weren't 
fusion, at least not to me. (If having Holdsworth-like solos makes you fusion, 
say hello to Mike and the Mechanics.) And Brann revealing that he had been 
digging a lot of jazz fusion — Jan Garbarek, Keith Jarrett — was interesting 
but again, hardly conclusive. I mean, just because John Popper likes John 
Coltrane doesn’t mean I wanna hear him play “Giant Steps.” 

What ultimately convinced me were the aforementioned grooves, space, 
and textures and the knowing, understated way Brann manipulates them, 
random-accessing rhythmic, textural and melodic samples — horn bleats, 
percussion, keyboards, synth strings — over the basic track, often blurring the 
lines between his cyborg self and the “organic” players and vocalists. 

“Do You Keep It Near You,” for example, features the familiar glossy washes 
of sound, only here they’re cattle-prodded by a furious drum workout. Mean- 
while, above it all a disembodied guitar figure (culled from Herbie Hancock’s 
“Hang Up Your Hangups”) spars with a ghostly melisma and a plaintive sax 
for top of the heap. 

On “The Answer Is Silence” Brann conjures an ECM jazz-styled play space 
for sax player Kebbi Williams’s modal lines, then goes Afro-Brazilian on 
“Uriel Bridge.” Then its Wright’s turn for some fleet-fingered solo lines while 
Brann ups the velocity on his Brazilian theme. 

It’s all fusion as far as I’m concerned, but not because of its connection to 
jazz, rock, smooth R&B, or whatever disparate genres have gotten tossed into 
the fusion gumbo, For me, I finally realized, fusion is a 3-D hallucination, a 
conscious dream: Sonny Sharrock’s “Dick Dogs.” Herbie Hancock tossing in- 
side-out Fender Rhodes lines over the Headhunters’ puzzle-box rhythms. 
Miles emerging from a polyrhythmic churn with an arcing trumpet line, sug- 
gesting nothing so much as the chord changes to the movie soundtrack in his 
head. The best feature of good fusion is tension or, more specifically, the un- 
resolved tension of a constant dialogue between funk practical and funk ab- 
stract — a conversation Brann (like others of his ilk) not only seems com- 
fortable with but has topped off with some interesting interjections of his 
own. %

Overdue props Detroit 
was one of the hotbeds of creativity as

There is only one Sarah Vaughan. By Sylvia W. Chan 


here are various ways one 

may partition a life. For 

example, Picasso had the blue 

period, the cubist phase, and 

the California years, among 
others, while Heather Locklear has 
gone through T.J. Hooker times, the 
Melrose dynasty, and the recent 
Spin City stage. Naming the eras of 
one’s existence bodes well for pos- 
terity, distinctly demarcating for 
generations to come the momen- 
tous transformations one has 
moved through. 

For myself, life has until now di- 
vided itself into three definite phas- 
es, as far as musical tastes are con- 
cerned. I became aware of this 
while contemplating one of the 
holy trinities of the musical world, 
a triad not only possessing beatific 
talents but also (in all seriousness, 
now) having served to revolution- 
ize the way every single one of us 
perceives the human voice as a ves- 
sel for expression. Furthermore, for 
some of us, these three have illumi- 
nated our lives with the realization 
that as an artistic idiom, there is 
none more visceral, more evocative, 
more divine, than that of the vocal- 
ized song. 

Of course, I am speaking of Bil- 
lie, Ella, and Sarah. 

My insight on the phases of my 
existence arrived on a particularly 
dingy day, as | — in the midst of 
an excruciating bout of writer’s 
block — decided to take a break 
from staring at the glow of the 
computer screen to sweep up the 
kitty litter my cats had strewn 
across the bathroom floor. I 
popped Sarah Sings Soulfully, my 
favorite Sarah Vaughan album, into 
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the boom box, hoping to god that 
something, anything, would pull 
me out of this nasty funk. 

I did the right thing. 

As the opening strains of “A Taste 
of Honey” wafted out from the 
speakers and I grabbed the broom 
and dustpan, I was a mere scullery 
maid, hoping wistfully for salva- 
tion. But when Sassy’s lustrous, 
burnished bronze contralto stepped 
into the melody, all frustrations 
vanished and I became a Cinderel- 
la. I twirled about the toilet 
bowl, exhilarated by the fact 
that I need not attend a stuffy 
ball or hook up with some 
overzealous male to experi- 
ence life’s most ardent pas- 
sions. My every emotional 
need, glass slipper and all, 
could be fulfilled by Sarah’s 
clear, brazen tones and the 
quivering, orgasmic harmon- 
ics that filled the spaces be- 
tween them. By the beginning 
of the next song, “What Kind 
of Fool Am I?,” my cleaning 
implements had fallen to the 
floor. Amid the feline gravel, I 
dropped onto my butt, 
hugged my knees to my chest, 
and allowed myself to experi- 
ence the sheer beauty and 
utter devastation in the ex- 
pression of Sassy’s wounded 
heart. I began to cry, and I 
knew — this is what it meant 
to be alive. 

Right then it became clear: 
I was in my Sarah period. 

My Ella phase took place 
early on in my life, when, as a 
preteen, I found myself mys- 


tunes. I began voraciously lis- 
tening to the fiercely misogy- 
nist musicals of Lerner and 
Loewe, like Gigi and My Fair 
Lady, and belting out lyrics 
from Fiddler on the Roof or 
42nd Street every waking mo- 
ment. Until, that is, | stum- 
bled on a copy of Ella Fitzger- 
ald and Louis Armstrong’s 
Ella and Louis at the local 
public library and checked it 
out because “Let’s Call the 
Whole Thing Off” was on there 
and the Gershwin boys were my 
new Thing. 

That album changed everything. 
From then on, Ella was better than 
Gigi, Eliza, Tevye, and Reno 
smooshed together. When she'd 
start,scatting on “Stompin ’ at the 
Savoy,” I’d attempt a pseudo- 
Charleston; when she crooned “I 
Don’t-Dance,’ I'd stop. And when 
she quietly, meditatively, and hope- 
less-romantically sang “The Near- 
ness of You,” I would shut my eyes 


and allow myself, for just a mo- 
ment, to hope that someone would 
ask me to the prom. Miss Ella held 
my hand as I figured out how to 
simply be who I was during those 
awkward years. By injecting an un- 
ending stream of joy and spirit into 
every note, Ella, with her clear-as-a- 
bell timbre and immaculate articu- 
lation, ushered me through my 
teenage angst and helped me un- 
derstand that it was so much more 
fruitful to dwell on the ecstatic.

Billie Holiday pulsed through 
my veins during my college years, 
when, full of naive vim and vigor, I 
set out to change the world. With 
revolution on my lips and a copy of 
The Communist Manifesto tucked 
under my arm, I'd listen to 
“Strange Fruit” and “God Bless the 
Child” on my Discman as I 
stomped around campus trying to 
look purposeful. Where Ella’s crys- 
talline tones had charmed me, Hol- 
iday’s barrel-deep, garble- 
mouthed, scratch-filled wails re-

verberated with the collective id of 
the oppressed; as Angela Davis 
writes in Blues Legacies and Black 
Feminism, Holiday knew her turn 
toward more politicization “would 
afford her a mode of expression 
that merged her own individual 
sensibility, including her hatred of 
racist-inspired brutality, with the 
rage of a potential community of 
resistance.” I was also attracted to 
the seamy side of Billie, the all-too- 
harped-on Lady Sings the Blues ver- 
sion of her as a wounded, damaged 
soul that needed the booze and the 
drugs to just get through. While I 
knew it was stupid, I aspired to it, 
glamorizing the desperation and 
pain, until I discovered that pain 
was something one should never, 
ever seek. 


When I happened on that bril- 
liant breakthrough, I began listen- 
ing to Sarah. 

I am grateful I chanced upon 
Sassy’s music later in life, because 
honestly, I don’t think I would have 
been ready for it any earlier. This is 
by no means to say that Ella and 
Billie are more suited for youthful 
ears. For me, Sarah’s voice unmakes 
the bed; it’s something I can wrap 
around myself no matter how hor- 
rible the day’s been, a voice that 
blisses me out by making me weep. 


Maybe it’s the way she scoops 
her way up into each and every 
note, nudging the tone until the 
most resonant part emerges. Or 
maybe it’s her ability to soar across 
high notes, 4 la Leontyne Price, and 
then creep around the low ones, 
with the heft of Paul Robeson. Or 
maybe it’s her timing: on Soulfully’s 
version of “Round Midnight,” lis- 
ten to her reading of the line “Just 
let our love take wing” — the fat, 
luscious drop of the word “just,” 
the long fermata on “love,” the dip 
and swell that pulls the phrase for- 
ward on “take.” Or her sheer force: 
absorb the devastating a cappella 
moment on “Send in the Clowns” 
during her 1981 recording of the 
same name with the Count Basie 
Orchestra. As the symphony stops 


and Sarah is left completely naked 
with an entire verse, she packs the 
weight of the world into three 
words: “Isn't it rich?” 

My Sarah phase is not something 
marked by a structure (e.g., high 
school, college), but a place, I think, 
where I will remain as long as I 
possibly can. Hers is the voice that 
reminds me that the computer can 
be turned on and the litter can be 
swept, but life, brimming with 
beauty and wonderment, will be 
there for me. As long as I want it. * 
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Rap of ages 


Hip-hop has vocal ancestors. By Eric K. Arnold 


efore hip-hop, there was rap. 

Before rap, there was jive. And 

before jive, there was the word. 

The vocal entertainment as- 

pects of African American cul- 
ture, which can be traced back to the 
African griot, have come a long way 
from the days of the call-and- 
response work songs chanted by 
slaves on the rural plantations of the 
South. Yet each stage of cultural de- 
velopment has been crafted, figura- 
tively and literally, from what came 
before it. Every successive musical 
form, from gospel to blues to jazz to 
R&B to funk to hip-hop, has been in- 
formed by historical precedent, mak- 
ing the connection between various 
genres of black music generational in 
nature. Rap music, as a cultural phe- 
nomenon, didn’t exactly spring from 
nowhere; its MC tradition harks back 
to the rough-and-tumble blues 
singers, the urban hepsters of the 
swing era, the soul-powered R&B per- 
formers, and the jive-talkim DJs of the 
golden age of black radio. 

The self-referential boasts of such 
current artists as Black Rob and Juve- 
nile share stylistic parallels with the 
epic narrative toasts of black folklore 
that mythologized such outlaws as 
Shine, Stagger Lee, and the Great Mac 
Daddy. The connection between 


gangsta rap and the oral tradition 
comes to light in the opening couplets 
of the classic toast “Stagger Lee”: 
“Back in 32 when times was 

hard / Had a sawed-off shotgun and a 
crooked deck of cards.” Indeed, Light- 
nin’ Rod’s 1973 recording of prison 
toasts, Hustler’s Convention, was as 
important to hip-hop’s development 
as Kool Herc’s speaker cabinets. Songs 
like “Copping Some Fronts for the 
Set” and “Sport” were memorized by 
ghetto youth in the South Bronx and 
became the inspiration for both 
Grandmaster Melle Mel and Grand- 
master Caz to start rapping. 

Many narrative toasts were con- 
verted into the 12-bar blues form, 
“Stagger Lee” being a prime example. 
The stripped-down musical structure 
of the blues naturally complemented 
a half-spoken, half-sung vocal style, 
and blues artists continued to culti- 
vate the outlaw image later reserved 
for rappers. Particularly telling is the 
fact that blues singers were respected 
for actually living the hard-knock life 
they sang about, just like Jay-Z, 
Tupac, and Biggie Smalls. Howlin’ 
Wolf’s song “300 Pounds of Joy” iden- 
tified him as the original “Big Poppa,” 
while comparisons have been made 
between Snoop Dogg’s forlorn pro- 
tagonist in “Murder Was the Case”

and Robert Johnson’s doomed per- 
sona in “Hellhound on My Trail.” The 
Geto Boys’ Scarface, who first came to 
prominence with the Robert John- 
son—esque “Mind Playing Tricks on 
Me,” has nothing on John Lee Hooker, 
an original OG. On a 1966 live 
recording of “I’m Bad like Jesse 
James,” a loc’ed-out Hooker describes 
in graphic detail drowning a cheating 
spouse, then watching “the bubbles 
come up.” 

However obvious the parallels be- 
tween blues and rap, less well- 
documented is the influence of the 
vocal instrumentalists of the swing 
and big band era on hip-hop lyricists. 
In the 1947 film Hi De Ho, Cab Cal- 
loway displays many characteristics 
associated with hip-hop MCs, from 
rhyming verse to suave double enten- 
dre to social commentary. Compare, 
for instance, the Sugarhill Gang’s 
“skiddle-bee-bop, re-bop, scooby 
doo” with Calloway-isms like “rop-za 
beetly-boop, za-wa-elly, mooley-woo- 
ley, get-zi-so-hi-eee.” Calloway’s fa- 
mous call-and-response chant, “hi de 
hi de hi de ho” (from 1933’s “Minnie 
the Moocher”), precedes the “say 
Ho!” urgings of today’s rap artists, 
while his description of a swing-era 
around-the-way girl —“Minnie’s a 
hep cat now!” — beat LL Cool J to the 
punch by 43 years. 

Dressing in crisp white suits long 
before Puff Daddy, Calloway used a 
slang-infused jive that made him an 
MC back when the term master of cer- 
emonies actually meant something. In 
Hi De Ho he even “raps” the intro to 
“Little Old Lady from Baltimore.” An- 
other of the songs performed in the 
film, “Hey Now” (delivered in first- 
person monologue style, a staple of 
rap), presents post-WWII “Bling 
Bling” dreams like finding “a million- 
dollar bill” and driving “a big fat car.” 
And like Run (Joseph Simmons) in 
Krush Groove, Calloway‘stands up to 
shady industry types before ascending 
to the bandstand for a final big pro- 
duction number. 

Calloway was a major influence on 
his contemporary Slim Gaillard, 
whose surrealistic vocalese formed a 
language unto itself. The multi- 
talented Gaillard, who played several 
instruments, appears to have been 
dipped in what he called “groove 
juice” at an early age. He can be con- 
sidered the cultural ancestor of both 
abstract rappers and sound-effect 
artists like Rhazel. Gaillard created his 
own cool world of jive phraseology, 
much like Del tha Funky Homosapi- 
en, E-40, or Rammellzee. As stated in 
the liner notes for Laughing in 
Rhythm: The Best of the Verve Years, 
Gaillard (described as “a really 
knocked-out cat”) invented a vocabu- 
lary in which the words vout, vootie,

roonie, reet, and reenie were promi- 
nent.” Whether introducing charac- 
ters like “Flat-Foot Floogie,” affecting 
vaguely African- or Latin-sounding 
chants, or rhapsodizing about “toma- 
to sauce and chili,” Gaillard was any- 
thing but boring. An early proponent 
of jacking for beats, Gaillard was also 
known for imitating the distinctive 
styles of Billy Eckstein and Count 
Basie in his concerts, a tradition that 
continues today via the Roots’ live 
“Hip Hop 101” seminars. 

Somewhat more obscure than both 
Calloway and Gaillard, vocalist King 
Pleasure bridged the gap between 
swing, jazz, and R&B. His connection 
to hip-hop is evident. For example, 
the intro to the smash hit “Moody’s 
Mood for Love” (“there I go, there I 
go, there I go”) was bitten by Digital 
Underground’s Humpty Hump for 
1993’s “Return of the Crazy One.” On 
“Tm Gone” Pleasure not only makes 
reference to “buggin” but also flips 
the stutter style later adopted by 
Mikah 9 and Pharoahe Monch. Plea- 
sure also recorded one of the first DJ 
shout-outs in history, on 1952’s 
“Jampin’ with Symphony Sid,” on 
which he rhymes, “Mr. President of 
the DJ committee / We're gonna be up 
all night gettin’ with it.” For good 
measure, he also shouts out jazzbos 
Prez, Bird, and Basie. 

It’s not hard to place King Pleasure 
as an important link in the chain con- 
necting black musical genres. A dead 
giveaway is the fact that the album 
King Pleasure Sings was arranged by 
Quincy Jones (who later worked with 
rappers Ice-T and Melle Mel and 


founded Vibe magazine). King Plea- 
sure’s masterful vocal technique, 
which imitated the tonal nuances of a 
saxophone, echoes in the work of 
Blackalicious and Latyrx, as well as in 
Freestyle Fellowship’s jazz-era tributes 
“Hot” and “Park Bench People” and 
Aceyalone’s “Headaches and Woes.” 
Furthermore, the souled-out back- 
beats of King Pleasure’s music fore- 
shadowed the funk-injected grooves 
that would eventually be recycled as 
hip-hop’s breakbeats. 

James Brown is probably the most 
obvious vocal influence on hip-hop. 
An accomplished balladeer who could 
sustain a note when he had to, Brown 
had a directness — as revealed in his 
guttural grunts — that communicat- 
ed as much with a well-timed “Uhh” 
or “Good God!” as some artists did 
with an entire song. His connection to 
Calloway, Pleasure, and Gaillard’s 
legacy is revealed in “Bring It Up” — 
subtitled “Hipster’s Avenue” — which 
coincidentally was sampled by 
Gangstarr on “Words I Manifest.” Yet 
Brown's style owed as much to the 
Southern church and gospel tradi- 
tions as to his hepcat predecessors. An 
ex-con who grew into a legendary 
performer on the chitlin circuit, 
Brown had a tendency to talk or “rap” 
to the audience — a style reminiscent 
of Southern preachers — that soon 
spilled over into his recorded work. 
On “There Was a Time” Brown ex- 
claims, “When we hang around, we 
don’t talk / We just get together in any 
kind of weather / And we do the 
camel walk!”

By the beginning of the proto-funk 
days of the late ’60s—early ’70s, this 
trend had become full-on social com- 
mentary, as evident in the seminal 
“Say It Loud (I’m Black and I’m 
Proud),” as well as in lesser-known 
songs like “Escape-ism,” “Reality,” and 
“Brother Rapp.” During this period 
—a time of monumental social 
change — J.B. used his position as 
Soul Brother no. 1 as an ideological 
platform. He addressed poverty and 
unemployment on “Down and Out in 
New York City,” espoused an anti-—af- 
firmative action, pro-self- 


empowerment philosophy on “I Don't 


Want Nobody to Give Me Nothin’ 
(Open Up the Door, I'll Get It My- 
self),” and suggested a replacement 
for the impeached Nixon on “Funky 
President.” 


The message-oriented Brown called 


himself a “teacher” (Hello, KRS-One!) 
on “Public Enemy #1,” a song that, 
like his earlier “King Heroin,” func- 
tions as an antidrug PSA. In “King 
Heroin” Brown talks his way through 
the whole song, and his first-person 
personification of a material object 
(in this case, heroin) preceded Orga- 
nized Konfusion’s “Stray Bullet” and 
Nas’s “I Gave You Power.” And “Talk- 
ing Loud and Saying Nothing” lies 
somewhere between the signifying/ 
woofin’ of the African American oral 
tradition and the sucker MC dis 
records of hip-hop. Years before Ice 
Cube and Das EFX told listeners to 
“check yourself before you wreck “ 
yourself,” Brown chided, “You're like a 
dull knife / Just ain’t cuttin,’ and in- 
sisted, “Shape up your bag!” 
Similarly, Isaac Hayes’s bald- 
headed, pimped-out, am-I-black- 
enough-for-you? image set an exam- 
ple followed most notably by Tupac, 
DMxX, and Kool Keith (in his Poppa 
Large persona). Hayes’s music pro- 
vided the famous loop for Public 
Enemy’s “Black Steel in the Hour of 
Chaos,” yet his influence doesn't stop 
there. Hayes’s “Soulsville” (from the 
Shaft soundtrack) can also stake a 
claim to being a pre-rap rap song, as 
can Curtis Mayfield’s “No Thing on 
Me” (from the Superfly soundtrack); 
both incorporate spoken word 
monologues. Another Mayfield Su- 
perfly song, “Little Child Runnin’ 
Wild” (written before the movie and 
originally called “Ghetto Child”) 
boasts not only a rhyming title and 
funky, downtempo meter but also 
lyrics that speak of dysfunctional 
inner-city family life, much like 
Tupac’s “Dear Mama” 25-odd years 
later. For that matter, such card- 
carrying members of the hip-hop 
generation as Outkast (“Player's 
Ball”) and D’Angelo (“Nevil’s Pie”) 
also owe Mayfield a huge debt, hav- 
ing borrowed his trademark falsetto 
and streetwise-yet-conscious atti- 
tude. While we’re on the subject, 
Willie Hutch’s “Mack Man” (from 
The Mack soundtrack) describes in 
detail the pimpology that later be-

came a bread-and-butter topic for 
rappers like Too $hort, Trick Daddy, 
and UGK. 

The futuristic emphasis of early 
hip-hop (“Planet Rock,” “Space Is the 
Place”) was no doubt inspired by 
galactic star child George Clinton, 
who channeled Brown’s funk mother 
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“a hazy blissed out rock 
experience that is both 
rewarding and beautiful.” 
-The Seattle Weekly 
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lode into the “Mothership Connec- 
tion,” assisted by J.B. alums Bootsy 
Collins and Fred Wesley. The es- 
teemed Dr. Funkenstein was also 
mindful of his hipster ancestors, pay- 
ing homage to black radio pioneers 
like Jocko Henderson, Jack the Rap- 
per, and Daddy-O Daylie on crucial 
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Parliament jams like “P. Funk (Wants 
to Get Funked Up),” “Mr. Wiggles,” 
and “Chocolate City.” Around the 
same time P-Funk was revising the 
big band concept into the “Big Bang 
Theory,’ the Last Poets and Gil Scott- 
Heron were stripping the word down 
to its primal, raw essence with their 
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intense “jazzoetry” and “spoagraph- 
ics” (spoken pictures). So when 1979's 
“Rapper's Delight” formally initiated 
the hip-hop era, it was nothing more 
than the latest addition to a cultural 
foundation that has been in construc- 
tion for decades.

arvin Gaye spoke of the 
crucial six inches: the dis- 
tance between his mouth 
and the microphone. For 
his last few vocal outings, 
Scott Walker has terrorized this same 
space, and on his latest, the sound- 
track to Leos Carax’s Pola X, he 
abandons singing altogether in favor 
of instrumental composition, self- 
sampling, and maybe even that “Is 
this thing on?” move of blowing into 
the microphone. 
Test, test, testing, testing. 


X-man: In the 60s, Scott Walker was fonder of cameras and 


microphones. 


All right, maybe “abandons” is too 
strong a word. To be fair, the album 
uses exactly 14 seconds of Walker 
vocals, grafted from an album four 
years old, a remote and opaque 
recording rightfully titled Tilt. Pola 
X’s opening cut (named, after Ham- 
let, “Time Is out of Joint!”) adds ex- 
plosives and earthquaking thunks. A 
strange coughing voice shudders 
Shakespeare’s line (in French, obvi- 
ously), “The time is out of joint: O 
cursed spite/ That ever I was born to 
set it right!” Then, after a drum-kick 
windup, Scott shrieks: 


That ribbon cracks like this one 


gorgeous, lilting, lovelier than a Bebe 
model’s armpit. It is followed by 
“Light,” which also is, deceptively. 

A grumbling motorcycle falls, 
glass cracks, someone chases after 
someone, crying, “Wait.” It was 
about here that I realized Scott’s 
voice had exited speaker left and was 
not coming back. 

Hello, testing. 

“We shall never be the same, never 
again.” The next Scott original rico- 
chets back and forth between two 
noises: a brutal, unrecognizable, 
avant sound 
storm and a rap- 
per (plus drums) 
telling of an irrev- 
ocable disfiguring 
of something. 

Starting with a 
dog’s barking, 
followed by boil- 
ing guitar and 
bass sustain (then 
continual boom 
and wail, then 
two screeching 
sounds vying for 
survival in the 
mix, then aban- 
donment ...), 
“Church of the 
Apostles” is the 
strained center of 
Herman 
Melville’s much 
crucified novel Pierre; or, The Ambi- 
guities, Carax’s vision, and Walker’s 
scumbled sound choices. Sonically, 
it’s thudding, Gothic. Transformed 
from Melville’s desiccated building 
to Carax’s crazy post—cold war 
hangar, it’s a place where people end

The Pola X CD runs for almost an 
hour. Each of the Walker composi- 
tions has an ebbing, ravaged feel, the 
sense of a soloist leaving everything 
behind, including his instrument, 
and wandering into something un- 
known. 

Initially, that unknown appears to 
be conventional classical orchestra- 
tion. “Meadow,” the next track, could 
be Ravel, could be James Horner, is 


up. Where Pola X transmutes into a 
musical death of everything. An on- 
whoosh of live spontaneity. A 
graphic right-angled pattern. Viola- 
tion, rules, absolute negation. 

On “Rosary,” the last track on Tilt, 
Scott seems like he’s already aurally 
and lyrically describing this depar- 
ture. “I'll string along / Come morn- 
ing beads on my face / Oowhaoo 
oowhao / A thread / A thong.” He 
forms an unlikely but helpful pact 
with Sisqo’s recent smash “Thong 
Song,” in which, as it’s observed, “she 
cruise through the crews like con- 
nect da dots.” 

The sheer priapic excitement of 
Sisqo’s single springs out from a 
charged sonic gridlock. Though 
amiably dense, the elements in 
“Thong Song” are frontal, whirring 
at roughly the same volume: another 
huffing “ah-ah” voice, an Eno-style 
blinky drone happening somewhere 
in the right speaker, and a string sec- 
tion that goes nowhere but up. 
Everything’s dangling, out in front, 
and, all right, we’ve seen the thong 
with our ears. Walker on Tilt and 
later Pola X, conversely, milks an 
ocean out of musical pause and 
makes nearly all the blank spaces 
enigmatic and shivering. Scott’s dots 
psychically are still unconnected, 
mysterious, obscure. 

Pola X, the film (Carax) and the 
soundtrack (Walker), emerges from 
Pierre. Each artist involved claims a 
self-reflexive stake in the tale of a 
young author who betrays his popu- 
lar success with a black and bleak 
follow-up that may or may not be 
simply awful. Carax recently said 
that he heard Pierre only ever sold 


COMPOSEE PAR SCOTT WALKER 
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250 or 300 copies, this after his 
adaptation got stomped at Cannes 
and got heaved from French theaters 
less than two weeks after its release. 
Pola X’s implosive, impressive gloom 
nearly drove a Rotterdam audience 
berserk. The sight of people dashing 
out served as a reminder of when I 
first played track two (“The Cock- 
fighter”) from Tilt to a pair of cats, 
who, after editorially raking my leg, 
darted to the far corner and quaked. 

Is this thing on? 

Largely, the soundtrack music is 
concrete and textural, the jagged 
noise-or-classical choices there not 
to simply reinforce an image but to 
help scramble it or add ballast. It is 
not invisible; even the more tradi- 
tionally classical tracks don’t meld 
into the whole, a text that is about 
disruption, emotional rupture, and 
uncertainty anyway. 

Scott is no stranger to this kind of 
material. His work has always steadi- 
ly maintained a stubborn film-poet- 
ic quality: his fandango song adapt- 
ed from (Steven Spielberg’s favorite 
moralist) Ingmar Bergman’s The 
Seventh Seal, his switching between 
perhaps four narrators from verse to 
verse in“ The Amorous Humphrey 
Plugg.” Of late he’s been uneasily 
(and for fans of his earlier, more 
straightforward surrealist balladry, 
unbearably) working with cut-paste 
lyrics, cacophonic sound shaping, 
and a brutal, despairing abstraction. 

Two constants remain, though his 
ear for pop has been effectively 
buried since his peculiar, electro- 
boogie foray on 1977’s Nite Flights: 
his voice, a comely baritone, and the 
loneliness fueling it. 

Time has weighted his throat 
oddly. Scott’s pipes have lost nothing 
in tonal beauty, but lately he has 
levied a more total, almost collaps- 
ing way of singing. Swoops and 
hums are now vying with wails and 
smears. In the ’60s, he was treated 
with massive bathroom reverb and 
rather gimmicky double echo. Far 
more disturbing is his current 
method of choking, clicking, then 
maybe opting to hold a note out — 
Scott taking a toll where time really 
hasn't. 

There are a few exceptions. “Man 
from Reno” — from a 1995 French 
film soundtrack, A Toxic Affair — 
throws off-gangsta lyrics (“Zodiac 
Killer wants his crack”) into a 
brooding bossa nova stew. On a 
1996 straitjacketed, near-karaoke 
cover of Dylan’s “I Threw It All 
Away” he revisits an old “Relaxez- 
vous” technique terminally, if only 
to permanently sever himself from 
his roots. 

After all, America’s most rapidly 
forgotten expatriate vocalist is the 
last of the crooners, a breed that 
began with Bing Crosby and reached 
a populist apex in Frank Sinatra. 
Sinatra began as an imitator, as a 
voice that recapitulated sad ques- 
tions from Tommy Dorsey’s trom- 
bone and melted hearts and panties 
with the answer. 


To croon is to suffuse a given song 
with languor, to dive for stranger 
depths in tone, style. Whether it was 
Al Jolson, Rudy Vallee, or Crosby 
who first had to get drunk (in varia- 
tions, the singer is too heartsick, suf- 
fering from indigestion, and a bottle 
sucker) is up to historians. Such sto- 
ries draw to a common point: 
singers, who are more often com- 
mended for meaning a song or in- 
fusing it with a plausible and con- 
vincing sincerity, are blurred by 
crooners. Those in this new breed 
were the first to offset this will-to- 
mean-it, drawing audiences into 
their idiosyncratic (allegedly drunk, 
and by association, more candid) 
smoothness. This is the quintessence 
of Walker, whose brooding vocal 
persona could add the same emo- 
tional weight to a wide swath of 
wildly disparate material (in the 
60s, for instance, he covered Dylan, 
Pomus-Shuman, Goffin-King, 
Bacharach, Tim Hardin, Randy 
Newman, “Dancing in the Street,” 
“Blueberry Hill,’ Michel Legrand, 
and Jacques Brel). 

His efforts at composition re- 
vealed his crooning stint to be a 
means to an end. After 1967 he 
buried himself in studio solo work, 
alternately releasing Tom Jones-y 
cover LPs alongside his angst- 
pocked originals. His early solo work 
— the first four self-titled albums, 
all named Scott — had images that 
drifted outside of the maladjusted 
characters: the sense of Jack Jones 
being forced to sing Genet-esque 
lyrics like “Give us your lips / Give

us your thighs / Give us your sad 
and devouring eyes” at gunpoint. 

Walker’s status as a legitimate teen 
idol was peripheral. As if to spite his 
willowy blond-blue good looks, his 
vocal godhead was a diadem firmly 
set in the 60s American (only popu- 
lar in Britain) trio the Walker Broth- 
ers. On a Dusty Springfield TV pro- 
gram from 1967, he would have been 
a comforting paradigm to teenybop- 
pers, but he had just left the Walkers. 
In one instant, he couldn’t (despite 
his modly threads and angel food 
cake coif) really seem more alien. 
Dusty does a few Motown Stax cov- 
ers, Tom Jones athletically channels 
another soul tune, and then... 

In this corner, quavering as if his 
bones were made of toothpicks, per- 
forming Brel’s “Mathilde” for the 
first time in English, Mister Scott 
Walker! 

If we appear to be going backward, 
from the 90s to the ’60s, it’s under 
the tutelage of the album of the year, 
Pola X. Melville’s Pierre, Carax, 
Scott’s new voice and material — 
each stands at odds with the world, 
not content with simple acceptance. 

“River of Blood,” one of the last 
bits of Pola X’s score, is one minute 
of abstract enigma. It could be some- 
one gargling into a microphone, it 
could be a stethoscope tracing blood 
in veins or an animal growling low 
into a pillow. Most of all, it’s a re- 
fusal, a fantastic and savage question 
that won't be easily answered and de- 
mands absolute attention, like a 
voice (for now, dormant) that once 
extended through dimensions. *%

| ou need a man with sensi- 
tivity,’ Ralph Tresvant ad- 
vised on his 1991 solo 
album. Although the New 
Edition lead singer hadn't 
outgrown his adolescent squeak, he 
had matured into using it profound- 
ly, justifying it. Tresvant’s mentor 
must have been Smokey Robinson, 
who, as part of the 60s Motown 
group the Miracles, showed how a 
young man’s light, supplicating 
sound — almost a whisper — may 
seem the most ironic troubadour tac- 
tic, stressing sensitivity instead of ag- 
gression. Smokey proved sensitive vo- 
cals could also be the most effective. 
Sensitivity is what a lover wants to 
hear and what a lover, when un- 
guarded, will helplessly confide — in 
spite of all our culture’s superficial 
romantic archetypes. Since the risk- 
taking high notes of 50s doo-wop, 
the sound of male sensitivity has put 
spiritual truth into the falsetto. Re- 
cently that truth was reiterated with 
uncommon candor on Robinson’s 
album Intimate. 
Intimate was released last winter, 
coinciding with the 60th birthday of a 
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pop artist forever associated with the 
emotional vibrancy of youth. The 
album was virtually ignored, but it 
deserves rescuing, along with the 
trenchant, ageless sound of Smokey’s 
brave masculine vulnerability. Trendy 
pop critics reflexively give more atten- 
tion to lesser artists like Lou Reed, 
Patti Smith, and Don Henley than to 
the legendary Smokey, who now ad- 
dresses a public either unaware of 
him or foolishly listening elsewhere. 
There’s no urgency to Smokey knock- 
ing on public consciousness again, 
but the worthiness of the effort is in 
his voice — not so much in the songs 
(which once were great and now are 
merely serviceable) but in the aural 
sign of still-apparent, still-vibrant life. 
Smokey is incapable of singing an 
emotion he doesn’t feel — and then 
making you feel it too. His singing is 
like a smoke signal — it rises to the 
clouds, conveying the deepest feeling. 
Discovering Intimate (his first album 
since the early 90s) is like rediscover- 
ing Smokey’s talent — and his pop 
breakthrough, which we now take for 
granted. Intimate updates the sensual 
expressions Smokey established with 


“Quiet Storm,” “Being with You,” and 
“Just to See Her,” songs that an- 
nounced a new era in R&B love calls 
(not to mention “Quiet Storm” ’s 
adoption as an entire broadcasting 
format). It may evoke the horny 
middle-aged market cornered by 
Frankie Beverly and Maze, but the 
subtly a~-Maze-ing opening tune 
“Sleepin’ In” could soundtrack any- 
body’s Sunday morning. You learn 
from Smokey’s seasoned endear- 
ments that the tender expression of 
vulnerability is, in fact, a strength — 
and achieving it is a sign of his extra- 
ordinary talent and taste. 

“Easy to Love” is a master class in 
phrasing; the album’s most perfectly 
arranged tune, it features Smokey’s 
shifts from soft crooning to melodi- 
ous melisma wittily extended and 
sustained. Doing his own backing 
repetitions, Smokey insinuates each 
line, always entreating past the last. 
Every cut evinces this marvelous, 
delicate technique, even when the 
songwriting and overly synthesized 
production are just routine (as on 
the title track and “Love Love 
Again”). But climax is reserved for 


the one-two punch of “The Bottom 
Line” and “Feeling Flowing.” The for- 
mer looks back on Smokey’s cele- 
brated songwriting career with dis- 
arming humility: 


About a pound of writing paper 

Is balled up and scattered all around 
my place 

ve been trying to write and savor 

I found it hard to tell you face to face 

I tried to get real deep and poetic 

Put on a little word show I borrow 

From playwrights and poets and 
songwriters 

But I'll just simply say what I want you 
to know 

I love you so much 


“Feeling Flowing” may at first seem 
lyrically trite (“Mentally, gentle-ly, I 
kiss you with my mind”), but the idea 
behind it triumphs through singing 
that is gently passionate. Smokey’s 
lines “An unspoken bond / That goes 
way beyond / A physical affair” get it 
right with classic Motown pith. It’s 
the essence of the verbal and vocal 
splendor for which Smokey has stood 
for four decades. 

Smokey’s own mentor must have 
been Sam Cooke, the smooth soul 
singer nonpareil. But Smokey took 
Cooke’s mellifluous style to a more 
original expression of sexual- 
emotional commingling. With the 
Miracles he balanced male-female 
harmonies (his wife Claudette was 
one of the group’s vocalists) to create 
high-deep, yin-yang sublimity. 
Smokey’s sound could be as fantasti- 
cally ethereal as Sarah Vaughan’s, giv- 
ing 60s pop audiences a respect for 
masculine finesse before the term an- 
drogynous became common. Here’s 
where pop’s falsetto began its march 
to magnificence. Smokey was a key 
part of the R&B movement toward 
gentlemanly bliss — essentially a 
northern, urban development. In 
Sam Cooke’s tradition, singers like 
Ronald Isley of the Isley Brothers ap- 
plied the vocal release in gospel ecsta- 
sy to worldly, gender-bound con- 
cerns. In Isley’s style, the gospel effect 
sanctified carnal longing. Male 
singers could ever after lust transcen- 
dentally (though only R. Kelly and 
Green Gartside care to anymore). 

There was as much ache as longing 
in a vintage Miracles hit. Smokey’s 
voice on “You've Really Got a Hold 
on Me,’ “Tears of a Clown,” “The 
Tracks of My Tears,” and “More Love” 
set the scale by which rock-era male 
singers — and listeners — could 
gauge their yearning. This was a con- 
scious achievement, part of Smokey’s 
ingenious songwriting mission — an 
aesthetic and moral pop innovation. 
Smokey’s pop vision attained special 
eloquence in the records he crafted 
for the Temptations, as evidenced in 
the panache of light tenor Eddie 
Kendricks on “The Way You Do the 
Things You Do.” Yes, it was indeed a 
sea change in masculine emotive . 
style. High-register soul singing even- 
tually saw its influence — its com- 
plete revolution — in the ’70s with Al 


Green’s original expressions, as well 
as with the Chi-Lites, the Stylistics, 
and later Sylvester and Prince. 

According to biographer David 
Ritz, Smokey confided to Marvin 
Gaye, “You have a relationship with 
your fans, especially your female fans, 
just like you have a relationship with 
a woman. They feel like they know 
you, and they do. You've exposed 
your deepest emotions to them. You 
can tease ’em, you can please em, 
you can leave ’em, or you can drive 
”em wild. I’ve done all those things to 
my fans, but they’ve stuck with me 
*cause they feel my sincerity. When 
I’m happy, I sing about it. When I’m 
not, they know about that, too. The 
act of singing to people is just as 
strong as screwing — sometimes 
stronger. The emotions are just as big 
as the money you're making. It’s 
risky.” Getting intimate is what the 
great pop figures do. 

“Ts there anything finer?” soul 
music critic Vince Aletti asked back 
in 1970, comparing how Al Green 
and Smokey both sang the line “I’m 
crying.” The word fine perfectly 
evokes the erotic-sublime quality of 
male soul singing that lifts testicular 
force to transcendence. If motion is 
measured in foot-pounds, can eroti- 
cism then be measured in groin- 
pounds? No pop song exerts more 
emotional movement than “Ooo 
Baby, Baby,” in which Smokey seems 
to be singing to the violins’ pull — 
high, tense, awesome. His breakdown 
on “I’m crying” is sexual, “effeminate- 
ly handsome,’ as Dr. Buzzard once 
put it. 

When Smokey sang “I Second That 
Emotion,” he made certain androgy- 
nous expressions possible, legitimate, 
beautiful for the entire pop world. 
On “The Love I Saw in You Was Just a 
Mirage” — an epiphany — the lyric 
“Sweetness was only heartache’s cam- 
ouflage” anticipated Green Gartside’s 
falsetto stylings for Scritti Politti, 
whose biblical motto “out of the 
strong came sweetness” seems quasi 
Smokey. Even in the Miracles trifle 
“Whole Lotta Shakin’ in My Heart,” 
Smokey’s celestial wailing seems to 
anticipate that school of club sirens 
identified with Byron Stingily and 
Jimmy Sommerville’s disco tweet. 

Intimate recalls how Smokey’s solo 
career equaled the showier efforts of 
his heirs. Start with the 1979 modern 
classic “Cruisin” — slow, seductive, 
undeniable. In the expedient Motown 
manner, it was probably planned to 
capitalize on the Al Pacino gay 
thriller (which certainly could have 
used a velvet touch). But Smokey re- 
vealed the subcult term’s mainstream 
currency, seizing the idea of sexual 
adventure, fulfilling it (“Let the music 
take your mind / Just release and you 
will find”) and turning it into a uni- 
versal statement of romance. A grand 
statement, yet intimate. “Cruisin” 
was the perfect Smokey metaphor: 
cloud-borne sex, blissful levitation. 

His 1980 album Warm Thoughts 
featured appropriate arrangements — 
the lush organic instruments Intimate

lacks — allowing simple statements 
like “I Want to Be Your Love” to be 
maximally expressed. It’s worth seek- 
ing out Warm Thoughts’ cover art to 
see Smokey dressed for a wintry set- 
ting, implying the thaw to come from 
what’s in such grooves as “Heavy on 
Pride (Light on Love),” where 
Smokey’s voice divulges domestic se- 
crets like a Womack and Womack 
composition. “Let Me Be Your Clock” 
outclasses even Prince’s impish post- 
modern innuendo pop. Smokey’s 
near-orgasmic utterance “Strike your 
chimes!” is like LL Cool J’s “Jingling 
Baby” but maybe more risqué, with 
the specifically erotic line “Let me be 
your pendulum” outdoing “Do me 
baby.” The tracks of these years real- 
ized the very summit of romanticism 
that the pop mainstream more readily 
recognized on Roxy Music’s 1982 
Avalon (especially the Smokeyesque 


tracks shed romantic pretense so 
thoroughly that they subvert the 
whiskered notion of shame that 
comes with romantic fear. They give 
nobility — no, glory — to crying. 
And yet each performance, linked by 
the continuity of pop creativity, is dif- 
ferent from the other. Smokey created 
the template by which Ferry (and 
every subsequent Brit fop or soul 
courtier) laid bare his private desire. 
Smokey transmits his trembling heart 
while Ferry uses falsetto — the trick 
of singing in the head — to describe 
his emotional quavering. It’s a pop art 
thing, but sincere. Each record, from a 
distinct era, addressed a particular 
pop attitude — socially ascendant 
R&B, humanized art rock. The 
recordings’ success as art and sexual 
politics had the effect of educating the 
wider pop audience. “Ooo Baby, 
Baby” makes he-men smile, and “Sen-

MC Audio Angel brings sweet nirvana to the jungle.

t’s late one Thursday night at Eklektic 
when a woman in a bright purple wig 
steps up to DJ Siren and begins to 
dance beside her with the exuberance 
of a person whose entire being has 
been kidnapped by the spirit of mad, 
hardcore breakbeats. The rhythm en- 
velops her and makes her shake it like 
crazy, and then suddenly she grabs the 
mic and launches into her seamless, 
sweet-as-honey flow. Exactly what she’s 
saying is not entirely clear — but it’s the 
very sound of her heavenly voice 
that causes the energy on the 
dance floor to surge way past just 
plain excited. Dancers put their 
hands in the air, jump up, and get 
lost in the mayhem, just like their 
muse on stage, the Audio Angel. 

Tonight this purple-haired 
woman has come to be the 
groove facilitator and the DJ’s 
right-hand mate. Her smooth, 
deep voice locks down over the 
beats, melts through the bass, 
eggs on the dancers’ groove, and 
sometimes makes the ear wonder, 
“Ts that the MC or is it actually 
the song?” She’s a bit of a trickster 
that way, the Audio Angel. Her 
dreamy voice melds with each 
track, transforming every mo- 
ment into an ephemeral remix. 
But as she unleashes herself onto 
the mic, she keeps the funk in 
check. She remains modestly re- 
strained and conscious of her role 
— not as the star but as a key ele- 
ment, a portion of the whole. 

“Keeping the groove is my 
goal,” she explains. “I love this 
music so much that I try not to go over- 
board when I perform. I never forget 
that I came to dance and to hear the DJ 
as well. If it’s a song that I love, I’ll make 
some noise for it, but other than that, I 
don’t feel like you should hear me on 
every song — it gets old. If the audience 
is feeling me, they'll make some noise, 
too. [think of myself as a bonus; if the 
DJ enjoys what I do, then ’'m an added 
thing for the crowd to appreciate.” 

When this St. Petersburg, Fla., native 
arrived in San Francisco three years ago, 
her fate as jungle poet had not yet 
formed. Then one night at Jungle Love 
—a party produced by Madame Butter- 
fly and DJs Honey B and Sifu of Ther- 
mal Recordings — the future MC was 
discovered on the dance floor. 

“Honey B and Madame Butterfly 
saw my energy as I was dancing and 
asked if I wanted to MC at a party,” 
says Audio Angel, né Rashida Clen- 
dening. “I had never done it before — 
I figured I would just go up on the 
mic and announce the DJs.” Then in 
December of ’97 Audio Angel played 
her first rave, the Gathering no. 6, 
alongside Honey B. “It was like five 
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o’clock in morning when I went on,” 
she recalls. “They didn’t have a mic 
for me, but I went on anyway, and 
that was it for me. The crowd was 
completely receptive.” 

Since that micless night, this non- 
traditional MC continues to sing and 
chat at drum ’n’ bass parties around 
town and is a resident at three local 
drum ’r bass weeklies, Eklektic, Densi- 
ty, and the Bassment. She can also be 
found singing away at the monthly

aSinDee and Out of Order parties. And 
recently she’s started to move into the 
production arena with the likes of Noel 
from Phunckateck (look for this sum- 
mer’s release of the “Fearless” single on 
Green Label), Tomas Palermo and his 
new breakbeat jazz project, Dub I.D., 
downtempo and drum ’n’ bass team 
Rasa and Rice, funk and house duo 


Nova Productions, and Bay Area hip- 
hop artists Bigg Pointt (check for the 
upcoming single “Ball with Me” on 
Roundhouse Entertainment), King 
Pharo, and Boomerang Fidget. 

“T sing over all styles, and I especially 
love hip-hop,” says the Angel, who en- 
joys a successful career as a voice-over 
actor (check the Mondo Mini Shows at 
www.mondomedia.com for her upcom- 
ing work on a cartoon). But when it 
comes down to it, the Angel’s innermost 
love is drum ’n’ bass. “My vibe is so in 
tune with drum ’n’ bass,” she says. “I’m 
so in love with it, and that comes 
through in my performance and when 
I’m dancing and hamming. Mainly I like 
the aggression of it —I ge: my aggres- 
sions out by dancing to it. There’s an in- 
credible balance to drum ’n’ bass, and it 
forces you to pay attention to all the 
breaks, breakdowns, speeds, and differ- 
ent sounds. It’s very exciting music, 
and it keeps me on my toes, be- 
cause I never know what's going to 
happen next.” 

Still, this angel isn’t your typical 
jungle MC. Although she emerges 
from the long tradition of the Ja- 
maican mic chatter — the DJ’s lyri- 
cal sidekick who introduces 
records, hypes the crowd, injects 
political commentaries, and an- 
nounces upcoming events — and 
from the early-’90s nascence of the 
British jungle MC, Audio has put 
her own twist on the formula. “The 
fact that J sing makes me differ- 
ent,” she says. “I’m not really an 
MC because I don’t rhyme. I 
come up with songs — I’m not 
going to speak at the crowd. I’m 
down with communication, so I 
ask the audience questions, which 
is different from a lot of MCs, 
who will order the crowd and say, 
“You better do this.’” 

The dancers aren't the only 
ones feeling Audio Angel’s intu- 
itive drum ’n’ bass energy. “There’s 
really no term that describes what 
she does,” says DJ Siren, a regular at Ek- 
lektic and head of the Friday-night 
Bassment at Ten 15 Folsom. “What 
makes a good MC is someone who 
doesn’t try to overpower the music, but 
instead becomes a part of it. That's 
what makes Rashida a good MC: in- 
stead of being there showing off, she 
becomes one with the whole thing.” +

Sing a wrong

Vocalists, listeners, and shaky relationships.

he evening you find out, you slip a 
worn-out tape into your Walk- 
man, crawl under the covers, and 
ceaselessly play R.E.M.’s “Every- 
body Hurts” to ease your train- 
wreck heartache. Each time it happens, 
it’s worse than the time before, only this 
time you really mean it: all those other 
heartbreaks were just practice runs — 
but now that you think about it, none of 
them even came close to preparing you 
for this. You don’t want to trust the ad- 
vice of your old confidant Michael Stipe. 
But you do, because he always has time 
for you. He never flirts with other people 
in front of you; he always plays the song 
you request and doesn’t mind when you 
request it two dozen times in a row. It’s 
the ideal one-on-one relationship, really: 
he eases your pain, and you hear his out. 

Of course, conventional duets have 
long used dual vocals as a Divorce 
Court-styled he-said/she-said about ro- 
mantic hope, nostalgia, or vengeance. 
And then there were the boy- and girl- 
groups — before the news broke, you al- 
ways hummed “Heaven Only Knows.” In 
it the Shangri-Las’ harmonies form a 
chirping chorus of man-missin’ and 
date-dreamin. Evoking pure, unadulter- 
ated dedication and attachment, the 
three women’s voices represented a got- 
your-back sisterhood, a unified front in 
the search and need for romance. “Heav- 
en only knows that I need you, baby”; if 
that sentiment did anything for you be- 
fore, it doesn’t help now. 

In recent years, however — especially 
in indie rock — certain groups (Huggy 
Bear, bis, Sleater-Kinney, Imperial Teen, 
et al) have used multiple vocals to sub- 
vert gender dynamics and relationship 
ideals. It only takes a minute and 40 sec- 
onds for Britain’s brilliant Comet Gain 
to turn tradition on its head with “Defi- 
cient Love” (from 1999's Tigertown Pic- 
tures). Rachel Evans and a chorus of her 
own double-tracked harmonies (i-e., her 
own Shangri-La soul sisters) sound ab- 
solutely angelic as “they” list off reasons 
why this love doesn’t work, obliterating 
every trace of lovelorn sisterhood when 
the hand-clap-along chorus kicks in. 

It’s refreshing, really: incorporating an 
age-old vocal for- 
mula, Comet Gain 
use “multiple” vo- 
calists to under- 
mine the idea of 
the picture-perfect 
relationship in old 
love-me-do group 
songs; despite (or 
because of) “their” 
so-happy-together 
vocal stylings, you 
feel vindicated in 
your gloom and 
doom. On “Defi- 
cient Love” Comet 
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We went through hell: Sam Coomes and Janet Weiss bring 
harmony to emotionally derailed romance. 


-Gain pinpoint exactly why it can be 


painful to listen to certain love(d) songs: 
we hold so much of our lives in our fa- 
vorite artists’ voices that it’s difficult 
when we feel duped by a manufactured 
message. 

Portland, Ore’s uncomfortably hon- 
est Quasi understand this too. Unlike 
most musical groups, Quasi look to 
their listeners for answers as much as 
listeners look to them; the duo seem just 
as confused about love as you are. On 
1998’s phenomenal Featuring “Birds” 
and last year’s Field Studies, the divorced 
Sam Coomes and Janet Weiss harmo- 
nize about (their own?) emotionally de- 
railed romance. They don't sing typical 
duets; Coomes leads, but the emotional 
weight is equgl between them, so their 
vocals seem more like two sides of the 
same person’s story. Yet two sides to a 
story never add up to the truth, and — 
like in most relationships — the lines of 
blame aren't as clear cut as they're usu- 
ally portrayed. 

On painfully caustic lines on songs 
such as “I Never Want to See You Again” 
Coomes and Weiss both sing, “We pur- 
chase pleasure, pay for it with hurt / And 
we rarely get our money’s worth.” The 
real drama comes later, however, when 
you realize which lines they choose to 
sing alone and which verses are sung to- 
gether: it’s only Coomes yelping/panick- 
ing, “See how we grasp at the stars?” and 
it’s only Weiss singing, “Am I just a 
memory?” Given those conscious choic- 
es, is it so surprising that Quasi’s un- 
bearably emotional soap (p)opera 
makes you question the entire notion of 
romance? At least you're not alone. 

Which is precisely why the dual vocals 
of bands like Comet Gain and Quasi 
eventually come to comfort. Sure, the re- 
lationship isn’t so exclusive — it’s not 
just you and your closest musician-cum- 
friend — but when most duets and 
group vocals exclude the role of the lis- 
tener, it’s a relief to hear some acts use 
conventional notions of “multiple vo- 
cals” to reveal the absurdities you're 
often sold. You're no longer a third wheel 
but a knowing companion and another 
voice in their songs of lost love. “

The man who 
got away 


Jeff Buckley: a singular grace. By Summer Burkes 


*m a total sissy. The night I 

found out Jeff Buckley had 

drowned, I cried. Standing 

dumbstruck in the middle of 

17th Street in front of the 500 
Club, Brenda having just tossed the 
news off in conversation like it was 
no big deal, I actually began to cry 
and, honestly, couldn't quite stop 
for the rest of the evening. I stayed 
depressed for days, and for months 
I couldn’t listen to Grace — which 
had spun on my CD player at least 
two or three times a week for the 
past three years — because it made 
me too sad. I bought (Sketches for) 
My Sweetheart the Drunk when it 
came out and Live at Sin-e the same 
day, but as I’m writing this, both 
still sit untouched in shrink-wrap. 
And I only unpacked Mystery White 
Boy because my editor told me I 
had to for this article. It's been 
played once. I don’t think I can 
handle listening to more Buckley 
just yet. Call me a Teen Beat music 
nerd if you must — indeed, my sen- 
timents here are only a couple steps 
down from scribbling “Mrs. Jeff 
Buckley” with hearts and flowers all 
over one’s notebook — but May 29, 
1997, was the day that the world 
lost one of its best vocalists. And I 
lost my favorite teacher. 

Ever disdainful of regimen, as an 
amateur vocalist I’ve always avoided 
vocalises and scales, choosing the 
mockingbird route instead. Since 


my mom was an opera singer and 
musical-theater queen, my dad was a 
folksinger and guitarist, and I sang 
in the church choir all my life and 
studied opera in college, people fre- 
quently (mistakenly) ask me for ad- 
vice on how to sing. I always decline 
— since I can neither sing nor teach 
all that well — but I suggest that be- 
ginners purchase the Reverend Hor- 
ton Heat’s It’s Martini Time (boys) 
or the Magnetic Fields’ Wayward Bus 
(girls), learn to mimic the vocalists 
note for note, and get back to me. 
Then graduate to a more “difficult” 
artist of choice — Joni Mitchell, Bil- 
lie Holiday, Lauryn Hill, Etta James, 
Diamanda Galas, Chris Cornell, 
Nina Hagen, Robert Plant, whoever. 
For finals, as it were, if you can imi- 
tate Yma Sumac, Nusret Fateh Ali 
Khan, nearly any rendition of 
Mozart’s “Queen of the Night” aria, 
and/or our beloved Jeff Buckley, you 
get the grand prize. Quit your day 
job; you're a genius. 

The first time my housemate Ben 
played Grace for me, I freaked — 
listened to it over and over for the 
rest of the day, memorizing every 
last fluttering trill, labored breath, 
careful utterance, sustained 
heartache, and balls-out epiphany. 
A couple of weeks after that, Ben 
and I went and saw his friend Shan- 
non’s band at a bar down the street. 
Shannon’s bassist had just ended a 
romance with Buckley, and when 


she took the mic to sing for one 
song, though she was timid and the 
mix was bad and her voice was near 
inaudible, it was instantly apparent 
from her watery vibrato and 
punchy delivery who'd taught her 
everything. Jealousy seethed from 
every pore of every girl — and most 
every boy — in the room at her 
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Sorely missed: The singer's untimely death robbed the world of a unique talent. 


close proximity to and tutelage 
under the man. And that was when 
he was still alive. 

Buckley’s extreme command of 
his voice matched and complement- 
ed his guitar work — indeed, on 
Mystery White Boy it’s evident how 
much he liked to lay his own Al Jar- 
reau treatment over his strings, and 
it’s almost as fun to hum along with 
his singularly lyrical guitar parts as it 
is with him — but, more important, 
his pipes stood on their own. (Ah, 
imagine if he had followed in Todd 
Rundgren’s footsteps and done an a 
cappella album.) On Grace Buckley's 
ambitious covers of Leonard Cohen's 
“Hallelujah” (Buckley’s cords undu- 
late like beautiful satin ribbons; lis- 
ten for the tiniest guitar solo in the 
world) and Benjamin Britten’s “Cor- 
pus Christi Carol” (as far as I know, 
despite what this song might lead 
one to believe, he wasn’t a castrato) 
threaten to overshadow the original 
versions. 

Delicate, dark-eyed, troubled, and 
beautiful Buckley, estranged son of a 
folk star he ended up outshining, 
was a lone, golden-throated bal- 
ladeer in a sea of whiny indie nerds 
and testosterone-overloaded lockjaw 
rockers. Pulling together bits of Hol- 
iday, James, and Qaawali singing, 
Buckley toyed with his tenor, drop- 
ping it down to sultry baritone and 
stretching it like taffy to the highest 
soprano ranges, always flittering the 
close of each phrase like a scribbled 
flourish at the tail end of a signa- 
ture. Whether acting out the sexually 
ambitious, barely contained playboy, 
the fumbling and waifish love-struck 
troubadour, whirls of dust on a dark 

road in the desert at night, the god 
of vengeance, the urbane crooner, or 
the tense, brittle sound of heartache 
itself, Jeff Buckley lived and 
breathed each note, proving that, 
sometimes, the voice is the window 
to the soul.

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n Asian woman stands before the 

congregation at Oakland’s Imani

“Do you know what's going on?”

Bouffard asks, sidling up to me as I 
watch from the last pew, amazed by the 
performance I’ve just witnessed. He tells 
me that this is the initiation process each 
new member must go through on enter- 
ing the choir: you've got to get up before 
your peers and show ’em what you've 
got so they can “get a feel for your voice.” 
“It’s absolutely terrifying,” he adds 

with a smile, “But she was a power- 
house.”

Jammin’; Tea Leaf Green are for those in the mood to groove. 


Tea Leaf Green 


Stoned immaculate 


Make a foray to the Elbo Room and 
you'll generally find generic funk or jazz 
fusion. But saunter upstairs on a Mon- 
day night and you'll likely catch some 
good ol’ Southern-fried rock a la All- 
mans or Widespread Panic. The purvey- 
ors of these feel-good sounds and vibes 
are Tea Leaf Green, a four-piece ensem- 
ble who deliver the kind of rock you 
wanna hear at an outdoor venue while 
eating mushrooms or something. Psy- 
chedelics aren’t mandatory to enjoy the 
music, but you'll feel like you’re tripping 
on these 10-minute jams anyway, so 
why not? 

Josh Clark’s guitar stylings feel like a 
tribute to Jeff Beck or John Scofield, 
and Trevor Garrod, who sings most of 
the lead vocals, lays down intricate key- 
board parts like a disciple of Ray Man- 
zarek. While the music at a recent gig 
pursued exploratory jams, the solid 
rhythm section — Ben Chambers on 
bass and Scott Rager on drums — 
made the tunes feel more purposeful 
(think Traffic) than meandering (think 
the Dead). One song, “Crackers,” 
seemed to cross into Garcia territory; 
the others veered in more interesting 
directions. The lively “Piss It Away” fea- 
tured Supertrampy vocals, while “Cotta 
Cosa,” the obvious crowd favorite, went 
from rock to funk and peaked in a slow, 
gratifying crescendo. There was a sort 
of country shuffle song called “I Be- 
lieve” that reminded me of the Pure 
Prairie League anthem “Amie” — a 
perfect sing-along-while-driving-in- 
your-car sort of tune. 

Comparisons are inevitable with this 
band, but it's not a bad thing; it just 
goes with the familiar territory. And if 
any of the aforementioned influences 
work for you, you'll dig this outfit. It’s 
refreshing to see musicians playing 
what they love, unconcerned with whit- 
tling songs down to three-minute radio- 
ready pop. Long-ass jams aren't for 
everyone, but for those in the mood to 
groove, Tea Leaf Green won't disap- 
point.

Hope Child 


Bright hopes 


Sandwiched in a lineup between two 
ear-crusher bands at the Boomerang re- 
cently, the unassuming foursome that is 
Hope Child got down to a set of good, 
solid rock and roll. Natalia Bortolotti, the 
band’s shag rug—haired singer, actually 
sang — rather than shouted, rapped, or 
screamed — and by the second song 
earplugs had come out all over the audi- 
ence. Bortolotti’s voice toyed with a wide 
variety of vocal textures over the course 
of the 11-song set, sometimes dropping 
the bell-clear tones of Sarah McLachlan, 
other times, like in “Athena,” oozing a 
plaintive vibrato, and still other times 
simply holding down a melody. 

Song by song, Bortolotti coyly gave up 
little vocal surprises, saving the coup de 
grace for late in the set with a song she 
announced as “Space I’m In.” After intro- 
ducing band members and informing the 
crowd that “Space I’m In” had won a 
Billboard song contest in '98, Bortolotti 
proceeded to untether a daring vocal 
range equal to the chick-rock greats, 
making huge, huge leaps in both direc- 
tions and landing in unexpected places. 

Dressed down (except for drummer 
Terry Thompson), Hope Child offered up 
toe-tapping music (now John Mellen- 
camp, now Melissa Etheridge) and guitar 

work made in melody heaven. From the 
powerful ending of “Venus and Mars” — 
bass hammering out a pattern behind 
dueling guitar and drum rhythms — to 
the Santana-ish solo section in “Infatua- 
tion,” Stefan Podell’s guitar was a studio- 
tasteful aural treat laid neatly over Tim 
Kerrigan's punchy G.K.-bright bass. 
Podell always managed to pull out just 
the right sound, from Tom Petty—ish 
washes of chords to the playful squawks 
and catcalls that filled “Infatuation” ’s 
jam. 

Hope Child — recently a finalist in the 
Lillith Fair talent search — proved to be 
just the type and caliber of band the 
kick-ass, woman-powered event was 
built around.

ow do you get a nickname like “Maraca” (you know, the popular Latin per- 
Hes instrument)? You gotta be able to shake it up pretty good to earn 

such a name, but it’s an apt one for Cuban flutist Orlando “Maraca” Valle. 
Maraca paid his dues coming up as a teen sensation with the Afro-Cuban jazz 
supergroup lrakere, leaving awestruck fans behind everywhere he went. Then 
in 1996 cowboy rumbero Ned Sublette put out Maraca’s debut release on his 
label Qbadisc, and the winds of fame began rushing toward him. Dates and 
tours with Jesus Alemany’s ;Cubanismo! and Frank Emilio Flynn established 
him further, but it wasn’t until he began his association with Jimmy Maslin’s 
Ahi Nama Records that Maraca was finally allowed to prosper as a band- 
leader. His latest release, Descarga Total, is a monster record that showcases

‘Timekeepers’ 
Through June 24, S.F. Camerawork 


t's hard to hear the word “millennium” these days without suppressing (or 

emitting) a groan. But if Y2K did nothing else, it made us stop for a mo- 

ment to think about the flow of time and our place within it. That's also the 
intention of Camerawork’s new show, which brings together a group of 
artists whose works revolve around time and memory. In three sections, 
“Memory,” “Measurement,” and “Warp,” artists tackle the question of how 
our. minds handle (or resist) the forward progression of time. In Dennis 
Begg’s installation, Editioned Lives, old photographs are coated in thick layers 
of beeswax and set into used books and other found objects, making up a kind of shrine to cloudy memories. Kathryn 
Dunlevie's vibrant mixed-media panels show another way in which the mind deals with time: Dunlevie blends pho- 
tographs and painting into an impressionistic soup that makes it unclear where memory leaves off and invention be- 
gins. Other artists try to pin time down in more concrete ways: the “Measurement” section includes two works, Judy 
Gelles's Florida Family Portrait and Bruce Cannon's Reflection, in which the artists take photographic self-portraits at 
regular intervals and carefully document them, creating an intimate record of personal change. Videos by Barrett Lan- 
glinais and Jim Campbell ask us to question notions of past, present, and future, and Lucy Puls’s Horologium Expergi- 
ficum symbolically stops time by setting a dozen alarm clocks in cubes of amber-colored resin. Like other works here, 
Puls’s piece mourns the passage of time, but it also offers up a thread of hope: in art, time can be sculpted in any way 
we want.

J. John Priola

omehow, photographer J. John Priola manages to make loss look 

fabulous. In his last exhibition he showed a Striking series of pictures 

called “Saved,” in which he essentially rescued brittle rags, torn old 
photos, and broken bric-a-brac — items old enough to have been 
dumped in an estate sale — and gave them the studio treatment. He set 
them against a seamless black background and lighted them ever so 
dramatically. Isolated in this almost glamorous way, the forgotten objects 
became talismans, imbued with the deathly odor most of us pretend we 
don’t notice while digging through thrift store bins. The images were just 
as difficult to shake as that smell. In his current exhibition Priola lets go 
of objects and looks to broader structures; the architecture of home and 
the traces of life that reside there. He does so with a sense of minimal- 
ism with a group of large pictures of empty walls, which bear subtle but 
unmistakable traces of use. He shows us a crack that perfectly bisects 
the composition, the tear-shaped water-stain outline of a picture long 
since removed, a rough bump of patching Spackle, shown larger than 
life. These are walls that have witnessed much and most likely are 
awaiting a paint job that will erase the past in preparation for new in- 
habitants. There’s even greater ambiguity to a more recent series of ex- 
terior night shots of deco doorways with illuminated addresses that give 
off just enough light to define the curved geometry of the architecture, 
The pictures are dominated by large abstract patches of black, giving 


the encroaching sense of 
dread a formal dignity. The 
numbers glow enigmatically, 
like a memorial flame. The 
danger for Priola is suc- 
cumbing to the melancholy, 
which happens briefly here 
when he turns his camera 

on grave sites. His theatrical 
lighting is masterful here, 
but the subject of weathered 
tombstones and dehydrating 
grass emerging from a dark 
abyss isn’t exactly subtle. 
Thankfully it’s the mysteries 
of those walls and addresses 
that are most memorable. ~,

Stacy’s troubles with her boyfriend, her 
sporadic desires to leave the industry to 
become a makeup artist, and the need for 
constant cosmetic alterations (if you’ve 
ever wanted to see a breast implant shoved 
into place or a liposuction needle sucking 
flesh, now’s your chance) add teensy wrin- 
kles of despair to her life. Truth be told, 
there’s really nothing important going on 
here, but the salacious subject matter 
meets all criteria for voyeuristic entertain- 
ment. (2:02) Four Star. (Eddy) 
Ghost Dog (1:54) Lumiere, Shattuck. 
Gladiator His bulk shifted back to the right 
places after The Insider’s flab-out, Russell 
Crowe plays Maximus, a general of the 
empire in a.D. 180. Ailing emperor Marcus 
Aurelius (a bored Richard Harris) com- 
mands that Max take the throne — a suc- 
cession plan that pointedly skips Marcus’s 
biological son, kitten-with-a-whip 
Commodus (Joaquin Phoenix). Really dis- 
pleased, the latter kills Dad and announces 
himself emperor. Maximus, meanwhile, is 
toted off as a slave by Proximo (the late 
Oliver Reed), owner and trainer-in-chief 
of a Moroccan Gladiators “R” Us. Sooner 
or later it'll be payback time. But to sur- 
vive that long, Max must outlive various 
WWF-type Bludgeonators, spike wheeled— 
chariot drivers, tigers, and trapdoors on 
the blood-sporting arena circuit. His mar- 
tial skills duly lead to Rome, where Com- 
modus is irked no end to be upstaged once 
again. Gladiator has the physical heft and 
scale of a true epic; it’s seldom laughable, 
which is saying a lot, and reasonably enter- 
taining. But unlike that of Hollywood’s 
prestige sword-and-sandal epics of yore, 
its solemnity isn’t earned by a complicat- 
ed, intrigue-laden scenario. Despite solid 
supporting players (Derek Jacobi, Amis- 
tad’s Djimon Hounsou), there are really 
only three characters worth scratch in the 
undercomplicated, team-penned script, 
and nothing much happens — Colosseum 
carnage aside — until Max finally gets his 
shot at this-spear-wound’s-for-my-wife- 
muthafucka! revenge. (2:30) Alexandria, 
Century Plaza, Emery Bay, Grand Lake, 
Jack London, Metreon, Metro, 1000 Van

Grass This flashy documentary by coffee- 
table-kitsch connoisseur Ron Mann 
(Comic Book Confidential, Twist) ridicules 
decades of U.S. anti-marijuana hysteria in 
a chronological pastiche of Reefer 
Madness-type “evil weed” exploitation 
pics, scare-’em-straight classroom instruc- 
tionals, inflammatory news-media “ex- 
posés,” and political grandstanding. All 
this retro Mary-Jane’ll-kill-ya stuff is in- 
deed fun to watch. But the relentless, glib 
snarkiness is limiting, too. Abetted by 
comics artist Paul Mavrides’s cutesy 
graphics, Grass will do anything fora 
laugh: fake “period” audio blurbs, mis- 
leadingly juxtapose images and info of dif- 
ferent eras, show squaresville politicians in 
stammering public-address outtakes (as if 
only Bad People fluff speech lines). The re- 
sulting High Times/That’s Entertainment! 
package preaches to the converted, missing 
or racing past important points to score 
yet more cheap smirks. Narrator Woody

essential life experiences. Beth (Amy 
Smart) makes her intentions clear one 
night in Josh’s dorm room, and just’being 
playful, she turns on his camcorder pre- 
boff. The next morning a roomie acciden- 
tally mails the tape — that tape, not the 
honey-I-miss-you one — to Tiffany. Ex- 
treme mortification looms. Taking along 
libergeek Kyle (DJ Qualls) for his car, Josh, 
brainy Rubin (Paulo Costanzo), and party 
monster E.L. (Seann William Scott) hit the 
road from Ithaca, NY, to Austin, TX, pray- 
ing to arrive before the U.S. mail. Over 
1,800 miles and 80-odd minutes, Road Trip 
hits some speed bumps; it goes a little flat 
between gags. But the gags are near inces- 
sant and largely inspired. I wasn’t especial- 
ly rooting for the career bounce-back of 
Phillips, whose “documentary” Frat House 
had its Sundance Grand Jury Prize revoked 
when it turned out various sequences had 
been staged. But the man does know his 
comic timing. Road Trip is that happy 
thing, a “stupid teen comedy” by and for 
smart folks.

Shanghai Noon With sets leftover from The 
Quick and the Dead, jokes stolen from The 
Apple Dumpling Gang, and a martial arts 
star leftover from a once-brilliant career, 
Shanghai Noon arrives to mop up whoever 
still has patience for this sort of thing after 
Wild Wild West. Jackie Chan plays what has 
to be his most unlikable character ever: a 
stiff, humorless, tight-assed imperial guard 
from the Forbidden City who flashes a 
smile, like, three times. Costar Owén Wil- 
son tries gamely to ad-lib his. way through 
the picture, but nothing amuses so much 
as that broken-and-not-quite-healed-right 
nose planted on his face. At least it’s more 
intriguing than the story, wherein princess 
Lucy Liu is hijacked and taken to Nevada 
by a traitorous bad guy. Virtuous Chan and 
outlaw Wilson match what wits they have 
with the usual tired clichés (Indians who 
say “how” a lot, a corrupt sheriff named 
Van Cleef, blah jailbreaks, and “so what” 
saloon slug-outs) until the climax finally 
arrives with a thimbleful of poorly edited 
excitement.

Small Time Crooks Low-watt ex-jailbird 
Ray Winkler (Woody Allen) comes up 
with a “brilliant” scheme to rent a former 
Brooklyn pizza joint and tunnel to the 
bank vault a couple doors away. The plan 
requires a front, meaning that Ray’s wife, 
ex—“Topless Wonder” Frenchy (Tracey UIl- 
man), must deploy her limited cooking 
skills for actual walk-in customers. While 
Ray and his even denser partners Denny 
(Michael Rapaport), Benny (Jon Lovitz), 
and Tommy (‘Tony Darrow) haplessly dig 
for dollars in the basement, Frenchy’s 
cookie biz becomes an unexpected hit. 
Thus the film digresses from solid but fa- 
miliar bungling-heist terrain toward an in- 
spired remake of Born Yesterday, as fran- 
chise riches thrust Ray and Frenchy into 
the realm of Manhattan's “hoity-toity.” No 
disrespect intended toward Diane Keaton 
or Mia Farrow, but Ullman may be 
Woody’s ideal foil at last — she’s a real co- 
median who doésn’t need to imitate his 
stammering neurosis to be funny — and 
he generously hands Small Time Crooks 
over to her in large part. Not too shabby, 
either, is Elaine May as Frenchy’s I.Q.-of- 
a-concrete-block cousin, whose simplicity 
attracts Ray while his marriage develops 
its own class war. May is three years older 
than Allen — maybe he’s done with the 
schoolgirls of America at last. Which is 
one more reason to celebrate this unpre- 
tentious, highly enjoyable movie.
